The Governor delivered his message to the convention, 
which is as follows: 


T'o the Honorable Members of the 64th General Assembly: 


You have been chosen as the representatives of the people 
to exercise the legislative authority vested under the Consti- 
tution in the General Assembly. It is needless to remind 
you that honor and responsibility in the last degree attach 
to your trust. In you has been confided the supreme power 
which is authority from the people to prescribe their conduct. 
No higher confidence is possible under our system of govern- 
ment. It is assured that you will assume and discharge these 
functions in a full sense of their gravity and importance. It 
now becomes the duty of the Executive, agreeable to the Con- 
stitution, to address you on the state of the government and 
to recommend measures for your consideration. The task is 
easy for the mind is free of any doubts or confusion. The 
state government has become a great organization. It was 
set up by the people for their welfare. They have committed 
activities to it which are necessary and indispensable to or- 
ganized society. These comprehend the large and common 
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problems of the community. Justice must be administered 
and crime must be punished. Institutions must be provided 
to quarter and sustain the dependent and afflicted of the popu- 
lation. Prisons must be provided for criminal of.- 
fenders. Children must be educated. Poverty is no crime 
in this country. Wealth is unimportant and most often is 
a disadvantage to our children. The American child needs 
no inheritance of wealth, nor station to reach success in life. 
He does need, and he is entitled to be free from the handicap 
of ignorance. Parents are morally delinquent and respon- 
sible, who send their children into the race of life uneducated 
when the means are at hand. These means must be provided 
by the state. Such is the common consensus of modern 
thought. Public education has enormously increased govern- 
mental expense. Our population is rapidly increasing; our 
civilization is constantly expanding; invention is unfolding 
in myriad things; life and society are involved in a complexity 
unknown a single generation ago. All standards excluding 
moral laws are fast changing. We cannot escape our sur- 
roundings. It is idle to discuss the simple life so lately pre- 
vailing. We are living in a wider sweep. Government must 
keep abreast of the times. It must serve the public needs. 
The automobile is a recent thing but it has revolutionized 
transportation and it will never be discarded. It is a marvel 
how it has so quickly come into general use. With it has come 
an insatiate demand for better roads. Modern highways cost 
big money. Science has been striding in the fields of hygiene 
and disease. Health and longevity are vital subjects. Far 
reaching progress in these matters is now recorded. Our 
people are demanding health service and adequate funds are 
necessary. The manufacturing industry of our country is 
moving South. Labor conditions elsewhere are causing this 
movement. No state in the Union has such natural and di- 
versified resources as Tennessee. Our raw materials are 
varied and abundant. We can have a liberal share of this 
inflowing capital. It would mean a great deal to our over bur- 
dened tax payers. We must publish a knowledge to the world 
of our slumbering mass of mineral wealth. Nowhere can be 
found the coal, iron, copper, marble, zine, phosphate, lime- 
stone and clays which underlie our soil in untold quantity. 
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This state can soon become an industrial centre. Our water 
power has never been sufficiently explored. Few states out- 
rank us in this potential asset. It is flowing to the sea wasted 
and unused through every part of our state. We must pub- 
lish these resources to the world. The expenditure in money 
would soon return in many fold to the public treasury. We 
must not sit idly on the wayside while this tide of opportunity 
is flowing by. We have responsibility in this situation which 
must startle us with its challange. Shall we meet it like men. 
Ours is a state whose history is rich in everything that an 
Anglo Saxon holds dear. We have a happy inspiration in 
her glorious traditions. Shame will be ours if Tennessee be- 
comes a laggard in the march of American states. Such 
thoughts are crowding my mind as this General Assembly 
begins its important and far reaching deliberations. 


STATE FINANCES 


Your tasks are simplified by the improved condition of our 
state finances. The last Assembly was remarkably prudent 
in its appropriations and legislated with rare discretion. The 
result is the striking improvement now prevailing in the 
state’s fiscal affairs. Economy was substituted for extrava- 
gance and order has replaced disorder. An efficient system of 
direct administration was installed, displacing an extrava- 
gant and irresponsible jumble of petty bureaus, departments 
and other agencies. No state in this union has to-day an ad- 
ministrative system which functions with less waste and such 
efficiency as ours. There can be no doubt of this fact. There 
is unmistakable testimony. Comparisons are convincing. 
January Ist, 1923, the huge sum of $3,096,472.70 stood on the 
Comptroller’s books to the credit of general and special ac- 
counts, including short term loans borrowed for current needs, 
and the actual funds in all depositories to liquidate these bal- 
ances were $196,377.46. The deficit then existing is thus ap- 
parent. A year later, January Ist, 1924, the same balance 
amounted to $3,015,565.77 and the funds on hand were $2,532,- 
289.61. 

Therefore, the former deficit had been reduced under the 
new administration in the first year to $483,276.16. It is re- 
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ported with considerable satisfaction that January Ist, 1925, 
these same accounts showed an aggregate to their credit of 
$2.026,736.86. While there were funds on hand in the various — 
depositories belonging to the state in the sum of $2,788,307.70. | 
Thus showing that the former deficits were replaced with an 
excellent surplus of $761,570.89. ! 

This surplus is the fruit of strict economy ’and business 
methods in the adiministration of the state government and 
marks the abandonment of the loose and wasteful system 
theretofore prevailing with its inevitable train of small and 
evil politics. It is pleasing to further report that the public 
debt of $15,623,000 existing when my first message was de- 
livered to the General Assembly two years ago, has been re- 
duced in the intervening period to $14,248,000 showing the 
fine reduction of $1,375,000. Short term bonds of $250,000 
issued in 1923 for the new Deaf and Dumb School are not 
included in the present debt since these are covered by in- 
terest bearing notes owing from the purchasers of the old 
plant sufficient for the payment of these bonds and so obli- 
gated. 

You are familiar with the long history of disordered fi- 
nances and recurring deficits in this state, with the discussion 
and reproach in consequence. It has been no easy task to 
reverse that condition. On the contrary it has been a matter 
of painstaking and laborious care. This surplus will inevit- 
ably invite new assults on the treasury. Our state is not look- 
ing, nor is the nation in groups and individuals, estimable and 
well meaning who are always appealing for projects and re- 
forms to be financed from the public revenues. They intend 
exceedingly well, but their vision is segregated and detached 
_ from the problems of the state government as a whole for 

which you must provide. It is absolutely impossible to ac- 
commodate these demands in the smallest part without mak- 
ing taxation unbearable to our people. So varied in their 
character are these appeals and so intimately affecting our 
social scheme are many of them, that it is fast becoming an 
acute question where government should begin or end in this 
country. — 

Our people would be sorely disappointed if this assembly 
should plunge into new extravagance and dissipate our splen- 
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did surplus in careless appropriations, and so restore the old 
order of deficits and arrears. The urgent needs which are 
seriously pressing and necessarily so large, will tax our 
possible revenues to the limit, and if you gratify the miscel- 
lany of appropriations which will be surely urged, you will 
insure certain chaos and disorder. 


THE BUDGET 


: Section 13 of Chapter 7 of the Acts of 1923, directs as fol- 
OWS: 

‘That the Governor shall not later than four weeks after 
his inauguration, submit to the Legislature his budget, em- 
bracing the amounts in detail recommended by him to be ap- 
propriated to all departments, offices and agencies of the 
state for each of the years of the next ensuing biennium, the 
etimated revenues from taxation and other sources and the 
estimate of the amount required to be raised by taxation.’’ 

This provision in the law is for an excellent purpose. Its 
reason is plain. Your membership is gathered from every 
section. Many of you reside in remote communities from the 
Capitol. You are men of affairs and your own business has 
engaged you. Some were elected on local issues. Many of 
you are unfamiliar with the needs and details of the state 
government. Heretofore, the Legislature has been subjected 
to the appeals of those variously connected with the state’s 
administration. All of this has been eliminated by a budget 
which has been carefully prepared for the entire government 
after full conference and discussion with its various heads. 
Itemized requirements were submitted to the Department of 
Finance where they were carefully revised, then they were 
passed to the Governor who has scrutinized them, correcting 
and approving their several items according to his judgment. 
The final budget is now transmitted for your consideration 
in. the preparation of the general appropriation bill for the 
coming biennium. This practice is sound in fact and theory 
and is a guarantee of the best economy. | 

If you will enact the appropriation bill as it has been pre- 
pared by the Finance Department, you will definitely avoid 
any future deficit and safeguard the treasury. It was sought 
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in the last Legislature to abolish all continuing appropria- 
tions. These are wrong in principle and hopelessly hinder © 
any accurate budget. It is earnestly recommended that you 
refrain from such enactments in the present session. All 
appropriations for the government should be biennially re- 
viewed and provided in strict harmony with the revenues. 
These continuing appropriations are the protecting nests for 
all sinecures. The prompt passage of the appropriation bill 
which has been so carefully prepared with as few amendments 
and alterations as possible is urgently requested. It would be 
exceedingly well if it were passed before your minds become 
engaged with other and distracting subjects, and before those 
having the usual designs on the treasury can be marshalled. 
Nothing is so important in my judgment as the early passage 
of the general appropriation bill, and let me respectfully 
recommend that it be considered as the first business of your 
session. This course was taken in the last Assembly with 
most satisfactory results. Experience has conclusively shown 
that the treasury is subjected to a heavy draft of useless 
and excessive apropriations whenever the bills are considered 
in the closing days of the Assembly. 

An expert will be provided from the Finance Department 
to sit with your committees at their pleasure for their con- 
venience and the explanation of all items in the budget. 


INSTITUTIONS 


Under the head of institutions you will find liberal amounts 
in the budget for buildings and improvements at the several 
institutional plants. These at first blush may surprise you. 
Investigation will relieve any doubts. We cannot shirk our 
moral and legal obligation for the proper care of our afflicted 
and unfortunate sufferers. Our hospitals for the insane and 
other institutions, excepting the new school for the Deaf and 
Dumb, have been erected for many years and their capacity 
is overtaxed to the limit. These have not been enlarged to 
accommodate the increasing population. Utmost efforts of 
the management in crowding present facilities have deferred 
plant expenditures to this time. Each of these institutions in 
my judgment, is being excellently handled and managed, but 
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the plain truth is that the reasonable capacity of the several 
plants is now being seriously strained to the discomfort of 
the inmates. Such condition will soon amount to their mis- 
treatment. Our people are unwilling for any economy to be 
pursued to that point. These institutions bespeak our hu- 
manity and they must be worthily and adequately equipped. 

Two years ago our state government was in rotten disorder. 
It had to be reworked from top to bottom. It was absolutely 
necessary to thoroughly overhaul it and to completely read- 
just its administrative processes. Everything had to await 
such reorganization and the direct economy was necessary 
at every point. Abuses deeply rooted in our system had to be 
extracted. The tax burden was lopsided. It had to be shifted 
and redistributed. This work has largely occupied the present 
biennium. 

Our finances are now in splendid order and our adminis- 
trative machinery is performing with the best success. We 
are now in position to turn our attention to the vital needs 
of the state. Those needs which are most pressing should 
engage our first attention. Foremost are the deficiencies in 
our charitable institutions, reformitories and schools. The 
humanity of the situation is compelling. The ambition is 
cherished to put our institutions during this administration 
on a well equipped basis and to fit them for efficient and en- 
during service. Our plans for doing so are sound and feas- 
ible. The magnificent sum of $772,000 is provided in the ap- 
propriation bill for institutional improvements. ‘T'he state 
has never in the past expended any sum approaching this 
amount without the issuance of interest bearing bonds, run- 
ning long terms and heavily increasing the tax aggregate. 
This administration is uncompromisingly opposed to all 
bonds. It can be truly said that all the burglars in the land 
have never stolen as much money as has been wasted in this 
country through improvident bonds. Thus, our posterity has 
been sold into financial servitude. Our heart is thoroughly 
set on these recommendations for our institutions and for our 
schools as will be hereafter mentioned, but our determination 
is equally fixed to obtain them without any bonds. The items 
included in the foregoing total are especially explained that 
you and the public may clearly understand them. ‘To enume-

rate the items, a warehouse at the workshops for the blind 
is included at the cost of $4,000. Our blind population are 
given employment in this shop in manufacturing brooms. — 
Stocks of this product accumulate in large quantity await- 
ing a seasonable market and this building is necessary for 
storage. It might be explained that a large loss had accumu- 
lated under the Blind Commission prior to this administration 
amounting to more than $50,000. This activity was trans- 
ferred under the reorganization bill to our Department of 
Institutions and this deficit, through the excellent judgment 
of the present Commissioner, has been reduced one-half and 
is being gradually liquidated. 

The sum of $125,000 is included for a single or congregate 
dining-room at the HKastern Hospital for the Insane. That 
institution is deplorably crowded and its congestion must be 
relieved. The proposed addition will relieve considerable space 
in the wards where the patients are now being fed and which 
will be converted into sleeping quarters. The members from 
Knox County are familiar with the SHA Kyat This expendi- 
ture is absolutely imperative. 

A like condition exists at the yates Hospital for the 
Insane, situated at Bolivar and $125,000 is included for the 
same improvement at that institution. It is absolutely neces- 
sary too. The members from Hardeman County are familiar 
with that situation and will verify the need. 

The sum of $25,000 is included to complete the tubercular 
wing and for additional quarters at the Central Hospital. 
The management of that institution has accumulated a splen- 
did balance and with some justice are urging a larger appro- 
priation for improvements there, but such can be postponed 
without serious inconvenience and are accordingly deferred. 

The original appropriation provided by the Legislature of 
1921, for the new plant for the Deaf and Dumb School at 
Knoxville was insufficient to fully complete the buildings 
and the sum of $50,000 is included for another dormitory and 
some minor improvements there. 

You should see that institution. The buildings recently 
constructed on a new and beautiful location are handsome in 
design, modern in appointments and perfectly suited for their 
purposes. This school is among the best of its kind in the 
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whole country, both in its work and equipment. It would 
be cause for genuine pride and delight if our other institu- 
tions were equally equipped with such new facilities. 

The sum of $100,000 is included for another dormitory at 
the Training and Agricultural School for Boys. This is a 
penal institution. Youths under 18 years of age are commit- 
ted to this school for reformation by the Criminal Courts, 
and they must be received when presented. The state has no 
option in the matter. The number has increased until addi- 
tional sleeping quarters must be provided. This expenditure 
cannot be avoided. By all means, during your attendance 
on this Assembly, you should at this institution as you 
would be gratified to know the instruction which these boys 
are receiving in mechanics and manual arts. 

The sum of $25,000 is included for building a road to the 
Herbert Domain from the railroad, for the transportation 
of suplies to the negro reformatory located there. The pres- 
ent road is impassable in seasons. This amount with a loan 
of tools and some other aid from the Highway Department, 
using the labor of the inmates, will enable this road, which has 
long been needed, to be built without more cost to the state. 
The sum of $125,000 is included for new dormitories at the 
Industrial School. It is by no means enough. This school 
is doing a splendid work. It is molding boys and girls whose 
futures were blank and hopeless, into useful men and women. 
It is saving them to useful citizenship from lives of crime 
and dependancy. Thus, human values are being poclaanee 
This institution is doing a far reaching service of greui i. 
Its present plant is distressingly dence and as rape 
as possible should be replaced with different and suitable 
buildings. These children are now housed in an old build- 
ing in great number and the fire hazard, to say the least, is 
exceedingly disquieting. The welfare of this school and its 
adequate equipment for future usefulness is very near to my 
heart. 

An item of $45,000 is included for an additional dormitory 
at the Girls Vocational Schools, which, as you know, is now 
situated at Tullahoma. This is another penal institution which 
is obliged to receive the girls being committed there through 
the Criminal and Juvenile courts. Its location is several 


Soa) se: 


miles in the country and the road in winter seasons is nearly 
impassable and so $7,400 is included for reconstruction of 
this road. Women interested in social work fostered this 
institution and have contributed valuable aid and oversight 
in connection with it. They are familiar with its work being 
done in reclaiming delinquent girls and they have urged these 
funds with considerable vigor. 

The sum of $125,000 is included for two new dormitories at 
the Institution for Feeble Minded Persons. The Legislature 
of 1921 provided the first appropriation for building this 
institution which was not completed and opened for inmates 
until 1923, and yet, it is already overcrowded. Many coun- 
ties have exhausted their quota and these unfortunates are 
still seattered in considerable number over the state, and the 
present capacity of the existing plant is wholly inadequate. 
These unfortunates are the most pitiful and apealing in their 
dependency and affliction of all who inhabit the state’s insti- 
tutions. It would tear your heart to see them and we should 
~ not withhold any provision which migh brighten their shadows 
with a single ray of light. This money is demanded by the 
common dictates of humanity. 

The sum of $10,000 is included for additional wing to the 
woman’s building in the Main Prison in order that the white 
and negro women may be segregated. 

Some minor improvements at the new Vocational School 
for Negro Girls requiring $2,500 and $3,000 for some altera- 
tions at the Blind School are also included. 

These items, so explained, comprise the large sum included 
in the appropriation bill for improvements and additions 
under the head of the Department of Institutions. It is 
more than has ever been asked in any biennium for such 
purposes but this money is absolutely demanded, if this state 
shall respond to its manifest duty in the care and treatment 
of its unfortunates. We can know that we have taken a long 
step forward and performed our responsibility in simple 
honor and good conscience when these additions and improve- 
ments have been realized. It is highly important to make 
these expenditures while the present Commissioner is in 
charge of our institutions, because of his familiarity with their 
needs and while he can contract and oversee the construction 


pag ps as 


of these buildings, since his wide experience and excellent 
judgment will certainly secure full value for the expenditures. 
These recommendations can be accomplished without the ne- 
cessity of any bonds and should be undertaken and prosecuted 
in this determination without delay. 


STATE UNIVERSITY 


This administration has consistently promoted the state 
university because of its profound importance in our social 
and educational scheme. It is ignorance to decry the value of 
this institution. It is preeminent among the agencies making 
for a higher citizenship and civilization in this state. Well 
equipped leadership in science and technology are indispens- 
able to our full development. We have been continually im- 
porting such talent. It should be discontinued because it 
should be unnecessary. Our native wit is nowhere surpassed. 
Its’ sole need is to be educated and when educated, it will 
awaken our slumbering wealth into humming industry and 
active values. Our children are entitled to the best education 
in all lines of science. Our university is performing a ser- 
vice distinct and exclusive in our educational system. It is 
remaking our agriculture. Whoever may question this state- 
ment, it remains a fact. The benefits rendered our framers 
from scientific research and exploration, will never be fully 
known. They cannot be told in terms of money. Unbiased 
Investigation will satisfy any tax payer that the university 
is the best investment of tax money. All doubts will dis- 
solve before the facts. 

Our diversity of minerals and soil products open an un- 
limited field of usefullness to this institution. Other states 
liberally suport their state universities, having seen and 
realized their peculiar value. We have done less than most 
states for our state university. Almost nothing had been 
done to equip this school for its purpose until the bond issue 
of a million dollars and the half mill levy in 1917. Since that 
aid, it has progressed with amazing progress. The attend- 
ance has increased more than two hundred per cent. 

The enrollment is now between 1600 and 1700 students. 
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The summer school enrollment is some 1200 more. The pres- 
ent plant is wholly inadequate. 

The state has invested all told, less than a million and a 
half dollars in its grounds and equipment, while more than 
two million dollars have been contributed from other sources. 
All of it is the property of the state. The professional bran- 
ches of this:school being conducted at Memphis are the most 
promising of any southern institution. There, physicians, 
dentists and pharmacists are being graduated. 

The shortage of doctors in our rural sections is alarming. 
This condition menaces the health and safety of numerous 
communities. Thirty-eight counties in Tennessee are short 
their proper quota of doctors. In many counties not a single 
doctor is residing in the rural precincts. The whole number 
of physicians in this state has been steadily declining since 
1918, and we now have about the same number we had in 
1906. This statement also holds true as to dentists. 

There are ten counties without a single dentist and 16 coun- 
ties with one dentist each. How shall we remedy these con- 
ditions? It will not solve the problem to lower the medical 
standards. That idea is a fallacy. It might be interesting 
on this phase to quote a recent statement from Dr. O. W. 
Hyman, who has studied this question. He is administrative 
officer of the professional schools of the university and these 
are his views: | 

‘‘In order to maintain the present ratio of physicians to 
population and indeed improve it slowly, it is only necessary 
to increase the facilities of the college of medicine of the 
University of Tennessee to the point where one hundred 
students may be graduated annually instead of the fifty now 
graduated. It is not necessary to lower the entrance require- 
ment or to alter the curriculum of the College of Medicine. 
The fact that each year there are many more (225 in 1924) 
applicants for admission to the college than can be accepted, 
indicate that there are enough applicants if they could be ac- 
cepted and prepared to practice. Furthermore, for the year 
1925-26, there will be more applicants for matriculation from 
the State of Tennessee alone than can be taught with the pres- 
ent equipment. It must be borne in mind also that should 
the present entrance requirement of the college be lowered, 
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its graduates would be eligible to practice in only three or 
four states. As a result, while a considerable number of ap- 
plicants without credit for the present entrance requirements 
might be enrolled, practically the entire present list of appli- 
cants would refuse to attend the college and it is highly a 
question that a larger number of physicians would be avail- 
able for the state.’’ 

Therefore, it seems that the best course to overcome this 
absence and need of country doctors, is to gradually solve the 
whole problem of rural life. We are making it possible for 
the country boy to qualify himself for the practice of medi- 
cine at a minimum expense through the university, provided, 
he will return to the country and practice his profession there 
for a reasonable peroid.' Create more doctors and some of 
them will gravitate to the country. This situation is stressed 
to emphasize the importance of fostering these professional 
branches of the university. 

It is pleasing, while on this subject, to remark that the 
present board of University Trustees is composed of splendid 
and out-standing men who are thoroughly imbued with a 
spirit of ferver and devotion to this school. They are lead- 
ers in their communities who have successfully developed 
their own affairs. No set of men were ever interested more 
intensely in any trust and they are rendering able and mi- 
nute attention to the university’s interests. More than that, 
they are making of the institution a huge success. It has been 
a real pleasure to be associated with these public spirited 
and patriotic trustees. It is proper to here record this ap- 
preciation of their valuable services to the State. 

Since the last Legislature. an emergency confronted these 
Trustees. The professional schools are located across the 
street from the Memphis General Hospital and adjacent to 
the large Baptist Hospital. Around the school was a block 
of vacant ground. The city opened a wide boulevard along 
this ground considerably enhancing its value. The property 
was about to be lost to the State. It was certain to be soon 
acquired by privaie investors. It was absolutely necessary 
for the State to own it if our plant was to be properly en- 
larged. We could not delay in the matter. 
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Therefore, we bought this property. It cost $315,000. In 
a few years, its value will be many times its cost. It should 
be here said that our medical school has exclusive control 
of all clinics in the General Hospital under a contract with 
the City of Memphis. Those privileges are invaluable to 
the school. They could not be supplied through any invest- 
ment of money. The whole South can be surveyed and no- 
where would be found a location more desirable for a medi- 
eal school. Present buildings on this property so purchased 
for the State until removed for plant extensions, will yield 
an interest on the entire cost. Tne Governor took the respon- 
sibility of pledging legislative approval of this purchase and 
uo mistake was made, indeed, it would have been folly not 
to have bought this property . Unless we are going to have 
a real medical college in connection with our University, it 
were best to abandon the project entirely. That we could 
not do; hence, the right course is to equip the school for its 
proper development. Your members from Shelby County 
will vouch for the valve of this property. 


Your attention is now directed to the present needs of the 
State University. New buildings for the academic and agri- 
cultural departments at Knoxville are absolutely necessary. 


Indeed, the need is so pressing that the Trustees from ac- 
cumulated receipts financed the construction of a new dormi-. 
tory and cafeteria during this year at a cost of some $150,000 
and added a third story to the pathological building, costing 
some $30,000. Other necessary improvements at an expense 
of $94,000 were also provided to be financed from future reve- 
nues. We have earnestly considered with the Trustees the 
immediate and indispensable needs of the University. It is 
useless to evade the matter or be half-hearted about it. If 
we are going to have a State university in keeping with its 
dignity and needs and equipped for its intended service, we 
had as well face the situation and provide the money. 


Tn this view of the matter it has been determined to submit 
these recommendations for your approval. That $315,000 be 
appropriated to pay for the Memphis property and $250,000 
for erection of the first unit of a new medical building thereon. 


While this building will, in fact, cost $350,000, the Memphis 
trustees have generously agreed to provide $100,000 from 
private sources. 

First units of a home economics building, a physics and 
geology building and an engineering building at Knoxville 
are indispensably needed, unless, the expanding needs of the 
University are to be wholly ignored. It is reliably estimated 
that these will cost $461,700. Hence, the total which is asked 
for the university is $1,026,700. 

This is a great sum of money. Its expenditure has not 
been lightly considered. Every phase has been carefully 
weighed and its appropriation is recommended after full 
deliberation. We cannot arrest the progress of the State, 
nor should we do so. We are today in the forefront of 
Southern states. That position we must hold. Our civiliza- 
tion is ever widening. Therefore, our government is constant- 
ly enlarging. We must grow or we must stagnate. There is 
nothing for us except to face the situation and to accept it. 
More than that, we confront a great opportunity and should 
embrace it with delight. We propose to provide this sum 
without a bond issue. | 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Our school system is a quadrangle. It is made up of the 
university, normal schools, high schools and the elementary 
schools. However, the elementary schools are the keystone 
to the whole structure. We must agree that splendid progress 
in the development of our school system has been achieved in 
recent years. Substantial development is observable in all 
branches. Our university has been discussed. High schools 
have sprung up throughout the State which are the pride 
of their communities. Our normal schools are prospering and 
their work is steadily improving. Our elementary schools 
are the weak spot in our system. That fact is easy to under- 
stand. They are the most numerous of our schools and they 
operate under a miscellany of administration. The major 
share of our school funds are now going to these elementary 
schools and still they are lagging behind in their improve: 
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ment. That condition has been recognized by everybody and 
both political parties. We were chosen under a_ distinct 
pledge to improve our elementary schools and to extend their 
school terms. That obligation must be redeemed. It bears 
with compelling force on your conscience and mine. Your 
attention is seriously invited to this problem. 

We must remember that other states have experienced this 
situation and have set about its improvement. Some states 
are more progressive and aggressive than others. These have 
discovered the trouble in rural education and are correcting 
it at the source. They have found that the teacher makes 
the school so they are paying salaries which attract better 
teachers. These states are drawing their talent from Ten- 
nessee and elsewhere. Also, they have learned the adminis 


trative waste in school administration. This they have cor- 


rected through a school management disconnected from coun- 
ty politics and small graft. 

Nothing is so necessary, nor so lacking as competent man- 
agement Ha spending the school money. This State is an- 
nually passing two and one-half million dollars or more to the 
several counties for their elementary schools, retaining no 
supervision or control over its expenditure. <A great deal 
of this money is being wasted. This statement admits of no 
deubt, nor will be questioned by any one familiar with the 
facts. Much of this money is missing any educational results. 
It is being largely squandered for lack of competent organi- 
zation and good judgment in its expenditure and small spec- 
ulations are by no means infrequent. Therefore, we need to 
eorrect these troubles at the base. 

Our school system must be reorganized in the interest of 
economy and efficiency. All politics and favoritism must be 
eliminated. The State must retain such authority and control 
over the funds being distributed to the counties as to compel 
good administration, and to eliminate the petty waste from 
local favoritism. For example, we have found that in most 
counties the State through its agencies can use the automo- 
bile fund and get far better results than the county agencies 
do. Local politics and the gratification of petty influences 
greatly hinder good county administration. There is no sug- 
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gestion that the State shall take charge of the county school 
fund; that would not do at all, but the State should have such 
participation as to insure economy and efficient use of the 
funds. 

At last report the enrollment in the county elementary 
sheools was 457,099 and the number of teachers was 10,637. 

The enrollment in the city elementary schools was 153,493 
and the number of teachers was 3,236. 

It is interesting to note the disparity in compensation be- 
tween the city and the rural teachers. The average salary 
being paid teachers in our rural elementary schools is $460.13 
and the average salary being paid the teachers in the city 
schools is $917.80. 

The average cost per pupil in the rural school is $13.91 and 
in the city elementary schools is $31.94. There should be 
some standard of compensation to teachers based on their 
experience and qualification. It is easy to see that our rural 
teachers are underpaid, else, their quality is very inferior. 
To further illustrate the situation, it is shown in the school 
statistics that only five per cent of our teachers in rural 
schools hold professional certificates. These are the highest 
class of teaching certificates. In the city schools 21 per cent 
of the teachers have these certificates. First grade certifi- 
eates are the next highest and of these 31 per cent are held by 
rural teachers and 47 per cent by the teachers in our city 
schools. 

Second grade certificates attest the low proficiency of 38 
ver cent of the rural teachers and only 25 per cent of the city 
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Thirty-five of each one hundred teachers in our rural! 
schools are lower in their schooling than high school grad- 
uates. While only seven in the city schools to the hundred 
are less than high school graduates. It is shocking to learn 
that 18 per cent of the rural teachers during our last session 
had no previous experience in teaching. The average term 
of the country school is six and one-half months, that of the 
eity schools is nine months. Is it strange, or do you wonder 
that parents are gravitating to the cities to educate their 
children? 
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Everywhere the elementary school is the fountain of pop- 
ular education. Indeed, it is the corner-stone of our whole 
educational structure. Rural education lies at the base of 
our social problem. It is fundamentally necessary that the 
producing class in the country shall be happy and prosperous. 
The vital factors in rural life are health, education, agricul- 
ture and highways. All phases of these factors must be con- 
sidered and so adjusted as to invite continued living in the 
country. Our civilization must reconcile these disturbing fac- 
tors. What shal! we do with this question of rural schools? 
Shall we put it aside as incapable of solution, or shall we ac- 
cept our responsibility and attempt its solution? 

It is a fundamental issue demanding sober and intelligent 
thought. It cannot be solved at once. We have not the means 
but we can devise a policy which in good time will mend the 
trouble. Present funds going to the rural schools are largely 
inadequate to pay a fair salary to the teachers and sufficient 
to obtain the best talent, and these are entirely inadequate 
to provide a uniform term of eight months. 

We know that rural schools intimately involve county taxes 
and that aspect must be considered. 

We find that thirteen counties in the State, now levy a 
school tax of more than eighty cents on the $100 of property. 
Twelve levy fifty cents and fifty levy between forty and fifty 
cents. Kleven counties now levy between thirty and forty 
cents and eighty levy less than thirty cents. The rich counties 
ean take care of themselves.and are doing so. They have 
the taxable property to provide the school funds without 
making taxes too burdensome. These counties do not enter 
into our situation but other counties are wholly agricultural, 
sparsely settled and have a small area, and these counties 
are simply unable to raise the revenues to pay good teachers 
in the elementary schools and to extend the school term to 
eight months. These are the counties which are causing our 
eoncern and fostering illiteracy. We will agree that it is 
unwise and inpolitic and that means are lacking for the State 
to enter upon a policy of indiscriminate subsidy. Our con- 
elusion after much consideration of this subject, is that you 
should ascertain what school tax is fair and equitable for 
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the counties to levy and then a fund should be provided by 
the State to supplement the county revenues where insuf- 
ficient to provide standard teachers and an eight months term. 

Running through my mind is fifty cents per hundred as 
a basic school tax. It seems unwise to impose for the present, 
any mandatory requirements in this matter but public senti- 
ment when the funds become available will soon compel the 
counties to provide the county levy. An annual fund of $500,- 
000 for the next biennium in my judgment, after a careful 
survey of our situation, will suffice to meet all counties that 
would probably avail the law. 

As a result of our investigation, we are causing to be pre- 
pared a general school law revising present statutes and 
making the necessary changes, and providing this aid to our 
rural schools and which, in my judgment, will tolerably in- 
sure a comprehensive and modern system of public education 
in our State and bring the rural schools to a higher service 
and efficiency. The thought of the General Assembly should 
be concentrated and agreed on this bill before being intro- 
duced, cwing to its complicated and technical details. Hence, 
this bill will be submitted to the consideration of your educa- 
tional committees for their examination when they have been 
appointed. You would do well to select these committees with 
special regard to their interest in educational matters and 
their familiarity with the subject, and they should not be too 
large for working purposes. You will do me the honor to 
understand that this suggestion is submitted in all respect. 

This problem of rural education has given acute concern 
and all of us, irrespective of politics, are committed to an 
improvement of the rural schools and the people are confi- 
dently expecting some far reaching and decisive action from 
this General Assembly in this most important matter. 

Our self-respect as a people; the good opinion of the world; 
justice to our children; regard for posterity and the common 
dictates of self-interest combine in demanding the utmost 
elimination of illiteracy. Whether living in town or country, 
our children must have a fair and adequate opportunity in 
the race of life. 
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PARKS AND FORESTS 


We should forthwith establish a system of State parks 
and forests. Other states in the north and west have done 
so with decided benefit and pleasure to their people. These 
are designed to preserve the country with its trees and flow- 
ers in natural state. There, nature can be seen and studied 
in her original charm and beauty. They are used as pre- 
serves for game and all wild life. They furnish recreational 
places for the enjoyment of the people. They invite travel 
to the state and visitation from strangers. They are valuable 
adjunets to state development and are universally included 
in any program of weil rounded development. 

Tennessee in her topography is peculiarly grand and beau- 
tiful. Few states have historical things of such value and 
interest. Her mountain scenery so massive and grand, her 
table-lands and plateaus, her valleys and undulating hills, 
her Reelfoot Lake, her battlefields and historic sites, when 
connected with good highways and interspersed with parks 
and forests will attract visitors by the millions to this State. 
These will leave their wealth as they come and go, and many 
will remain to make their homes among us. 

Reelfoot Lake in West Tennessee, is a great natural asset. 
Nature has there provided a wild spot in the heart of civili- 
zation—the like of which is not to be found in a thousand 
miles. It is ideally adapted to a fish hatchery and game 
preserve. It should be perpetuated for the pleasure and 
recreation of the people through all time. As it is, the timber 
about the Lake is being removed and the loose soil is grad- 
ually filling it. The waters of this Lake and the fish in it be- 
long to the State; yet, it is being ruthlessly commercialized 
Riparian owners are persistently encroaching. The State 
now owns the lake to its ordinary low water mark. That is 
a vague and uncertain boundary. As it is, whenever the 
spring rains are heavy, we have a situation there which 
threatens civil war. 


There is no proper course except for the State to acquire 
a sufficient area surrounding this lake and end all agitation 
with its absolute ownership. Nobody with private interest 
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and nothing but the public interests should be heard in this 
matter. Therefore, it is urgently recommended that you 
empower the Governor to appoint a commission vested with 
the power of eminent domain and authorized to acquire a fixed 
area about this lake by purchase and condemnation, and di- 
recting it to establish such rules and regulations for the lake’s 
control as will insure its preservation and enjoyment to the 
peovle for all time and so to be held in trust for them as the 
absolute and unqualified property of the State. 

We have in our eastern section a mountain mass unequaled 
in America, probably in the world, for sublime and inspiring 
erandeur. You may stand on those mountain tops and your 
soul will swell in exultation. Nowhere is to be found a picture 
so beautiful in blending sky, mountain and valley. These 
mountains are being largely denuded of their timber. Soon 
they will become ragged and bare and be abandoned to for- 
est fires. Have you thought what this country will do for 
timber in coming years? We have been robbing posterity 
with a frightful abandon. Surely, we should make some pro- 
vision for the future. The nation and the states must do that, 
else, we fail in our trust. 


Tt is our direct responsibility. Our children and their 
posterity are entitled to some consideration. My conviction 
is unqualified that we should avail the present opportunity 
for the establishment of a State park and the beginning of a 
comprehensive reforestration in the Smoky Mountains. Soon,. 
we will be building our connecting highways with North Car- 
olina. One or more of these should traverse any area we 
might dedicate to park and reforestration. 


My effort has been to find some means or system for such 
undertaking without imposing a great outlay on the State. 
Recently, we sought and obtained an option on an area of 
some 80,000 acres, mostly cutover land, in the heart of the 
Smoky Mountains, bordering on North Carolina, which is: 
admirably adapted to the purposes in mind. Extending some 
40 miles into the mountains from this tract is a railroad lack- 
ing a few miles of reaching the State line, affording an ex- 
cellent grade for a modern highway and which can be so 
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utilized with a great saving. The rails and ties are soon to 
be removed by the owners. The soil of this area is well adapt- 
ed to quick reforestration. The second growth of timber is © 
now five, ten and fifteen years old on some portions of this 
land. The owners understood that the State could expend no 
considerable cash on such project. It was explained that the 
investment was inadvisable unless undertaken in such man- 
ner as to bear with no appreciable weight on the tax payers 
and that the purchase price had to be nominal. 

It resulted that an option was taken on this property for 
your consideration, permitting its purchase in twenty pay- 
ments without any interest. This option will soon expire. 
Nothing in this matter can, or should be done without investi- 
gation and approval on your part. Many details were not 
undertaken to be covered in this option. 

My recommendation is that you promptly appoint from 
your two bodies a select committee of five in conjunction 
with the Governor, Commissioner of Highways, State Geolo- 
eist and Forester to forthwith inspect and examine this prop- 
erty and submit a detailed report with recommendations re- 
garding its purchase to your honorable bodies. 

LAND TAX 


All real property in.this State has been bearing an un- 
justifiable share of the tax burden. That fact is known to all 
and so agreed by those who are fair minded and just. This 
statement is particularly applicable to farm land. We know 
that agriculture has been unreasonably handicapped and pe- 
nalized in this period of deflation, through which the country 
has been passing. Farm products have not maintained the 
selling level of other commodities. Sometime the business 
interests of this country may understand their obligation to 
the farming industry, constituting as it does, the frame work 
of our social and industrial structure and perhaps the Con- 
gress may also recognize its responsibility. As yet, both are 
blind to the fatal consequences of the policy which protects 
rates and values in other lines of industry and leaves him 
who produces the food and clothing of our country to the 
blind mercy of chance and fate. 
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T'wo years ago we reduced the land tax. The tax rate was 
lowered from 36 to 30 cents. The property tax in consequence 
dropped a million dollars and more in this State. Many 
counties without being candid in their act, immediately in- 
creased the county tax to absorb this reduction. 

All who are informed know that the heavy burden on land is 
the county tax. This action on the part of the counties was 
regrettable and something should be done to improve county 
government, but the State is powerless under our present 
system and law in any wise to control county taxes. 

The people themselves must correct that situation. Coun- 
ty government is the weak spot in our system. We have seen 
that too well in our various audits of the automobile funds 
as these are being expended in the various counties. The 
waste and extravagance are shocking. The trouble with 
county government is that too many must be consulted and 


small politics and human weaknesses creep in to take their 
toll. 


Nevertheless, we must do what we can to reduce the tax 
burden on land regardless of the counties. We cannot pre- 
vent them from increasing their rates and they will probably 
do so in any event. Whatever reduction we may provide is 
so much saved to the tax payers. It is as much our duty to 
equalize the tax burden as to provide for our institutions and 
other activities of the State government. It is unfortunate 
that we are so cramped by our Constitution in the enactment 
of a modern and equitable tax system. We have searched 
it from beginning to end for more authority. You would do 
well to prepare and submit to the next General Assembly a 
well drawn amendment permitting the assessment of person- 
alty and franchises in an equitable manner and on a basis of 
combined value and income. This enactment would permit 
our revenue system to be justly andsintelligently revised. Our 
agricultural class would unanimously favor such amendment 
if it were properly explained to them and our industrial 
classes would welcome it. 

At present, in our efforts to equalize the tax burden, we 
ean do no more than reduce the State tax rate and exhaust 
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available sources under the Constitution for further revenues. 


We have promised another reduction on the land tax. It 
was largely on this pledge that power in our hands was con- — 
tinued. Such pledges constitute solemn contracts with the 
people which we cannot shirk without cowardice and dishonor. 
The difficulty is foreseen of providing the necessary funds 
for the institutional and educational purposes hereinbefore 
recited and making at the same time any considerable reduc- 
tion in the tax rate, but equity teaches that we must be just 
before we are generous, and simple justice distinctly requires 
a further reduction in our tax rate. It cannot be known what 
the next tax rate should be until you have enacted the appro- 
priations, but we profoundly urge that the use of such econ- 
omy and discrimination that you may enact for the ensuing 
biennium, a State rate of 25 per cent on the hundred dollars 
of assessment. This would be another reduction of 16 2-3 per 
cent and in strict performance of our outstanding pledge to 
the people. 

The tax payer should understand to what authority his 
taxes are paid and how the revenues are being used. There- 
fore, it is respectfully urged that the County Trustees be re- 
quired to issue separate receipts for State and county taxes 
and that the specific levies and the various purposes for 
which levied, be expressed in the receipts, or a single receipt 
might be issued with a separation of the amounts. But the 
tax payer should have this information that he may fix re- 
sponsibility for his taxes. 

You are reminded that our last reduction in the tax rate 
enured to the benefit of the railroads; indeed, these were 
saved in State tax considerably more than they paid in excise 
tax. The next reduction will result in a heavily decreased tax 
bil! against the railroads for the coming biennium. 

We are anxious that the railroads shall be fairly treated 
and that full consideration be accorded them. They are large 
tax payers and perform an indispensible service. ‘Least of 
all should they be subjected to any demagogueism, but they 
do not need this tax relief. They can and do pass their taxes 
to the public in their traffic rates. The utilities do likewise. 
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This tax reduction was, and is, intended for the land owners 
and the home owners. These cannot pass the burden to 
anybody. To meet this situation it would be perfectly faiz 
and just for you to impose a small privilege tax on the rail- 
roads sufficient to cover this revenue as their rates to the 
public have not been reduced and will not be on account of 
this tax reduction. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


A vacancy recently occurred in the head of our Depart- 
ment of Health. A trained specialist in health science was 
thereupon appointed to direct our health service. His ap- 
pointment was vigorously urged by those familiar with our 
needs. Commissioner Bishop has impressed me as being re- 
markably earnest and practical in his plans and it is believed 
that health conditions in our State, under his direction, will 
show a rapid and substantial improvement. Our appropria- 
tions for health work have heretofore been grossly inade- 
quate. Such funds in the amounts and for the purposes which 
he recommended are included in the general appropriation 
bill which has been prepared for your consideration and which 
it is earnestly hoped you will speedily enact with as few 
changes as possible. 


WHERE IS THE MONEY? 


You have seen that appropriations are suggested to the 
various institutions for plant improvements and additions 
to the amount of $772,000. 

That the appropriations recommended for the University 
are $1,026,700. 

These are permanent investments and are not annual ap- 
propriations. 

An annual appropriation of $500,000 for standardizing the 
rural schools and an extension of term to eight months is 
recommended. | 

Increased appropriations for geological exploration and 
survey of water power, health service, parks and reforestra- 
tion and other things will require another $200,000 at least. 

Therefore, the whole amount is excess of previous dis- 


bursements, recommended in this message for the next bien- 
nium, is the tremendous sum of $2,500,000. 

No doubt this recommendation will shock some people. They 
have not studied these needs and are not charged with the 
immediate responsibility of providing them. Each item has 
been elaborately considered and the whole amount must be 
provided, either now or hereafter and we are wasting time 
and shirking our responsibility, to be less than candid with 
the people. 

It is a large undertaking to provide these funds without 
a bond issue. Nothing approaching it has heretofore been 
done or attempted in this State. It will be no mean result 
if we can accomplish it and to a certainty the benefits will 
flow with increasing volume through the distant years. Suf- 
fering humanity will have been distinctly relieved and the 
eause of education will have been profoundly advanced. We 
will attain a new prestige among the states and a new status 
in our own respect. However you may feel about them, my 
whole heart is set on these things.’ Here lies my ambition. 
This extra budget will be spread over two years. Therefore, 
the annual amount of $1,250,000 must be provided. You are 
entitled to know my plans for this financing as are our tax 
pavers. ‘T'hey are these: 

Recent history is briefly repeated. 

January Ist, 1923, before this administration assumed con- 
trol, the current deficit as hereinbefore shown you was a little 
less than $3,000,000. 

During 1923, an extra million dollars was paid on the State 
debt and this Hafeit was reduced to $418,276.16. This amount 
was the deficit on January Ist, 1924. 

- By January 1st, 1925, we had liquidated the deficit in its 
entirety and had on hand a surplus of $761,570.89. 

Therefore, we should be able by a strict business and rigid 
economy to produce a further surplus during 1925 of $1,- 
900.000. 

We have prepared a bill approved by the Attorney-General 
as to its validity, imposing a moderate sales tax on all manu- 
factured tobaccos sold in this State which we estimate will 
produce a new revenue of $750,000 per year. 
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The present surplus combined with this revenue will pro- 
vide the necessary funds for the first year of the biennium. 

We are hoping to accumulate such surplus during this year 
which combined with the increased revenues from the bien- 
nial assessments to be made in 1925, which undoubtedly will 
show much new property and from suggested amendments to 
the revenue bill reeommended for your enactment to cover the 
disbursements in the second year of the biennium, in spite 
of the tax reduction. : 

We believe from mature consideration that these plans 
can be executed and that these splendid improvements and 
additions to our institutional and school plants and the sup- 
plemental aid to our rural schools can thus be provided and 
accomplished without issuance of any interest bearing debt. 

All depends on our ability to compel absolute and rigid 
economy in the next two years and on your action in refusing 
other appropriations. 

Working together in the execution of these plans, we can 
realize this program and establish a new record for construe- 
tive progress in our State. The goalis worth our while. 

This sales tax should not be continued as a permanent fea- 
ture in our revenue system. ‘'he ordinary revenues will be 
sufficient after these capital investments have been executed. 

You should not, in my judgment, re-enact any general reve- 
nue bill. To do so will open the whole subject of privilege 
taxes and invite a general assault from all directions. All 
revenue laws should be stable and permanent so far as prac- 
ticable. They must be constantly construed and are difficult 
to be understood by the collecting officers, and so should 
be infrequently changed. 

We have prepared those amendments which are needed in. 
our iudement, to the prevailing revenue laws. 

Will you permit me to emphasize the great importance of 
enacting these amendments without delay. These with the 
general appropriation bill should reach the Governor within 
the next week. 

The tax rate of 30 cents should remain in effect until the 
next land taxes become payable. Such will enable the collec- 
tion of merchants’ privileges on the present rate until Decem- 
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ber 1st, next. If you will examine the Comptroller’s reports 
you will be shocked by the insignificant amount being paid 
by the merchants in privilege taxes. It is a trivial sum in > 
comparison to what other property is paying. They are near- 
ly escaping all taxation under the present assessments in 
which their stocks are grossly minimized. 

You should promptly restore the privilege tax formerly 
prevailing on telephone companies. Until the last Legisla- 
ture, they paid on a box basis. They have since paid on a 
mileage basis. The effect of such amendment was a great in- 
justice to the smaller companies serving the rural districts, 
having an extensive mileage and a limited patronage while 
it relieved the larger companies of a large sum in taxes. 

A distinct hardship has resulted in this matter and it should 
be corrected immediately. 

It is brought to your attention in this specific manner that 
prompt action may result. 

A considerable sum is being annually covered into the treas- 
ury from the inspection of Kerosene and gasoline. These 
receipts are now threatened in the courts. It is alleged that 
the present law is no longer an exercise of the State’s police 
power, but has become a revenue measure. We cannot per- 
mit our present system to be overturned and we have pre- 
pared a bill relieving all questions in this matter and saving 
the receipts. It should be quickly enacted to forestall impend- 
ing litigation. Coupled with the appropriations which are 
hereinbefore discussed in such detail should be the restriction 
that the expenditures shall not be made, nor the building con- 
tracts be let without the approval of the Governor which will 
vermit his refusal in event the funds might not be available. 

Other recommendations in the matter of revenues and on 
other subjects will be submitted for your consideration dur- 
ing the progress of your session. 

This sales tax is now being levied in a number of states and 
it is well justified in our circumstances. It must be remem- 
bered that it is not a compulsory tax, but is voluntarily paid 
when paid at all.

HIGHWAYS 


‘The Commissioner of Highways and Public Works has sub- 
mitted to you a comprehensive report. It should be analyzed 
with care and interest. You will obtain from it authoritative 
information on the State and progress of our highway system. 
This department has made remarkable strides since taking 
eontrol in February of 1928. Order has been substituted for 
disorder. ‘The department is now functioning with splendid 
efficiency. The people throughout the State are gratified 
and well pleased. Of course, there are critics. These are 
ever present and in no human sphere of activity, so much as 
in road building. Some of these critics will appear during 
your session. Practicaily aJl of them have grievances. They 
wanted some particular location of a road and were disap- 
pointed, or they now want some location which is being with- 
held. Jt is sad to relate the selfishness always appearing 
- in the location of these highways. There is no course except 
to find the best location from an engineering standpoint and 
then locate the roads with due regard to traffic conditions. 
None will doubt the integrity of the present Commissioner 
and his absolute impartiality. It would be remarkable if he 
did not make some mistakes. It is my deliberate judgment 
that no body could perform his task any better. He has 
made a remarkable record in two years and his work is sub- 
ject to no fair criticism. On the other hand, he is entitled 
to the thanks and appreciation of the people. He should 
be exempt from the shafts of blind malice. Our State sys- 
tem is now more than one-third completed or under contract. 
The next two years will witness the completion of all main 
and arterial highways. These will accommodate 90 per cent 
of our through travel and 75 per cent at least of the local 
travel using the State system. Not a single dollar has been 
borrowed. Other states have incurred gigantic debts in build- 
ing their roads. Interest will consume their revenues for 
many generations, while ours are being used to extend our 
State svstem and aid our interior roads. 

All talk about the State system not being completed during 
our lives or our children’s, is pure drivel. We challenge a 
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comparison with other states. What our department has ac- 
complished in two years is little short of a marvel. The way _ 
is clear for the completion of this system in a few years. The 
gasoline tax should be raised to 3 cents. All revenues from 
gasoline and automobile registrations should go to the State 
highway system for construction or maintenance until the 
State system is completed. This has always been my judg- 
ment in this matter. And in the long run the counties will 
profit from this policy. Authority should be vested in the 
Governor and Highway Commissioner to supplement these 
funds sufficiently to insure a continuous and expeditious con- 
struction with loans. 


It will be necessary to borrow very little, if any money. 
You can depend that the present Governor sill borrow none 
if it can be avoided. 


There is no doubt in my mind that the counties would fare 
better to let their share of the automobile funds which they 
are now receiving. be used by the State in building or main- 
taining that mileage of the State system within the counties 
than for it to be used miscellaneously over the counties as is 
now being done. 

It will be a great mistake to enact any local bill laying ad- 
ditional taxes on gasoline or automobiles for county purposes. 
That field of taxation should be reserved for the State ex- 
clusively. It is highly desirable to abandon the present sys- 
tem of county aid as soon as possible. This matter has many 
confusing phases which will be fully discussed with your com- 
mittees and explained to them by the Highway Commissioner. 

Bills are being prepared for introduction covering these 
changes deemed advisable in our road laws. The oversized 
and overloaded trucks should be promptly and unequivocally 
barred from our highways. They are road destroyers and we 
eannot puild roads for railroad traffic. This State escaped 
economic suicide when the poeple repudiated at the recent 
polls the suggestion that a great bond issue should be in- 
curred to build our highway system. There is little or no 
supporting sentiment in this State for a bond issue. It is my 
vrofound belief that the people are thoroughly opposed to 
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any suggestion of that kind and:that you should not tempor- 
ize on the subject. | 


BOND ISSUES 


A rigid policy was pursued during the last Legislature 
of referring all bond issues for county and municipal purposes 
to a popular referendum. The effect was observed with 
peculiar interest. The results were excellent and in conse- 
quence cities and counties throughout the State are using 
more care and economy in their affairs. They know that they 
eannot incur promiscuous debts and fund them through leg- 
islative enactment, but that the people will review the matter. 

The sentiment of our people on bond issues is thorough- 
ly well known. They are opposed to them with general una- 
nimity. Sometimes these public debts are necessary, but 
scrupulous care and examination should precede their crea- 
ticn and in all cases the people should pass their judgment. 

Therefore, any bill enacted by this General Assembly for a 
county or municipal bond issue, except for funding maturing 
bonds, which cannot otherwise be paid, will not receive execu- 
tive approval unless containing a referendum of the people. 


JUDICIAL SALARIES. 


The platform of the majority party in this State has a pro- 
vision for increasing the salaries of judicial officers. Any 
bill so providing would not become effective until September 
Ist, 1926. Unless action is taken during the present assem- 
bly, there can be no further consideration of the subject for 
another eight years. That is to say the salaries of the judges 
next elected could not be increased during their terms. There- 
fore, it is important that some legislation shall be enacted 
by you on this subject and that some provision be made to 
execute this pledge. It is my own judgment that the judges 
and the attorneys-general, as well, are entitled to more com- 
pensation, but the Snonnte suggested by the Bar Association 
are excessive in our present circumstances. 


=P EOr- 
PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


You are perfectly familiar with the situation in this State 
_ respecting the public utilities and the existing demand for 
some relief from the rates and charges being imposed for 
gas, electricity and electric transportation. 

My own views were twice set forth in messages to the 
last General Assembly and the people expressly ratified those 
views when they endorsed the plank, making these messages 
a part of the Democratic platform. 
These utilities in our State are omnipresent about the Leg- 

islature. Such expense on their part is inevitably reflected 
in the consumers’ bill. They are making a great mistake in 
such practices. Already talk is bruited about the Capitol 
of their presence here. They would render a great favor to 
the people and would promote their own interests if they 
would confine their activities to appearances with counsel 
before the committees and there let their matters rest on logic 
and reason. Your Honorable Bodies in dealing with this sub- 
ject should aggressively find its solution in strict faith with 
all pledges to the people and execute the public welfare with 
restoration to local communities of home rule and the right 
of contract. 


HXCISE TAX. 


The people have approved the excise tax enacted by the 
last General Assembly. When the constitution may permit, 
it should be replaced with an income tax. In the meantime 
it should not be disturbed except to be amended in some 
particulars. This law was a step in the right direction and 
has materially aided a better distribution of the tax burden. 
Those opposing this law are animated by the natural indispo- 
sition of most people to pay taxes. The law is not unjust. It 
is as just as any tax law. It is being construed and applied 
with all moderation. Its administration is under the Finance 
Department and the Commissioner heading this department 
is an able lawyer, splendid executive and successful man of 
affairs. 
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The administration of this act has involved many new anil 
cornplicated qrestions and all connected with the division in 
charge have rendered efficient service. It should be prompt- 
ly amended to dispose of the questions remaining at issue in 
the courts. 

The tax paid to the Federal Government by the tax payer 
should not be deducted. It is not an expense of the business. 
The Federal Covernment does not allow the tax payer to de- 
duct the excise tax paid to the State. The rule should work 
both ways or not at all. You should promptly amend the law 
to clarify this point and specifically provide that the Federai - 
taxes be not included in the deductions allowed under the act. 


INDETERMINATE SENTENCES. 


The statute enacted by the last General Assembly changing . 
the indeterminate sentence law and authorizing juries to 1m- 
pose flat terms of punishment should be repealed. Constant 
contact with the prison problem has convinced me that the in- 
determinate sentence is right in theory and practice for many 
reasons. Having some prisoners under a flat sentence and 
others under an indeterminate sentence for the same offence 
is seriously disturbing the discipline and morale of the pris- 
ons. The commissioner of institutions will appear before 
your committees to explain the importance of this matter. 


CONCLUSION. 


Your examination is respectfully invited to the various re- 
ports which have been submitted by the several commission- 
ers and the constitutional officers. These are filled with ac- 
curate information regarding the State government. These 
Commissioners have been most efficient in discharging their 
duties. Whatever success has been achieved by the present 
administration in improving the State’s finances and render- 
ing its various activities, belongs to them. The Secretary of 
State, the Comptroller and the State Treasurer have co- 
operated in the best spirit during my administration and their 
efficiency and punctuality in discharging their official duties, 
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are commendable in the last degree. Their responsible tasks 
have been performed with the highest efficiency. 

Permit a word in regard to the State’s Attorney-General. © 
No official could be more painstaking and devoted to duty 
He is a lawyer of best attainments and the work he is de- 
livering passes any understanding. He is the most underpaid 
official in this State. He has co-operated in perfect harmony 
with the present Governor and his counsel and services have 
been invaluable. You should certainly increase his compensa- 
tion and provide him with more assistance. 

Our people want little legislation. Already they are bur- 
dened with too many laws. Trivial legislation belittles all 
government. Public gratitude will be yours if you will re- 
frain from any mass of legislation and confine your acts 
to important and worthy subjects. 

Together let us co-operate for the public weal.

On motion of Mr. Wallace, the Senate expressed its thanks 
to Senator Sims and ordered the address spread upon the 
Journal, which is as follows: 


MR. SPEAKER AND FELLOW MEMBERS OF THE SENATE: 


We pause for a few moments in our deliberations this 
morning to do honor to the memory of the South’s most be- 
loved character—Robert Edward Lee. 

A peaceful scene greeted the eye at Arlington, the home 
of Colonel Robt. E. Lee, in Virginia, in the year 1861 when 
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the shadow of Secession first stole across that beautiful spot 
on the grassy slopes of the Potomac. The broad veranda 
seemed to spread its arms to welcome the guest, and the up- 
right columns aded artistic beauty to the air of simple hos- 
pitality. On the walls of the home hung the pictures of 
honored forbears, for Robert E. Lee was the son of the im- 
mortal Light Horse Harry Lee, the friend of Washington, 
and his wife Mary Curtis, was the daughter of Washington’s 
adopted son. From the wondow one could see the gleaming 
spires and streets of the Capitol City, and to the South the 
historic Potomac, dreaming of the American Indian, passed 
on into the pine and oak clad hills and valleys, dotted with 
the homes of men and women who, like Tennesseans, had 
drunk into their souls with their mothers’ milk a belief in 
their right to individual liberty. 


Both fame and fortune had already come to Lee. He had 
graduated from West Point with next to the highest rank. 
He had distinguished himself at Vera Cruz, Chepultepec and 
Mexico. He was a colonel in the regular army. His beauti- 
ful children were growing up about him. And then came the 
shadow of Secession. 


Five states had already seceded, and the call to arms had 
been sounded by both the South and the North. Virginia was 
hanging in the balance. Then it was that Colonel Lee was 
summoned from his peaceful home to the City of Washington, 
and tendered the command of the forces of the North. 


Think what the choice meant! The South was weak and 
unorganized. It had no army and no navy—no arsenals, and 
her resources were small. The North had a trained standing 
army. It had a navy. It had arsenals and ammunition, and 
it had vast financial resources. To be the Commander in 
Chief of -its armies, whether victorious or defeated, meant 
honor and achievement, with unlimited possibilities. To 
suffer defeat with the South might mean the hangman’s 
noose, for secession was rebellion, and rebellion was treason. 


Robert E. Lee chose the South, and in doing so said to the 
President: 
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‘‘Tf I were the owner of-the four million slaves in the South, 
I would sacrifice every one of them for the Union—but I can- 
‘not turn my sword upon Virginia.’’ 

History has recorded his military genius as Commander 
of the Army of the Potomac during the next four years. I 
need not remind Tennesseeans of his great leadership of the 
Lost Cause, of the affection of his soldiers, amounting almost 
to reverence, for these are matters which we have heard from 
the lips of our fathers and grandfathers, who fought with 
him. These memories, still fresh, are the South’s-most price- 
less heritage. 

But if you would see the grandeur of the man, go with me 
for a moment to Appomatox Court House in 1865, and wit- 
ness the surrender. General Lee rode forward from his 17,- 
000 hungry and ragged Confederates to meet General Grant, 
whose army numbered about 70,000, and as he dismounted 
he turned and with head erect and shoulders back said to 
Grant: 

‘‘General, I deem it only candid to say to you that I can- 
not agree to any terms inconsistent with the honor of my 
Army, which we are determined to protect with our life’s 
blood.’’ 

And Grant, magnanimous in victory, met this condition, 
and the soldiers of the South departed for their homes, tak- 
ing their side arms and personal property, under the agree- 
ment that they were not to be molested by the Federal Gov- 
ernment so long as they observed their parole and obeyed 
the laws of their states. Thus the Army of the Confederacy 
pased from action into history, and as their beloved Com- 
mander turned to leave them he said simply: 

‘Men, you have followed me for four years, I have done 
the best I could for you. My heart is too full to say more.’? 

Defeated, and with a great sorrow in his heart, Lee turned 
his footsteps back to Arlington to contemplate what the fu- 
ture held in store for him. His fortune was gone. But his 
fame had spread far and wide, his name was on every lip. 
Offers of employment came fast, coupled with financial re- 
wards rangings from $10,000 to $50,000 per year, but to all 
of these he turned a deaf ear, and accepted the Presidency 
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of Washington University, at Lexington, Va., at a modest 
salary. In discussing his acceptance he said: 

. ‘**Ror four years I have lead the youth of the South on 
the field of battle. I have seen them die for their country. 
During the remainder of my life I deem it my duty to do what 
I can towards instructing them in the ways of peace.’’ 

He continued as President of the College for five years. 
In the fall of 1870, his shoulders drooped as if carrying a 
burden that was too heavy. At times he seemed to be pon- 
dering a great sadness in his heart. On September 28, 1870, 
he attended a meeting of the Vestry of Grace Episcopal 
Church, of which he was Chairman. An effort was being made 
to raise funds to pay the current expenses of the church. 
When all the contributions were in, the treasurer announced 
that there was still a deficit, and General Lee stood up and 
said, ‘‘I will give that sum.’’ Returning home he found his 
family gathered about the table waiting for him. He was 
visibly tired, but he stood at his place to pronounce the grace. 
His lips would not utter the words which were in his heart, 
and he sat down calmly, knowing that the end was at hand. 
He was removed to his couch, and two weeks later, he passed 
to the Great Beyond. He lies buried in the College Chapel of 
Washington and Lee University. | 


And what of the man? 


‘He had no patronage, or power, but he was held in such 
esteem by his fellowman that his slightest wish was more 
powerful than the command of the mightiest autocrat. He 
had no wealth, but he turned aside great wealth to spend his 
declining years in instructing the youth of his country. He 
had no rank, for he was not even accorded the privilege of 
a citizen, but he was foremost in the hearts of his fellowmen, 
and history marks him as one of its greatest characters. 
His mute lips today are eloquent with the message of his life; 


‘‘There is a true glory and a true honor; the glory of a 
duty done, and the honor of integrity of principle.’’ 
The eagle has passed on—into the blue 
And all the chattering of the sparrow dies 
They could not bear to see the eagle rise 
Beyond the reaches that their small wings knew, 
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Above the housetops they could compass too— 

But though they strove to blind the eagle’s eyes 
With fluttering wings—to stay him with their cries, 
He rose and passed—above, beyond their view. 

An eagle always is a lonely one— 

The far heights call to him and he must go; 

But little birds cannot look on the sun, 

And what an eagle knows they cannot know— 
When he is gone, the small ones know at last, 

That there, above their head—an eagle passed.

The Joint Convention in the House of Representatives met 
at 12 o’clock noon, and was called to order by Mr. President 
Hill. 

The proceedings were opened with prayer by the Reverend 
Ryland Knight, pastor of the Immanuel Baptist Church, of 
Nashville. 
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On call of the roll twenty-nine Senators were found to be 
present. !

On call of the roll of the House, eighty-seven Representa- 
tives were found to be present. 

(he Clerk of the House read the Joint Resolution calling 
for the Joint Convention. 

Mr. President Hill presented Governor-elect, the Honorable 
Austin Peay, whose inaugural address was as follows: 


To the Honorable Members of the 
64th General Assembly: 


Today, my heart is filled with a sincere and unaffected 
gratitude, as I assume the duties of a second term as the 
Governor of this State. The continued confidence of the 
people is expressed in the honor. That confidence is a pre- 
cious thing and I prize it beyond any words. My unswerving 
purpose has been and shall be to deserve and to retain it. As 
I practice absolute fidelity to the public interest, it will be 
mine. Is this statement true? My experience is the answer. 
Two years ago, I became Governor after a campaign that 
rocked the State. The existing order was ruthlessly assailed. 
A Legislature working in perfect harmony with me, assembled 
in this Capitol and executed the popular mandates to the 
very letter. , 

Lobbies were ignored; selfish appeals were unheard; use- 
less expense was abolished; privilege was uprooted; govern- 
ment was reorganized; economy was instituted; taxes were 
redistributed and the public interest in all matters was served. 

How well do I remember the anxiety and distress of that 
period of those events. The press was critical; friends ex- 
pressed their chagrin and disappointment; county courts and 
mass meetings condemned me. This clamor confused the 
public mind and my early repudiation was commonly predic- 
ted on all hands. The State was filled with mutterings and 
the air swarmed with the bats and owls of discontent. 

No tremor of uncertainty ever disturbed me. My belief 
in the people is unqualified and everlasting. Time unfolded 
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the truth, it always does. Soon the people saw it. They dis- 
covered that their faith had not been violated; that their taxes 
were less; that new efficiency and more economy were prevail- 
ing in the government; that the schools were receiving more 
money; that splendid roads were being laid; that the public 
debt was being paid; that a surplus long absent had been re- 
stored to their treasury. ] 

Also, they perceived that a goodly share of their oppres- 
sive land tax had been shifted to corporate income. There- © 
upon, they understood the noise and anathemoa. 

They saw the government functioning for the people. All 
dissatisfaction quickly disappeared and approval was mani- 
fested on every hand. 

In time, these issues were taken to the people. Sover- 
eignty is theirs in this country. The record of my adminis- 
tration was given into their hands. My opponents attacked 
it from one end of this State to the other. That record 
needed no apology nor reservations. The truth of it was 
enough. Our people passed their judgment on it at the polls. 
It was overwhelmingly endorsed. That approval is now be- 
ing executed in these ceremonies. Unmistakably did the 
people express their confidence in my loyalty to the common 
welfare. That expression was a sweet reward for my strain 
and sufferings. It will ever be an abiding joy to my soul. 
Moreover, it will nerve me to new labors for the public good. 

Verily, do I believe that all life was created for divine 
purpose. We see it in tree and fruit and flower. All breath- 
ing things reveal an omnipotence. To justify his divinity 
is man’s definite responsibility. So he has failed unless he 
lives to his highest usefullness. His every task is a test. 
Man required a monitor to know his way; hence, he was_ 
given a conscience. It is no vital organ. It has never been 
seen in the human system; yet, it unmistakably exists for 
it speaks to us in every crisis of our lives. Truly, it is more 
compelling than any human or official oath. As it has been 
my solemn guide since I became your Governor, so shall 
it be in the troublous days that are surely ahead. May a 
kind and gracious Providence aid me to my highest use- 
fulness in this trust which the people for a second time have 
committed into my care. 
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Your kindness is indulged again to revert to the recent 
campaign. The situation now existing makes it necessary 
to do so. Most persons who know me will agree that I am 
eandid. The truth is that I hate and detest all deception. 
Those hearing me will vouch that in addressing our people 
throughout the State, the utmost candor was had in explain- 
ing my position on all questions and in outlining the vari- 
ous needs of the government. ‘Therefore, those were well 
~ get in the public mind when I was re-elected. These were 
reiterated with much detail in a recent message to the pres- 
ent Assembly. It is unnecessary and would be tedious to 
here review these recommendations. Suffice to say that they 
vitally concern our progress and usefullness as a people and 
a State. Their consummation now rests with this Sixty- 
fourth General Assembly who must supply the funds or the 
projects will fail. Nobody will believe that I would lead 
this State into foolish or extravagant enterprises. My con- 
servatism is to well known. ‘The expenditures recommended 
are necessary and indispensable. It is a mere matter with | 
the State of providing the money today or tomorrw. The 
expense cannot be long deferred. The institutions must be 
enlarged to humanely provide for our dependnts. We must 
eliminate our illiteracy and qualify our children for useful 
lives. We must safeguard the public health. We should ex- 
plore and expose our hidden resources. We must solve the 
problems of. transportation with modern roads. We should 
further equalize the tax burden. These are pressing needs 
if we are going to set this State into her proper stride. Our 
people are demanding these things. They have been solemnly 
promised and these pledges constitute a joint responsibility 
resting on the Chief Executive and this Assembly. Nothing: 
ean be done without the funds. All revenues of the State 
are taxes in some form. It is poor business to be always 
using our credit. Each generation should pay its own way. 
The Executive must know these problems and be able to point 
their solution. The General Assembly must provide the 
revenues and should be prompt and courageous in doing it. — 
Our constitution hinders much freedom of choice in choos- 
ing the means. We must legislate within its limits. 
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A sales tax on tobacco products has been suggested as the 
best means for obtaining these funds. Specialists in taxation 
and students of the subject, familiar with our organic law, 
were freely consulted as to how and where the revenues 
could be had with least inconvenience. The result was the 
bill which is now pending for a small sales tax on manufac- 
tured tobaccos hereafter sold in this State. A vigorous pro- 
test is being heard. It comes from the merchants and manu- 
facturers. Nor was it unexpected. Human nature has not 
changed in two years. The same situation occurred with 
the excise tax in the last Assembly. Our industrial groups 
are finished articles in organized protection. Sometimes, I 
am tempted to say, in organized selfishness. We would have 
the same situation if any other tax had been suggested. I 
am sorry to utter it ,but the truth is that nothing has ever 
exposed self-interest in all people as any proposed taxation. 
They seem immediately to surrender to a blind resentment. 
Most often when the thing has been done, they quickly re- 
cover their sanity and admit the justice of it. Always, the 
first thought is to let somebody else pay the tax. With the 
present proposal we are now passing through that emotional 
phase. Such is the protest we are now hearing to the pending 
bill in its true analysis. Nobody will ever devise a satis- 
factory tax, nor one which will be invited by those affected. 
Also, it may be said that no Legislature lacking in courage 
will ever enact a new tax law. When all has been said and 
considered, it will be found that there is no fair and reason- 
able objection to this sales tax. The General Assembly might 
spend its whole session thinking on the subject and investi- 
gating its aspects, and it would not, nor could, devise another 
_ tax so harmless and inoffensive. Distictively, it is a consum- 
ers tax and an exceedingly small one at that. These mer- 
chants and manufacturers are objecting to it chiefly through 
force of habit and natural instinct. 

Perhaps, it may be true that competition will occasionally 
force them for a time to absorb this tax in whole or part, 
but such will seldom occur. They are too well organized 
and the tax is too easily handed to the consumer. Those 
offering these objections perfectly know that the users of 
fobacco will pay this tax. They merely object to its incon- 
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veniencies and do not wish to be annoyed with it. These 
objections are without any weight when weighed against the 
public interest. The consumers are saying nothing. The 
tax will fall on them so lightly that they are willing to pay 
it and they are sufficiently patriotic to understand and agree 
that the urgent needs of the State can best be met in this man- 
ner. Tobacco is no food and it is no raiment. It is a pecu- 
liar commodity which naturally and readily bears taxation. 
Nobody must use it and ordinarily it is used in quantities 
so small that any tax is inappreciable. A sales tax in no 
sense is compulsory. Those pay it voluntarily who pay it 
at all. 

I reside in a great tobacco producing county. My home 
city is perhaps the largest tobacco market in the world and 
I am perfectly familiar with this commodity and all market- 
ing conditions relating to it. Practically all that I own in 
this world is farm land devoted to the culture of tobacco. 
My familiarity with this subject entitles me to discuss it. 
Most of the crop produced in Tennessee is elsewhere con- 
sumed. The portion of it going into local or domestic con- 
sumption is very small. That part of our crop which is sold 
into local consumption in this State is a small fraction of the 
tobacco grown in T'ennessee. Indeed, it is almost an infini- 
tesimal fraction. Prevailing competition in the purchase of 
our crop makes it wholly impossible to lay this tax on the 
growers of tobacco. Such talk is simple nonsense. Nobody 
for a moment believes it who is at all informed, nor will it 
be seriously urged. If the producers or growers were going 
to pay this tax, these merchants and manufacturers would 
not be here protesting its passage. 


Time and again the land tax has been raised but they ~ 


never entered a single objection. Their solicitude for the 
farmer in this situation is purely fictitious. While they 
know that this tax will be paid by the consumer, they object 
to the tax because they are unwilling to bother with the stamps 
and to undergo its inconvenience. Search this matter as you 


may and you can make no more of it. The Federal tax on ~ 
manuafctured tobacco products has doubled in the last ten — 


years and still the prices paid to the growers have steadily 


advanced. Why is this true? It is because the tax has in- — 
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variably been passed to the consumer. The fact is that sixty 
per cent or more of this sales tax will be borne by users of 
cigarettes. You well know that from 1901 to 1921, it was un- 
lawful to sell cigarettes in this State. How did that prohi- 
bition affect the prices paid to the growers of tobacco. Not at 
all. Suppose that the manufacturers and merchants had 
been offered this sales tax as a condition to the lawful re- 
sale of cigarettes in this State, what do you suppose would 
have happened? I do not need to answer that question. You 
well know that the very people who are now here protesting 
this law would have been loudest then in asking the tax. 
Such is the absurdity of the matter. 


There are some in ignorance or design who say that this 
tax will hurt the farmer. Who will dare to say that I am 
not the friend of the farmer? The criticism which has been 
constantly levelled at me is that I have been too much the 
farmer’s friend. That imputation I wear with some degree 
of satisfaction for the farmer does well need a friend. The 
fact is that I am now proposing by this law to shift another 
16 2-3 per cent of the State taxes from his shoulders to the 
consumers of his product where it rightfully belongs. This 
idle talk that any farmer will be affected by this tax is mere 
chaff. That is being circulated for a single purpose and no 
other. That purpose is to deceive the growers of tobacco 
into influencing their members in this General Assembly to op- 
pose this tax. Such propaganda reflects on the intelligence of 
all to whom it is addressed. It does not fool me. It does 
not fool the farmer, and it will not fool the General Assembly. 
The farmers of this State know that I have been and will re- 
main their unfailing friend and that I would not let their 
interests suffer. 


Tonight a great lobby will assemble in this room to urge 
the rejection of this tax. In its vanguard will be captains 
of the tobacco industry and in the mercantile trades and 
eminent lawyers, all of whom are splendid citizens but none 
of whom ever defended the farmer’s interests in their lives. 
Hvery strategy of argument will be availed to prejudice the 
legislative mind. They will surcharge the air with smoke 
_ and dust, but when you have unwrapped the verbiage, noth- 
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ing will be seen except private interests. Those who will 
address the legislative committee tonight do not represent 
the great constituency of Tennessee. I am the commissioned 
spokesman of the people and I am speaking for them now. 

Who will speak tonight for the children in our rural coun- 
try, hungering for an education? Who will speak for those 
sad and mindless waifs scattered throughout our State and 
destitute of hope and home? Who will speak for the help- 
less unfortunates in our overcrowded asylums and institu- 
tions who are needing more comfort and cheer? Who will 
ask to lighten the tax load now being carried on the back of 
our producers? Who will voice the humanity and aspira- 
tions of Tennessee tonight? 

Oh, the infinite pity of it. Will those who own our wealth 
and head our industrial and commercial life, never see their 
mistakes Always, will they blindly resist any forward move- 
ment. Will they never see that they have the most to gain 
from our State’s development? This statement has no ani- 
mosity and I regret to make it but simple candor compels 
me to say that the blame will lie at their feet if Tennessee 
shall lag in her destiny. | 


To say as much in reference to this tax is necessary that 
my own position may be understood and that the people may 
have the truth. 


The revenues cannot be raised. without this tax. Its enact- 
ment means the success and its rejection means the failure 
of my second term. There can come no better time to make 
this issue unmistakably plain to the General Assembly. If 
the tax is not enacted, then the appropriation bill must be 
stripped of its allowances for improved facilities at the in- 
stitutions and the university, and all thought of an eight- 
months term in the rural schools must be abandoned, nor can 
the land tax be reduced. 


To reject this tax means that this General Assembly de- 
clines my leadership. Such effect could not be misconstrued. 
I would so understand it and so the people of this State 
would understand it. Never will I believe that the highmind- 
ed and patriotic men and women composing this General 
Assembly will render that decision until it has been recorded.. 
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Such would paralyze any useful and harmonious co-operation 
between the executive and legislative branches of the govern- 
ment for the present session. Indeed, that would be a calam- 
ity in every sense. 

Duty is an imperious master. It grips the public official 
with an iron hand. It has no. winding ways. Forever its 
course is straight ahead. Howsoever hard and weary it 
may be, he must tread it who accepts a public trust. These 
last two years I have trodden its path and through my com- 
ing term as the Governor I shall steadfastly walk where duty 
leads me. 

Never can the people know how grateful to them I am for 
their generous favor. Twice they have chosen me to the 
highest trust in their gift. I love them with every fibre of 
my being and I have served them and shall continue to serve 
them within my limits without stint. It has been an abiding 
and constant inspiration to travel this State. Ours in the 
mass, is a great hearted and generous people; here nature 
has seattered her grandeur and beauty in rich profusion; 
in potential wealth and resources we are rich beyond com- 
pare. Itis a rare honor to have been and to be the Governor 
of this State; however, that distinction will soon fade from 
the minds of men. Mere fame is a bubble which soon ex- 
plodes. My sense of responsibility in the execution of this 
trust is desperately earnest. All will be vanity unless my 
service shall definitely impress the institutions of our govern- 
ment and shall effectually promote the social and industrial 
welfare of our State. It is my ambition to record an admini- 
stration in harmony with our distinguished history and so 
characterized with honor, usefulness and justice, that its 
substantial benefits may well extend into coming years. 

To such end I invite the sincere and cordial co-operation 
of this General Assembly and the patriotic citizenship of 
our State. Bowed and humble before my responsibility 
but erect in courage and faith, again do I resume the oath as 
Governor of Tennessee. 

At the conclusion of the inaugural address, the oath of of- 
fice was administered by Justice W. L., Cook, of the Supreme 
Court of Tennessee, to the Governor- elect, Honorablé Austin 
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Peay, who kissed the Bible in prescribe form, after which 
the following oath was duly signed by the Governor-elect. 


OATH. 


I, Austin Peay, do solemnly swear that I will support the 
Constitution of the United States and of the State of Ten- 
nessee, and that I will perform with fidelity the duties of the 
office of Governor which I am about to assume. I further 
swear that I have not directly, or indirectly, carried a chal- 
lenge in writing or otherwise to any person being a citizen 
of the State or aided or abetted therein since the adoption of 
the Constitution in 1835, and that I will not during my con- 
tinuance in office be guilty of either of these offenses. 

Subscribed and sworn to before me, this January 19, 1925. 

Thereupon Mr. President Hill declared the Honorable 
Austin Peay duly, legally and constitutionally inaugurated 
Governor for the ensuing two years. 

The purpose for which Joint Convention had assembled 
having been accomplished, Mr. President Hill declared the 
convention adjourned.

FOR GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SENATE OF TENNESSEE 
FOR THE 
Session of 1925. 


DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour 
to which the Senate shall have adjourned; shall immediately 
call the members to order and cause the roll to be called; and 
on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the Journal of 
the preceding day of sitting to be read, corrected (if neces- 
sary), and approved. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to 
points of order in preference to other members, rising from 
his seat for that purpose. He shall decide questions of order, 
subject to appeal to the Senate by any member, on which ap- 
peal no member shall speak more than twice, unless by leave 
of the Senate. 

3. He shall rise to state or put a question. 

4. Question shall be put directly, in this form: ‘‘ Senators 
im favor of (then state the proposition) say, ‘‘ Aye.’ ’’ after 
the affirmative will is expressed, ‘‘Senators who are opposed 
say,‘No.’’’ If the Speaker doubt, or a division be called for, 
the Senate shall divide. Those are in the affirmative of 
the question shall first rise from their seats and afterwards 
those in the negative; or the question may be decided by a eall 
of the roll. 

0. ‘The Speaker shall have the right to name any member 
to perform any duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall 
not extend beyond an adjournment. If he be absent at the 
time fixed for the opening of the Senate, the Clerk shall call 
the Senate to order, and a Speaker pro tem shall be elected 
by the Senate to preside in the absence of the Speaker. 
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6. The Speaker shall appoint all standing committees; 
and all special committees, unless otherwise expressly di- 
rected by the Senate. 

7. In all elections a majority of the whole number of Sena- 
tors present shall be necessary to a choice. 

8. In ease of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
ehamber or gallery, the Speaker or the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole shall have the power to order the same 
to be cleared. | 

9. The Speaker shall appoint a minister of the gospel or 
other suitable person to open each day’s sitting of the Senate 
with prayer. He shall also appoint such assistants as clerks, 
engrossing clerks, sergeants-at-arms, door-keepers, pages, 
messengers and porters as are necessary for proper trans- 
action of the business of the Senate, whose respective duties 
he shall prescribe at the time of appointment, and who shall 
work under his directions.

10. As soon as the Journal is read, the Speaker shall, 
through the Clerk, call for—

(13) Announcements of Committee Meetings. 


DECORUM, ORDER AND DEBATE. 


11. When any member is about to speak in debate or de- 
liver any matter whatsoever to the Senate, he shall rise from 
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his appropriate seat and respectfully address himself to “Mr. 
Speaker,’’ and shall, after he is recognized by the Speaker 
or Speaker pro-tem, proceed in his remarks, which may be 
made, at his option, in front of the Clerk’s desk, confining 
himself strictly to the question under debate and avoid all per- — 
sonalities. No member shall address another member on the 
floor in the second person. | 

12. No member shall speak more than twice on the same 
subject, without leave of the Senate; and Senators who have 
once spoken shall not again be entitled to the floor (except for 
the purpose of explanation), to the exclusion of another who 
has not spoken; and no member shall speak longer than twen- 
ty minutes in the first speech and ten minutes in the second 
speech on any question, unless by consent of the Senate. 

13. If any member, in speaking, or otherwise, transgress 
the Rules of the Senate, the Speaker shall, or any member, 
may, call him to order, in which case the member so called 
to order shall immediately sit down, when the point of order 
shall be at once decided by the Speaker or Speaker pro-tem, 
subject to an appeal to the Senate. After the decision is 
rendered, the member having the floor can proceed, subject to 
the decision made. : 

14. Ifa member be called to order by a Senator for words 
spoken, the words excepted to shall be immediately repeated — 
by the Senator excepting and reduced to writing by the Clerk. — 


15. No member shall absent himself from the service of 
the Senate without leave first obtained; and in ease a less — 
number than a quorum of the Senate shall convene, they are 
hereby authorized to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or any other ~ 
person or persons, for any or all absent members, as the ma- 
jority of such members present shall agree, at the expense 
of such absent members, respectively, unless such excuse for 
non-attendance shall be made as the Senate, when a quorum ~ 
is convened, shall judge sufficient; and the Sergeant-at-Arms © 
is authorized and empowered to arrest absent members and ~ 
to use all the force and means necessary to effect said arrest. 

_ For this purpose he may summon all needed deputies and do ~ 
all things necessary to secure the presence in the Senate cham- — 
ber of the absent members. : 
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16. Every member shall address the Speaker or Speaker 
pro-tem from his appropriate table; and no member shall 
be recognized by the Speaker unless he be, when he addresses 
the Speaker, in his proper place; but when recognized by the 
Speaker, he may take his place in front of the Clerk’s desk. 
In all cases, the member who shall first rise and address the 
Speaker or Sepaker pro-tem shall be entitled to speak first ; 
but when two or more members shall rise and address the 
Speaker or Speaker pro-tem at the same time, the Speaker 
shall name the member who shall speak first. 


MOTIONS. 


17. No motion shall be debated until the same is seconded 
and stated by the Speaker. 

18. When a motion shall be made and seconded, it shall 
be reduced to writing if desired by the Speaker or any mem- 
ber), delivered at the table, and read, before the same shall be 
debatable. 

19. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, lay on the table, for the previous 
question, to postpone to a day certain, commit, or amend, or 
to postpone indefinitely, which several motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


20. The previous question shall be stated by the Speaker 
in this form: “‘ Shall the main question now be put?’’ It shall 
be admitted only when voted for by two-thirds of the members 
present; and if the call is made and sustained, its effect shall 
be to preclude all further amendments and terminate all de- 
bate; but it may be applied to the main question or to the 
main question and amendment, or the main question, amend- 
ment, and amendment to the amendment, and shall bring the 
Senate to a direct vote on the question, in the order in which 
they stand and from the point where the call was applied. 
But in all debates upon resolutions or bills, immediately prior 
to their final passage on third readiag, the mover or author 
of the resolution or bill shall have the right to close the debate 
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thereon, and no call for the previous question nor any other — 


motion shall cut off this right in the mover or author of the 
measure; provided, however, when the demand for the pre- 
vious question has been made and rejected, under the fore- 
going provision, it shall be in order upon the demand of a 
majority of the members of the Senate for the Committee on 
Rules to meet and report for adoption by a majority of the 
Senate a rule or order fixing or limiting the time in which de- 
bate on said question shall be closed. 


21. When, by order of the Senate, the Speaker has risen to 
submit a question, and when there is a call for the ayes and 
noes, or a count of the Senate, no motion shall be in order 
until the decision of the Senate is declared by the Speaker 
or Speaker pro-tem. At all other times a motion for adjourn- 
ment shall be in order, provided some business has been trans- 
acted since the last motion to adjourn. 


DIVISION OF QUESTION. 


22. Any Senator may call for the division of a question, 
which shall be divided if it comprehend propositions in sub- 
stance so distinct that, one being taken away, a substantive 
proposition shall remain for the decision of the Senate; but 
on motion to strike out and insert, it shall not be in order to 
move for a division of that question. But a rejection of the 


motion to strike out and insert one proposition shall not pre- — 


vent a motion to strike out and insert a different proposition, 
nor prevent a subsequent motion simply to strike out, nor 


shall a rejection of a motion simply to strike out prevent a 


subsequent motion to strike out and insert. 


23. An amendment to an amendment in the third degree 
shall not be in order. 


24. In filling out blanks, the largest sum and longest time 


shall first be put. 


25. When the reading of a paper is called for and the same 
is objected to by any member, it shall be decided by a vote 
of the Senate without debate. 
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Ayes and Noes. 


26. The ayes and noes shall be called for by any three 
members, and then each member called upon shall, except for 
special reasons he be excused by the Senate, declan openly 
and without debate his assent or dissent to the question. 

97. In taking the ayes and noes upon call of the Senate, 
the names of the Senators shall be taken alphabetically. 

28. When the ayes and noes shall be taken upon any ques- 
tion in pursuance of the above rules, no member shall be per-. 
mitted to change his vote after the decision is announced by 
the Speaker or Speaker Boos -tem, unless by consent of the 
majority of the Senate. 

29. All questions shall be propounded in the order which 
they were moved except the filling up of blanks. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


30. When a question has been made and carried in the 
affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any member 
voting with the prevailing side to move for a reconsidera- 
tion thereof, at any time the same day or the two next suc- 
ceeding days of actual session. If the member moving the 
reconsideration shall request that same be entered upon the 
Journal, it shall be done, and he shall have exclusive control 
of same during that day, and the two next succeeding days of. 
actual session; and same shall be a privileged motion, taking’ 
precedence, when called up, over all other business. There- 
_ after it may be called up and disposed of by any member of 
_ the Senate. 

No motion to reconsider a reconsideration shall be in order, 
except that it shall be in order when a bill or resolution is’ 
rejected by the Senate, and a motion to reconsider has been 
_ tabled, for any Senator who voted for the rejection to move 
_ to take from the table the motion to reconsider; but such’ 
motion shall not be in order after the expiration of two next 
_ succeeding days from the date of its rejection, and a majority 
of the members voting shall vote in the affirmative before’ 
_ said motion shall prevail. If the motion to take from the 
_ table the motion to reconsider shall prevail, the question shal}. 
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then be upon the motion to reconsider. Provided, however, ~ 


that a tabled amendment may be taken from the table by a — 


majority vote, but that it shall require a two-thirds vote to 


take the main question from the table. In all other cases it 


shall be a finality when a motion to reconsider is tabled. 
Unless there is objection from the Senate, the Clerk shall, 
at the end of the day’s proceedings, trans to the House all 


bills, resolutions, messages, reports or motions requiring 


joint action. In case of objection, the Clerk shall hold the 
bill, resolution, message, report or motion until the time for 
moving a reconsideration has passed unless otherwise or- 
dered by a majority vote of the Senate. But no bill or resolu- 


tion shall be sent to the Governor for his action until the time ~ 
for moving a reconsideration has passed unless expressly Or- 


dered by the Senate by a majority vote. 


PETITIONS AND MEMORIALS. 


31. Before any petition or memorial addressed to the Sen- 


ate shall be received and read at the table, a brief statement — 
of the contents of the petition or memorial shall be verbally | 


made by the introducer. 


BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


32. <All bills and resolutions shall be written on not less 


than a full page of legal paper, and shall have endorsed on — 


the back thereof, the title and the name of the author and, 
if. a local bill, Hie endorsement shall state the name of the 


County to which it applies, and if said application is made on — 
a.population basis said endorsement shall set out the mini-— 


mum and maximum population figures contained in said bill. 


Bills shall be referred to the appropriate committee, but may — 


at any time be referred to such committee as the Speaker or 


Speaker pro-tem may order, or as the Senate, on motion, may — 


direct. 


33. Bills coming from the House of Representatives shall ) 


have precedence of bills in the Senate on the same subject. 


34. Hvery bill shall be introduced by motion or leave, or 


by: an order of the Senate on the report of committee; and 
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all bills shall be dispatched in the order in which they were 
introduced, unless when the Senate shall otherwise direct. 

35. The first reading of a bill shall be for information; 
and if opposition is made to it, the question shall be: “‘Shall 
this bill be rejected?’’ If no opposition be made, or if the 
question to reject be negatived, the bill shall pass its first 
reading and be placed on the calendar for its second reading. 

36. Upon second reading all bills shall be referred to 
the proper committee; provided that, unless there is objec- 
tion, all local bills will be held on the Clerk’s desk for further 
action. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND REVENUE BILLS. 


37. No resolution or bill appropriating money or relating 
to the assesment or collection of revenues shall be put upon 
final passage until the same has been referred to and con- 
sidered by the Finance, Ways and Means Committee. 

38. After recommitment and report thereof to the Senate, 
at any time before its passage, a bill may be recommitted; 
but such recommitment shall only be had by the vote of a 
majority of the Senate. 

39. All bills ordered to be engrossed or enrolled shall be 
executed on or with typewriter, without interlineation. 

40. After any bill or other matter shall have been in com- 
mittee for seven (7) days, the same may be called for by a 
majority of the members of the Senate and ordered placed 
upon the calendar of the Senate. 

41. No bill shall embrace more than one subject, that sub- 
ject to be embraced in the title. All bills to repeal, revive, 
or amend former laws, shall recite in their caption, or other- 
_ wise, the title of the law to be repealed, revived or amended. 
42. When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Clerk, 
noting the day of its passage at the foot thereof. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


43. In forming a Committee of the Whole, the Speaker 
Shall leave the chair, and a chairman shall be appointed by 
_ the Speaker to preside in committee, unless the chairman ap-

pointed shall be objected to, in which case the Committee of — 
the Whole shall elect its own chairman. 

44. Upon bills committed to the Committee of the Whole, — 
the bill shall be read throughout by the Clerk and then again 
read and debated by clauses, leaving the preamble to be last 
considered. The body of the bill shall not be defaced or in- 
terlined; but all amendments, noting the page and line, shall 
be duly entered by the Clerk on a separate paper, as the same 
shall be agreed to by the Committee, and so reported to the 
Menate. After report, the bill shall again be subject to be 
debated and amended by clauses before putting on its final 
passage. 

45. All amendments made to an original motion in com- 
mittee shall be incorporated with the motion and so reported. 

46. All amendments made to a report, committed to a 
Committee of the Whole, shall be noted and reported, as in 
ease of bills. 

RULES. 


47. ‘The Rules of the Senate shall be observed in the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, so far as applicable; but no member — 
shall speak twice to any question until every member choos- 
ing to speak shall have spoken. | 

48. No standing rule of order of the Senate shall be re- 
scinded or changed without one day’s notice to be given of 
a motion thereof; nor shall any rule be suspended, except by 
a vote of at least two-thirds of the members present. | 

49. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled 
Bills to report at any time. 

00. A motion ‘‘7'o postpone indefinitely” or ‘‘To strike 
out the enacting clause of a bill,’”’ or ‘‘Resolving clause of a 
resolution,’’ if concurred in, is equivalent to a rejection. 
When a bill or resolution has been rejected, the same shall 
not be reconsidered except by a unanimous vote of the Sen- | 
ators present, and it shall take a majority of Senators voting — 
to reject a bill or resolution.

I herewith submit the following opinion of General W. H. 
Swiggart, Assistant Attorney General of Tennessee, in ex- 
planation of my vote in the affirmative when Senate Bill No. 
23 was placed on its third and final reading for passage.

Dear Sir: 


I am complying with a request that I make a statement to 
you of my construction of the provisions of a bill now pend- 
ing before the Senate, amending the liquor transportation 
Act of 1917, by striking out the words ‘‘from a common or 
other carrier’’, wherever they appear in said Act. 
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The Act now makes it unlawful for any person to have in 
his possession intoxicating liquor received from a common or 
other carrier, and make it unlawful to receive intoxicating 
liquor from a common or other carrier. The words ‘‘common 
or other carrier’’ have been construed by the Supreme Court 
to include any person who has transported the liquor from one © 
place to another, so that it is now made unlawful to receive 
liquor which has been moved from the place of manufacture, 
or to have in one’s possession liquor received at any place 
other than the place of manufacture. _ This lhmitation has 
been a source of confusion to juries, and in many cases such 
confusion has resulted in special verdicts on other counts of 
any indictment, making it necessary to grant a new trial on 
technical grounds. . 

The sole purpose and effect of the amendment is to make 
it immaterial whether the liquor in the possession of a de- 
fendant was received by him from a earrier or at the still 
where it was made, but in every case the burden will still be © 
upon the State to offer some evidence that the liquor found in 
the possession of the defendant was, received by him from 
some one else, and the amendment will have no effect what- 
ever on the burden of proof as between the State and the 
defendant. If the amendment is adopted and passed, the 
mere possession of whiskey will no more make out a prima 
facie case of guilt than under the present law. 

I believe that the amendment will remove a source of con-_ 
fusion in trials under the transportation law. The state will 
continue to bear the burden of proving that liquor in the pos-— 
session of a defendant was received by him after the passage - 
of the transportation law, but it will simply be immaterial 
whether the liquor was received from a carrier or at the place’ 
where it was manufactured. 3

EXPLANATION. 


While I am and ever have been an ardent advocate of the 
enactment and rigid enforcement of all laws for the limita- 
tion, regulation and prohibition of child labor within reason- 
able limits, I have been constrained to vote against the ratifi- 
cation of what is commonly known as the Child Labor Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States for the reason 
that when the resolution for the submission of the proposed 
amendment to the Federal Constitution was pending in the 
Lower House of Congress, amendments, providing that ‘‘no 
law, enacted under this article, shall affect in any way the 
labor of any child or children in the home or on the farm of 
the parent or parents’’, were decisively defeated. 
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I am therefore convinced that the proposed Child Labor 
Amendment to the Federal Constitution places the age lmit 
too high, gives Congress the power to interfere with labor on 
the farm, and further, that it places within the power of Con- 
gress the right to control and direct the activities of every 
school in the land that teaches vocational education, and vir- 
tually authorizes and empowers Congress to supplant the 
parent or parents with such Federal Boards and Bureaus, 
as it may deem necessary, in the education and training of 
children.

Mr. King moved to amend Senate Bill No. 191 by offering 
the following substitute bill on the same subject, which is as 
follows: 


AN ACT TO CREATE AND INCORPORATE THE COMMISSION of 
the City of Brownsville, in Haywood County, Tennessee, and to pro- 
vide for a commission form of government for the said city; defining 
and prescribing the boundaries thereof; and defining and prescribing 
the rights, powers, liabilities, duties, immunites and priviliges thereof; 
providing for the election of its officers, and the appointment of its sub- 
officers and employees and for the term of office of all its elective offi- 
cers; and for the salaries of certain elective officers; providing for the 
first governing body of said City of Brownsville, and for the first City 
Clerk, Treasurer, Chief of Police or Marshall and Night Police; and 
prescribing the terms of their offices and fixing their pay and providing 
for the passage of all laws, resolutions and ordinances for the said 
city, and generally regulating and providing for the government of said 
city in all its branches of government; providing for the transfer of 
the city’s property, real, personal, and mixed, to be held by the govern- 
ment hereby created; also to provide for the creation of a municipal 
court for the said city and conferring upon the said City Clerk the 
powers of a Justice of the Peace, and conferring upon the Marshall and 
Night Police the powers of a’ constable; and providing for the levy 
and collection of taxes to maintain the said government and the expen- 
dituers thereof; and providing for the purchase, lease or sale of real 
estate and the holding of the same, within or without the corporate 
limits of the said city for burial purposes and for lighting plants, sewer- 
ages and schools, and generally conferring on said government all the 
powers, not inconsistent with the laws and the Constitution, necessary 
to properly administer its government; and to create a special school 
district in said city and to appoint the School Board. 


Seotion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee, That the territory hereinafter set out 
in Haywood County, Tennessee, and the inhabitants thereof

be and the same is hereby declared a body politic under the 
name of ‘‘The Commission of the City of Brownsville’’; and 
by such name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded 
in all the Courts of this State; and shall acquire and hold 
property within or without the city limits for any purpose - 
necessary for the promotion and conduct of its municipal af- 
fairs and duties as enjoined upon it by this Act, including 
the acquisition of real estate for the purpose of water supply, 
lighting plant, charitable institutions, public schools, fire de- 
partment and sewerages and drainage system, and any other 
purpose necessary to promote its welfare, peace, morals, 
health, good order, safety and convenience; and it may trans- 
fer and lease the same according to its own needs and con- 
veniences. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the boundaries and cor- 
porate limits of said Commission of Brownsville shall be as 
follows: 

The Courthouse in said Town of Brownsville shall be the 
center of said town; and it shall run 1320 yards Hast from the 
courthouse of said town; 1520 yards West of said courthouse; 
1320 yards North of said courthouse; and 1320 yards South of 
said courthouse, the same being an equal spuare of 2640 yards, 
the courthouse being in the center. Also including in same 
the following territory, to-wit: 

Beginning on the West side of Watkins Avenue, or the 
Harrison Mill Road, being the South-east corner of the old 
Transou place and running thence in a southerly direction 
along the West side of said Avenue or road 416 feet to the 
South-east corner of the lot of Kate Russell, deceased, wife 
of Daniel Russell, deceased, thence West 140 feet to a stake; 
thence in a Northerly direction, parallel with said Avenue or 
road 416 feet to the said Trasou place, being the southern 
corporate limits as above set out; thence Hast 140 feet to the 
beginning. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the said territory as 
described in Section 2 of this Act, shall be the boundary and 
corporate limits of the Commission of Brownsville, and all 
Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with this Act are hereby 
accordingly repealed.

Suc. 4. Be it further enacted, That the said City of Browns- - 
ville shall be governed by a Board of Commissioners, con- 
sisting of three commissioners to be chosen and elected and 
qualified, as provided for in this Act; each of whom shall 
have the right to vote on all questions coming before the 
Board of Commissioners. A majority of the members of 
the Board of Commissioners shall constitute a quorum, and 
the affirmative vote of the majority of all members shall be 
necessary to adopt any motion, resolution or ordinance, or 
to pass any measure, unless otherwise provided for in this 
Act. Every resolution or ordinance shall be reduced to wri- 
ing and read before the vote is taken thereon; and the vote 
upon any motion, resolution or ordinance shall be by yeas 
and nays, and shall be recorded. That, at the first meeting 
after their election, said Commissioners shall choose one of 
their number to preside at all meetings of the Board of Com- 
missioners, and he shall be designated ‘‘President’’, but he 
shall have no power to veto any measure. Every ordinance 
or resolution passed by the Board of Commissioners must be 
in writing and signed by a majority of all the commissioners. 
All ordinances shall pass three readings at the regular or 
called meetings of the Commissioners, on three separate days. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That the Executive, Admini- 
strative and Legislative powers, authority and duties of said 
City of Brownsville shall be distributed into and among three 
departments as follows: 

(1) Department of Public Affairs and Public Safety. 

(2) Department of Revenue and Finance. 

(3) Department of Streets, Public Improvement, Parks 
and Public Property. 

The Board of Commissioners shall determine the powers 
and duties to be performed by each department, and assign 
Such powers and duties to the appropriate departments; and 
they shall prescribe the powers and duties of all officers and 
employees to one or more departments, and may require of 
any officer or employee to perform duties in two or more de- 
partments and make such other rules and regulations as may 
be necesary or proper for the efficient and economical conduct 
of the business of the City, and in all cases, shall require all 
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' officers and employees to give good and sufficient bond to 
protect the City from financial loss and for the faithful per- 
formance of their various duties. The President shall be the 
director of the Department of Public Affairs and Public” 
Safety; and the Board of Commissioners shall, at the first 
recular meeting, after the election of its members, designate 
by a majority vote, one Commissioner to be the director of 
the Depaartment of Revenue and Finance, and one to be the 
director of the Department of Street Public Improvements, 
Parks and Public Property; provided, such designation may 
be changed whenever it appears that the public service would 
be benefitted thereby. The Board of Commissioners shall at 
the first meeting, or as soon as may be after organization, 
create such subordinate Boards and appoint therefor, such 
officers as may be necessary for the proper and efficient con- 
duct of the affairs of the city; and may make appointments, 
or employments without creating subordinate Boards, if they 
deem it best for the city’s welfare. 

Any Board created may be abated, or any officer or em- 
ployee appointed by the Board of Commissioners, may be re- 
moved from office at any time for cause, after a public hear- — 
ing; and such Board of Commissioners shall be the sole judges 
of the sufficiency of the cause of such removal. The President 
and the Board of Commissioners shall have suitable offices, 
and their compensation and amounts of official bonds shall be 
as hereafter set out. The President’s salary shall be Six 
Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum, payable in monthly - 
installments by city vouchers or warrants. The other Com- 
missioners shall serve without pay. The salaries of the other 
officers and employees of the city shall be fixed by the Board 
of Commissioners except the pay of the City Clerk and shall 
be payable monthly by city warrants or vouchers. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the Board of Commis- 
sioners shall designate the time of holding regular meetings, 
which shall be at least once a month, and special meetings 
may be called from time to time by the president or by two — 
commissioners. All meetings of the Commissioners, whether 
regular or special, shall be open to the public, and full minutes — 
thereof recorded and signed, and any citizen may have ac- 
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cess to the minutes upon aplication to the City Clerk. The 
President of the Board shall preside at its meetings, supervise 
all the departments, and report to the Board for its action, 
all matters requiring attention of the Board in any Depart- 
ment. The director of the Department of Revenue and F'1- 
nance shall be the Vice-President of the Board, and in case 
of vacancy in office or temporary absence in the office of the 
President shall perform the duties of that office. 

Src. 7. Be it further enacted, That in case of the death, 
resignation or inability of any Commissioner, causing a per- 
manent vacancy in said office, shall for more than thirty days 
be necessarily absent from the city or unable from sickness 
or other cause to discharge the duties of his office, the Board 
of Commissioners may fill such temporary vacancy by ap- 
pointment and the appointee shall discharge the duties of 
such Commissioner until such Commissioner shall return or 
become fit for and resume the duties, and such temporary ap- 
pointee ‘shall serve without pay but shall give bond as re- 
quired of the Commissioners regularly chosen and in the 
same penal sum. 


In the event of permanent vacancy in the Board of Com- 
missioners, caused by death, resignation or inability of any 
member thereof, or in the event a permanent vacancy in the 
office of President, it shall be filled and all other vacancies be 
filled by appointment of the other members of the Board until 
such vacancy shall be filled by the election of a successor at 
the next regular election of such officer as hereinafter pro- 
vided for in this Act, and such temporary appointee shall for 
the time he serves as such receive the salary, if any, of the 
Commissioner whose place he fills, provided, however, should 
this permanent vacancy occur in the office of the President, 
the Vice-president shall act as president until the place of 
the president is filled by election. 

A permanent vacancy shall exist when any Commissioner 
fails to qualify within ten days after his notice of appoint-

It shall also be 
the duty of said City Clerk to try all the cases for the viola- 
tion of any and all ordinances of the corporation, and a Mu- 
nicipal Court for that purpose is hereby established, vested 
with all of the powers of a Justice of the Peace of Haywood 
County, and try all offenses against the peace and dignity 
and ordinances of the city; provided, that in the absence of 
the City Clerk or in the event he shall for any reason be in- 
competent, then any Justice of the Peace of Haywood Coun- 
ty, resident within the corporation, shall have the power to 
sit and try corporation cases, his judgment showing that he 
sat in place of the City Clerk; it shall also be the duty of the 
City Clerk to collect all water rates and charges, and he shall 
have as compensation for collecting the same 4% of the 
amount collected by him. 

In the event an appeal is taken from any fine imposed from 
the City Clerk the same shall be to the Circuit Court for the 
County of Haywood and the person appealing shall give bond 
and security for the payment of the fine and costs and abide 
by and perform the pudgment of the Court on appeal. That 
the said City Clerk shall be entitled to the legal fees provided 
by law for trial of offenses against the city ordinances, the 
Same fees as provided by law for Justice of Peace in trial of 
eases in violation of State laws. 

That the City Clerk shall have full power to enforce the 
collection of all taxes assessed upon personal and real prop- 
erty and mixed, polls, merchants, and privileges, and to this 
end the Marshall and City Clerk hereunder shall have and 
are hereby clothed with all the power for the collection of 
taxes upon real, personal and mixed property, polls, mer- 
chants and privileges that is by law conferred upon the col- 
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lectors of State and County taxes of the same character re- 
spectively, and the City Clerk is clothed with all the powers 
for the collection of privilege taxes in this corporation that 
are or may hereafter be by law conferred upon collectors of 
State and County taxes and with the same penalties as pre- 
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scribed by the State law. The City Clerk shall have the — 


power to issue distress warrants, and the Marshal shall have 
the power to execute the same for taxes. 

The City Clerk shall have full power to collect all delin- 
quent taxes, privileges and polls that become due to the cor- 
poration and to this end he shall have the power to appoint 
such officers, agents and attorneys as he may deem necessary 
and proper, said appointments being approved by the Presi- 
dent of the Board and who are hereby empowered to proceed 
to collect all such delinquent taxes in the same manner that 


delinquent State and County taxes are collected or may be — 
hereafter collected and the General Statutes of Tennessee — 


in foree as to the mode of collection penalties, ete., at the 
time of the collection of said taxes shall be enforced and shall 
apply to and inure to the benefit of this corporation for its 
delinquent taxes and all taxes assessed upon real estate in the 
corporation shall be a lien upon same in the same way and to 
the same extent that State and County taxes are liens upon 
same, and said liens to be enforced in the same way, but the 
corporation tax shall not have priority over State and Coun- 
ty taxes. | 

The City Clerk shall have the same fees as County Court 
Clerks for issuing privilege licenses and the same fees as 


State and County officers for issuing distress warrants, and 


a commission of 4% for advalorem taxes collected by him, 
and he shall receive no salary. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, That the Marshal under 
this Act shall have power to execute all criminal processes 
and distress warrants issued to him by the City Clerk within 
the corporate limits that constables have; and for that purpose 
he is hereby clothed with all the powers of a constable as to 
civil and criminal processes; he shall have the power to exe- 


cute all warrants issued by the City Clerk or Justice of the 
Peace residing within the corporation and to make arrest for _ 
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all violations of city ordinances. He shall have the power to 
summon any person or persons to aid him in the execution 
of any process for any violation of the ordinances of the City 
and such person or persons summoned and refusing to act 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of T’en Dollars each to be re- 
covered before the City Clerk for the use of the City and on 
such fine being recovered or assessed by the City Clerk it 
shall be recovered as fines assessed for any violation of the 
eity ordinance. The Marshal shall also report to each meet- 
ing of the Board all revenues and fines collected by him and 
shall pay same over promptly to the City Clerk. He shall 
thoroughly acquaint himself with laws and ordinances of the 
city and rigidly enforce the same, and for this purpose 
authority is given him which he may exercise without war- 
rant in hand, for offenses committed in his presence. He shall 
eollect all fines in favor of the city; he shall execute distress 
warrants issued to him by the City Clerk for taxes; he shall 
report promptly the names of all persons exercising any privi- 
legs in the corporation; he shall perform such other duties 
as the Board of Commissioners may by ordinance impose 
upon him; he shall also superintend the working of the roads 
and repairing of the roads and streets in the corporation and 
the making and putting down and repairing of the sidewalks 
and crossings within the corporation under the direction and 
instructoins of the Street Commissioners. The Marshal shall 
also have power and it is hereby made his duty to collect all 
street taxes hereinafter provided for in cases of cummutation 
by the street workers. The Marshal shall be entitled to re- 
tain 4% of the amount collected by him on said street tax as 
his compensation for collecting same, and he shall have also 
for arrests, executing distress warrants, ete., such fees as 
constables are entitled to receive for similar services and such 
Salary as the Board of Commissioners may provide. 

SEC. 11. Be it further enacted, That every male resident 
of the City of Brownsville not under 21 nor over 50 years of 
age, taking the 10th of January of each year as the date at 
which the age of such person shall be fixed or determined, 
shall be required to work on the streets of said city for six 
days each year, provided, however, that he may commute at 
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the rate of One Dollar per day, provided further that this 
section shall not apply to those who have been exempted by 
the Board of Commissioners for physical or mental disability. 
That any street hand may commute for the entire time re- 
quired to work or for any one or more days by paying to the 
Marshal One Dollar per day on or before the day appointed 
for working the streets, and all money so received shall go 
to the street fund and be used exclusively for working and 
repairing the streets, and if there be any remainder same 
shall be used in paying interest pro tanto upon any street 
bonds outstanding. A day‘s work under this Act shall be 10 
hours of actual work on the streets. 

That the Marshal of said city shall give three days warn- 
ing, either in person or by written notice left at the residence 
or usual stopping place of each person subject to duty, and 
if any hand so notified shall wilfully fail or refuse to perform 
honestly, faithfully and obedient to the direction of the Mar- 
shal as many days labor on the public streets as he shall fail 
to commute for he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. That it 
shall be the duty of the Marshal to swear out warrants be- 
fore the City Clerk against all persons failing and refusing 
to work the streets as herein provided and to have subpoenas 
issued for necessary witnesses to convict the defendant. All 
fines collected from delinquents shall go to the street fund of 
the city. Persons desiring to commute may do so by paying 


to the Marshal on or before the 1st day of April each year. 


A resident of the city within the meaning of this Act shall 
be any male person who has resided within the corporate 
limits for 60 days prior to any warning served on him by 
the Marshal. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted, That the Board of Com- 
missioners at their first meeing after each regular election 


shall elect a City Clerk and Treasurer from the bona fide 


residents and qualified voters in this corporation, and which 
City Clerk and Treasurer shall not be a member of the Board 
of Commissioners. That said City Clerk and Treasurer be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of the duties of such officers 
or receiving any of the funds of the corporation shall each 
enter into bond with good and sufficient security approved by 
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the Board and payable to the corporation in such penalty as 
may be prescribed by the Board of Commissioners and to 
faithfully account for and pay over all funds entering into 
his hands as such Treasurer, or City Clerk. That the duties 
of the Treasurer shall be as follows: He shall receive from 
the City Clerk all funds and revenues whatever that comes 
into his hands for the corporation and receipt for the same 
and keep proper account of the same, and receive and take 
care of any other funds which shall belong to the city from 
any other source, and for that. purpose shall keep such book 
or books as may be necessary and as the Board of Commis- 
sioners may direct. He shall pay out said fund only upon 
the warrant of the City Clerk, countersigned by the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Commissioners; he shall make quarterly 
a full and explicit account and statement of all finances under 
his control, showing the amounts he has collected or received 
and the disbursements of same, and to each monthly meeting 
of the Board he shall make a report and perform such other 
duties pertaining to his office as the Board of Commissioners 
may by ordinance direct, but he shall receive no salary or 
other compensation. The City Clerk and the Treasurer shall 
hold office at the will and pleasure of the Bcard of Commis- 
sioners. 

Sec. 18. Be it further enacted, That before entering upon 
the discharge of their respective duties the City Clerk, the 
Marshal and the Night Policeman and Treasurer shall enter 
into bond with good security in the sum of $1,000.00 con- 
ditioned upon the faithful discharge and proper performance 
of duty pertaining to their respective offices; said officers 
shall also enter into bond double the estimated amount of 
money which may come into the hands of the respective officers 
conditioned upon the diligence and faithful collection and 
accounting for all moneys that should come into their hands 
respectively from any and all sources and which by law should 
be collected and paid over. Said bonds shall be made payable 
to the Board of Commisisoners and their successors in office 
for the use and benefit of this corporation; said bonds shall 
be taken and approved by the Board of Commissioners at a 
regular or special meeting called for that purpose and spread 
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on the minutes and the bonds shall be filed with the Presi- 
dent of the Board and preserved by him. A copy of said bond 
certified by the City Clerk or President of the Board shall 
have the same force and effect as certified copies from Courts 
of record in this State, and no officer of the corporation shall 
become a bondsman for any other officer. 

Sec. 14. Be it further enacted, That the elections for the 
Commissioners, and Marshal shall be held by and under the 
same provisions as are now or may hereafter be provided 
by law for the holding of State and County elections and with 
the same number of officers, judges and clerks, each of whom 
shall be a legal voter of the city. First election shall be 
held on the second Tuesday in December, 1925, and on the 
second Tuesday in December every two years thereafter. 
The vote shall be by ballot and shall be held at the regular 
voting precinct for State and County elections in said corpo- 
ration. Notice of said election shall be given at least 10 days 
before the date of same by typewritten notices posted at the 
Hast door of the Court House in Brownsville, Tennessee. 
That the judges and clerks and officer holding said election 
shall be sworn and qualified according to the general elec- — 
tion laws of this State. And the same rules and regulations 
that are in force in State and County elections shall be in 
force in this election. The Election Commissioners or other 
officers prescribed by State and County elections shall ean- 
vass the returns to be held hereunder as now provided by law 
as to State and County elections and certify the result to 
the President of the Board of Commissioners and file the 
poll list and talley sheets of the election with him and he 
shall preserve the same. The qualifications for voters for 
said election shall be the same as the qualifications for voters 
in State and County elections and the voter must have been a 
resident within the corporation for six months preceding the 
election or he shall be a bona fide owner of real estate within 
the corporate limits of the assessed value of at least $50.00, 
which he must have owned six months at least before the 
election. That the person receiving the highest number of 
votes for Marshal and the three candidates for Commission- 
ers receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared 
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elected to said respective offices, and it shall be the duty of 
the Election Commissioners or persons provided by law for 
the holding of elections to make out and deliver to the per- 
son so elected to the respective office certificates of their re- 
spective election and to certify to the President of the Board 
of Commissioners the persons elected to the various offices and 
do so within three days after the election, and the same shall 
be produced at the first meeting of the Board of Commission- 
ers after the election and be spread of record on the minutes 
of the meeting; that in case there shall be tie in the election 
of Marshal or for any one of said three Commissioners or 
all of said officers the judges and Clerks shall certify same 
to the Election Commissioners who shall forthwith give notice 
of the same and hold another electon for the filling of the 
or offices in which the tie exists and advertise the same as 
above provided and hold said election as herein prescribed. 

Src. 15. Be it further enacted, That, in case of the death, 
resignation or removal of any officer elected by the Board of 
Commissioners or by the people during his term of office, or 
a vacancy in office from any cause, the Board of Commission- 
ers shall fill such vacancy by electing a successor for the un- 
expired term, holding said election, after giving 10 days 
notice of the election, and the person or persons so elected 
shall perform the same duties and be vested with the same 
powers and privileges as the person whose duties they are 
appointed to fill and upon like conditions. 

Sec. 16. Be rt further enacted, That the Fire Department 
and Police Department of said city shall be placed under the 
head of the Department of Public Affairs and Public Safety. 
That the Department of Fire and Police may be transferred 
to some other department if in the judgment and discretion 
of the Board of Commissioners it is deemed expedient and 
best to do so. 

It shall be the duty of the President of the Board of 
Commissioners to preside at all meetings of the Board of 
Commissioners, and to vote in all election of officers, and on 
all ordinances and on all other matters that any member of 
the Board may vote on; to see that all city ordinances are 


enforced and observed, to call special meetings of the Board 
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when he may deem same expedient and proper, see: that the 
property of the city is protected and preserved, and together 
with the other Commissioners take acknowledgement and vass 
on the sufficiency and accept or reject all bonds of officers. 

Sec. 17. Be it further enacted, That, each section of this 
Act is hereby declared to be separate and independent of 
every other section thereof, and if for any reason, any sec- 
tion or provision of this Act shall be held to be unconstitu- 
tional or invalid no other section or provisions of this Act shall 
be affected thereby, as the remaining parts of the Act would 
have been passed by the Assembly of Tennessee if such un- 
constitutional or invalid section or provision, if any, had 
been elided before the passage of this Act by the General 
Assembly. 

Sec. 18. Be it further enacted, That the tax levies by the 
Board of Commissioners hereunder for all purposes for any 
year shall not exceed $2.00 on the $100.00 worth of property. 

Sec. 19. Be it further enacted, That the corporation here- 
in created shall assume and be liable for all bonds, obligations 
and debts legally contracted and warrants issued by the 
Board of Mayor and Aldermen acting under the Charter of 
the former Town of Brownsville; and the Board of Com- 
missioners herein provided for are hereby empowered and — 
it shall .be their duty to levy taxes for the payment of the 
same and the annual interest thereon, and all the rights and 
title, interest and claim in and to all the property, real and 
personal, debts and choses in action of every nature, charact- 
er and description owned and claimed by the former Town 
of Brownsville is hereby divested out of same and vested 
in the corporation hereby created, to hold, collect and use in 
as full and ample manner as if they had been purchased and 
acquired under the powers and rights of this charter; and 
that immediately the persons heretofore serving as Recorder, 
Treasurer and Marshal or as any other officer having cus- 
tody of any and all money and personal property belonging 
to the Town of Brownsville at the time of the passage of 
this Act shall turn over and transfer all money and per- 
sonal property belonging to said Town of Brownsville at the 
time of the passage of this Act, turning same over to Jno. 
©. Bomer, as Presdent of ths Board of Commissioners who is" 
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duly authorized under this Charter to receive such property 
and who shall execute receipt for same, and shall give bond 
with good security to be approved by the Circuit Court Clerk 
of Haywood County, Tenn., in double the amount received 
to faithfully account to this corporation for same. 

Src. 20. Be wt further enacted, That the Board of Com- 
missioners shall have the right to fix and regulate and eol- 
lect reasonable water rates and charges for the use and ser- 
vice of water supplied to any and all inhabitants of said town 
and other persons and corporations using and having the 
benefit of its water works plant. That said Board of Com- 
missioners may make such water rates payable monthly in 
advance, and shall cut off the water from any and all persons 
and corporations who fail or refuse to pay such water and 
service in advance. That said water rates and charges shall 
be ecolected by the City Clerk and he shall have as his pay 
for collecting same 4% of the amount collected by him. That 
the Board of Commissioners shall have the right to pass and 
enforce all proper, useful and necessary ordinances, rules 
and regulations in reference to the operation of its water- 
works plant and system and to enforce same. 

Sec. 21. Be.it further enacted, That said Board of Com- 
missioners shall also appoint a Night Policeman who shall 
serve at the will and pleasure of the Board, and who shall 
have the same right, powers and duties as to execution of 
civil and criminal process and as to arresting criminals and 
violators of the ordinances of the city that constables now 
have in this State, and receive the same pay, and his pay shall 
be fixed by said Board and be paid monthly. And the first 
night policeman under this charter shall be John R. Turner 
who shall serve until his successor is appointed and qualified. 

Sec. 22. Be it further enacted, That before entering upon 
the discharge of the duty by any of the officers provided for 
herein, said officer shall first take and subscribe an oath that 
he will faithfully, honestly and impartially discharge ‘his 
duties as such officer, and wll support the Constitution of 
the United States and the State of Tennessee, and that he will 
not directly or indirectly become interested in any contracts 
or supplies, or profits or efforts to profit by or out of any 


contract to be let under the authority of this Act or for any 
work to be done by direction of this corporation or its Com- 
missioners, which oath shall be filed with the President of the 
Board and preserved by him. 

Src. 23. Be it further enacted, That no officer hereunder 
shall make any contract to do any work or furnish any ma- 
terial for any work to be done by this corporation, and any 
such officer who shall during his term of office make any 
such contract shall be guilty of a misdemeanor in office and 
punished therefor. That no debt shall ever be contracted for 
any purpose greater than can be paid after paying current 
expenses out of the tax levies hereunder within one year 
after such debts are contracted. 

Src. 24. Be it further enacted, That the City of Browns-— 
ville is hereby. created a Special School District, and that 
the public or common schools of said town shall be managed 
and controlled by a Board of School Directors, composed of 
six directors or persons, who shall be bona fide citizens and 
residents of said town, whose term of office shall be six vears; 
two directors shall be elected at the regular city election to 
be held every two years as herein provided; the first two to 
be elected to begin their term of office the first Tuesday in 
January, 1926, said directors shall have all of the power to 
perform all of the duties now or hereafter required and al- 
lowed by the laws of this State and to the district school 
directors and district clerks. : 

Said district ‘shall be known as the ‘City of Brownsville 
District’’. Said directors shall organize and act as district 
school directors or commissioners now, or may hereafter 
organize and act under the general laws of this State in refer- 
ence to public schools and be under the supervision of the 
county and State Superintendent of Public Instruction, as 
other school directors for districts now or may hereafter 
be under the general public school laws of this State. Said 
Board of Directors of the City of Brownsville District shall 
he a body corporate in like manner as district school directors 
now are under the general public school laws and with “ 
same powers and pha ies 3 | 

Said Board of Directors shall at its first meeting apppint 
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one of their number Chairman and another Clerk, who shall 
hold the respective offices for two years or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. 

The duties of the chairman and clerk shall be the same as 
under the general public school laws of this State; and they 
shall also make reports to the said Board of Commisenourns 
at least once in every three months. 

Said directors and especially the chairman and clerk shall 
be under the general public school laws of this State. Said 
Board of School Directors may take and hold real and per- 
sonal property for public school purposes and may sell and 
convey the same when for the best interests and advantages 
of the public schools of the city. The general laws of this 
State in regard to common or public schools shall apply to 
the said City of Brownsville, as far as the same are not modi- 
fied herein; and said City of Brownsville District shall be 
entitled to all of the sum of money from the public school 
funds that it would be entitled to receive if the district were 
organized under the general laws of this State; that the 
County Trustee be and he is hereby ordered and required 
to pay over to and on account of the said City of Brownsville 
District Directors hereinbefore provided for, the pro rata 
of the school funds assessed and collected by the County on 
property polls and privileges within the corporate limits of 
the said City of Brownsville to be used by said Directors as 
herein directed and provided; and also to pay over to and 
on account of the said City of Brownsville District Directors 
the proper pro rata of the fund for common or public schools 
that shall come into his hands from the State of Tennessee 
according to the scholastic population of said city in the same 
way as to other school directors in the county. 

The first Board of School Directors hereunder shall be 
Mrs. Della W. Wills, Mrs. Helen Sternberger, N. B. Keathley, 
S. F. Thomas, J. W. Moses and Dave Mulherron, and who 
shall serve from their qualification as herein provided until 
their succesors are elected and qualified at the regular elec- 
tion to be held hereunder, that is, Mrs. Della W. Wills and 
Mrs. Helen Sternberger, shall serve until the first Tuesday 
in January, 1926, and N. B. Keathley and 8S. F. Thomas, shall 
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serve until the first Tuesday in January, 1928, and J. W. 
Moses and Dave Mulherron shall serve until the first Tuesday 
in January, 1930. 

Sro. 25. Be it further enacted, That the following addition- 
al powers are granted said corporation and to the Board of 
Commissioners thereof: 

1. To enact such by-laws and ordinances as may-be prop- 
er to preserve the health, quite and good order of said town. 

2. To prevent and remove nuisances. 

3. To establish night watches and patrols, and to employ ~ 
all necessary police officers to ‘preserve the peace and enforce 
the ordinances of said town. 

4. To punish breaches of the peace or good order com- 
mitted within its jurisdiction; to ascertain and declare when 
necessary, the boundaries of alleys and streets. 

5. To grant privileges and the use and enjoyment of the — 
same. 

6. To provide for the working of and paving of the streets © 
and alleys, and for the building and repairing of sidewalks. 

7. To sell and dispose of streets and alleys, if necessary 
and for the public good. | 

8. To provide for the licensing and regulating of auctions, — 
theatricals and other shows and exhibitions and of all privi- 
leges. 

9. To restrain and prohibit gambling and gambling houses. 

10. To prohibit indecent or immoral exhibitions within 
the limits of the city. 

11. ‘To establsh and regulate markets and to provide for — 
the inspection of same. 

12. To provide for the organization and regulation of 
‘ire companies. 

13. To establish a system of sewerage. 

14. To dig wells and erect cisterns and otherwise make 
arrangements and contracts for supplying the city and in- 
habitants thereof with water, and to regulate gas and electric 
hght companies. 


15. To impose and collect fines and penalties for breaches _ 


of its ordinances. 7

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17. To build and keep in good condition a lockup or cala- 
boose for the safekeeping of persons before trial, and after 
trial if necessary, in order to collect or have worked out fines 
of those who may violate any of the laws or ordinances of 
the corporation.

24. To prevent or remove all encroachments into or upon 
all or any streets, lanes, avenues or alleys within the city, and 
to prevent all encroachments into or upon all or any streets, 
lanes, avenues or alleys, within the city established by or- 
dinances. 

29. ‘To prevent and restrain riot, noise, disturbances or 
disorderly assemblages, or other disorderly conduct in any

FRANCHISES. 


Ssec. 26. Be wt further enacted, That no franchise of this 
corporation shall be granted, let or any contract be made as — 
to same except upon the folowing grounds and proceedings, — 
to-wit: i 

That no franchise shall be granted and no contract as to 
same shall be made at all except by ordinance duly and regu- | 
larly passed by the Board of Commissioners as herein set 
out as to other ordinances. That said ordinances and grant 
of franchise and the contract as to same shall after the ordi- 
nance has been passed as herein provided shall be published 
in the local paper in full for two consecutive weeks at the 
expense of the grantee of such franchise. At the same time 
and in the same paper shall be published a notice of election 
or vote upon the proposed grant and contract by the qualified 
voters of the corporation to be held at least ten days after the 
last issue of said paper and publication of said ordinance and 
contract. |

same officers who call and give notice of the regular election of 
county officers in Haywood County, Tennessee, and the said

spects except the tickets shall have printed upon them in 
separate lines, first the words ‘‘For the Contract’’ and second 
the words ‘‘Opposed to the Contract’’, and the voters who 
favor. the making of the contract shall make a cross mark on 
the right and immediately opposite said words ‘‘For the 
Contract’’, and those who oppose the making of the contract 
and grant shall make a cross mark immediately on the right 
of the words ‘‘Opposed to the Contract.”’ 

The returns shall be canvassed and the result certified as 

provided for in the election of Commissioners herein set 
out. If a tie vote, then another election shall be ealled and 
held in the same way and manner as tie votes in election of 
commissioners except similar ballots shall be again used as 
above provided. 
_If a majority vote for the contract then the same shall 
thereupon become effective and may be made and entered 
into, but only and exactly as published.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Mr. Speaker: I am directed by the Governor to return 
herewtih the following Senate Joint Resolutions, with a 
message in writing: Senate Joint Resolution Nos. 18, 19, and 
20.

On motion the message from the Governor was received and 
ordered spread upon the Journal, and is as follows: 

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of 
the 64th General Assembly: 

Heretofore, a Joint Resolution has been passed and ap- 


‘proved Pe dine for an investigation of the State University 


during your recess, 

I approved that Resolution with much reluctance. The 
President of the University urged my approval, fearing that 
its disapproval might be misunderstood and used to the dis- 
advantage of the University. An appropriation exceeding a 
million dollars was recommended in my initial message of 
this session, to be provided from current revenue. 

You will permit me to say that this recommendation was 
deliberately made, knowing full well that it might seem an 
extravagant provision to some, but I am thoroughly familiar 
with the invaluable work being done by our State University 
and the tremendous importance of equipping and maintaining 
it on a scale and efficiency which will enable it to render its full 
service in scientific research and the development of the state’s 
resources. 

I perfectly realized that many people in our state are un- 


familiar with the importance and value of the work being 


done by the University for the agricultural interests of our 
people, and since becoming Governor, it has been a constant 
matter of education in making and bringing the people of the 
State to know and appreciate what it is doing for our material 
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and lasting welfare. This state can never achieve its proper 
development without a thoroughly equipped and supported 
State University. It seemed my duty and responsibility to 
provide its pressing wants while in position to recommend 
and advocate them to the General Assembly, and the more 
so because this institution may suffer while those who come 
after me as Governor, may be acquiring the information 
which has come to me in the last two years through my con- 
stant and intimate contact with the University and its needs. 
While I was perfecly satisfied that little or no good would 
result from a legislative investigation and that all of the 
information needed to intelligently understand my recom- 
mendations, was contained in the biennial report of the Uni- 
versity’s Trustees. Yet, the importance of the recommenda- 
tions to the future outlook and growth of the institution was 
such, and the amount of the appropriations recommended by 


me being unusually large, and the judgment of the Univer- — 


sity’s President being so positive that your Resolution for 
an investigation should not be vetoed, that I was constrained 
to approve it, and it was approved. 

I sincerely hope that the committee to be appointed for this 
important work will use good judgment and discretion in 
dealing with those who are making war for their own reasous 
on this great and useful institution, and will with utmost care 
and earnestness investigate its various departments and ac- 
tivities, and return a report that will set at rest all uncertain- 
ty in your minds and enable you, with satisfaction to your- 
selves and the people, to find and serve the welfare of our 
State University. } 

Another Resolution is before me to investigate the penal 
and charitable institutions. 


Two committees of five members each are provided with 


authority to employ clerical and other help. 

This investigation is suggested because of my recommen- 
dation that $772,000 should be provided for the improvement 
and repair of these institutions. 

This sum is much larger than has been customarily asked 


for these purposes. We cannot decline our responsibility for — 


the humane housing and treatment of the State’s unfortu- 


ee 
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nates. These needs of our institutions covered in my recom- 
mendations cannot be long deferred. If you do not provide 
them, another Legislature will soon do so. The question with 
me was whether I should undertake these permanent improve- 
ments or ignore the pressing wants of these institutions and 
leave the task to some successor of mine. 

I despise bond issues. This State has never improved its 
institutional facilities without using the State’s credit and 
imposing a long time and interest-bearing debt on the people. 
It was my feeling that if these capital improvements could 
be made through economy and close management from the 
current revenues, while I was Governor, that its effect would 
be as I verily believed, a saving of our people from the issu- 
ance of future bonds. I am still of that opinion and it is 
my prediction that every dollar which this Legislature may 
strike from my recommendations for the University and the 
institutions in less than five years will appear in an interest- 
bearing debt to plague the State for a generation or more. 

You are familiar with the proposal to reduce the property 
tax another 16 2-3 per cent. It may not be possible to accom- 
plish the entire expenditures recommended by me from the 
current revenues. If it could be done while the State tax at 
the same time is being reduced, I reasonably anticipated that 
you would be glad for it to be done and that you would 
hasten to authorize the attempt. 

However, this Resolution expresses your doubt and un- 
certainty in the matter, and as the law-making body of the 
State, you are certainly entitled to whatever information you 
may deem necessary or desirable before extending your assent 
to any xpenditures of public revenues. 

I perfectly know that all information which ean be derived 
through an investigating committee is at your hands in the 
biennial report on your desks. and is available from the com- 
missioner and others in direct charge of these institutions, 
and that funds whch will be urgently needed for other pur- 
poses will be expended in this investigation. Yet I am not 
permitted in these circumstances to disapprove your Resolu- 
tion. Such action upon my part would inevitably be misun- 
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derstood and the charge would result and the suspicion might 
remain in some minds that I or somebody had something to 
hide or conceal from an investigation. | 

On the other hand, these institutions are being excellently 
handled and managed, and in a way and manner of which 
I am exceedingly proud. Hence I can see no proper course 
after careful consideration of this Resolution, except to ap- 
prove it. 

When this Legislature has adjourned and these expenses 
have been incurred and paid, it will remain for my adminis- 
tration to produce and provide the necessary funds to ad- 
minister the State government in its manifold activities with- 
out leaving any deficit. You will have gone to your homes 
and your minds will cease to be troubled with these problems, 
but the responsibility will remain with us. 

Hence I trust you will not think me captious or inconsid- 
erate of legislative dignity and independence in my comments 
on these subjects. 

It is a tremendously hard and difficult matter to adjust the 
State’s finances to good order and to meet he ever-increasing 
demands on he State’s treasury. 

The result must be chaos and disorder without your sym- 
pathetic and full co-operation. This committee for the in- 
vestigation of these institutions, with the utmost economy will — 
necessarily expend a good many hundreds of dollars. 

I beg the membership of this committee to be as economical 
as possible. 

Knowing as I do how unnecessary is this expenditure, if 
consent to it with great reluctance, but in deference to your 
judgment and wishes. 

Senate Joint Resolution No. 18 provides for a joint com- 
mittee to investigate the status of the State highway system 
and such steps as should be taken for its early completion, and 
such legislation as could be usefully enacted. 

The road problem in our State has many phases. It has 
given us the greatest concern in the last two years. It was 
the bone of chief contention in the last General Assembly. 
The people are intensely interested in this subject. Our 
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course in the matter has been determined by the Democratic 
platform which is plain and specific in reference to the 
building and financing of our State system. It provides for 
the abandonment of county aid and the expenditure of ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 per year to be derived from current 
revenues supplemented with short term loans. However, how 
and when county participation is to be discontinued and the 
right distribution of the automobile funds between the State 
Highway Deparment and the several counties are phases of 
the present situation to which we have applied much thought 
and in which the people as a whole are keenly interested. 
While I am satisfied that much, if not all, of the information 
which a special committee may obtain, is now available from 
the biennial report of the Highway Commissioner and that 
the result of the committee’s work will be the conclusion which 
has already been recorded in the party’s platform and en- 
dorsed by the people; yet, the public interest in our roads is 
so keen that I am persuaded that it is well to let the whole 
subject and problem be reviewed by this committee. It may 
clarify our common judgment and promote a better under- 
standing. Hence I am returning this Resolution with my 
approval. 

Another Joint Resolution is before me. It is Senate Joint 
Resolution No. 20. It provides for a committee of seven to sit 
during the recess for the consideration of the general and 
miscellaneous appropriation bill and a general revenue bill, 
and such other matters as are proper to be considered accord- 
ing to the language of the Resolution. It provides a com- 
pensation of $10 per day to each member attending the hear- 
ing, and for the employment of a stenographer and clerk, and 
also for the committee to meet elsewhere than in Nashville 
in its judgment. It is easily seen that the expense of this 
committee will be $75 to $100 per day. 

The budget system was established to avoid such expens” 
The items in the appropriation, bill which was prepared in ac- 
cordance with the budget and introduced in the first days of 
the session, exclusive of the large appropriations to the Uni- 
versity and the institutions, to investigate which you have 
already provided special erritece are few and can 1: 
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quire little or no time to properly understand. It is utterly 
useless to spend the money which is contemplated in the 
investigation of those items. Undoubtedly the best and eco- 
nomical way to consider the appropriation bill is for the 
Senate and the House, sitting separately as committees ov 
the whole, to have the commissioners present and to let the 
whole membership of each body hear and have explained to, 
them each item in the bill. 

Such course will enable the entire membership of each body 
to understand every item for which an appropriation is pro- 
vided and much better than these items can be explained ii 
any report of a sub-committee or on the floor by the few 


members who would, under this Resolution, consider the bill 


during the reecss. There is no necessity for this committee, 
and notwithstanding my profound respect for the distin- 
guished members who have suggested its appointment, I am 
sure on reflection that it will be seen by your honorable bodies 
that such expenditure of the public funds is unwarranted. It 
would have been exceedingly well if you had limited the ex- 


pense of these committees and the time which might be con- — 


sumed by them at the public expense, and I hoped you might 
do so, but you have declined that suggestion. 

Iam wholly unable to give my approval to this Resolution, 
and if that committee is constituted and authorized to expend 
the large sum which is inevitable if it shall function at a daily 
expense around $100 as proposed, then the responsibility 


must be exclusively yours. I cannot conscientiously shard 


it with you. 

I beg you to understand that I am profoundly mindful 
that you and I represent independent but co-ordinate branches 
of the State government, and for your judgment and sin- 
cerity I entertain unbounded confidence and respect, and I 
sicerely desire to patriotically and usefully co-operate with 
you. I shall do so to the limit. My whole mind and heart 
are set on the prosperity and development of this State. The 
recommendations which I have made for your consideration 
have resulted from profound and intimate study and knowl- 
edge of the problems.

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Now and then you and I may differ, but I am thoroughly 
satisfied that we are striving to the same end and will event- 
ually reach conclusions for the best interest of our State. 

I am sorry to return the last mentioned Resolution without 
my approval, but I can take no other course. The other 
Resolutions have been approved and all are herewith re- 
turned.

To the Siaty-fourth General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee: . 
We, your Joint Committee appoimted by the Speakers of 
both Houses to make an investigation of the penal institutions 
of the State, consisting of the main prison at Nashville, the 
Brushy Mountain prison near Petros, the State Training and 
Agricultural School for White Boys located near Nashville, 
and the colored branch of this institution located on the 
Herbert Domain; beg leave to submit the following report: 
We assembled at Nashville on Monday, February 22nd, and 
organized by electing Senator John H. Trice, Chairman, 
Senator T. C. Locke, Vice Chairman, and: Representative 
J. W. Haynie, Secretary. The other members of this Com-

cows were old and poor, and the milk and butter production 
low on an average. The mules show age and are not in the 
best of condition. The beef cattle were in fine condition, the 
sheep also, both evidently being profit producers. 

A heavy rain falling the night before our visit made much 
of the roads over the farm impassable by auto, and on this 
account we could not make a survey of the entire farm. We 
think that with the labor and material available that ha: ~ 
surface roads should be constructed throughout the farm. 
This farm is a valuable piece of property, and should be kept 
in a high state of cultivation. Some 100 acres of the upland 
were seeded in alfalfa and looked splendid. 

We made a thorough investigation of the prison cells, 
manufacturing shops, the two hospitals, dining room, kitchen, 
bakery, laundry, bath rooms, and the woman’s department. 
As far as we could ascertain the living conditions of the in- 
stitution were in fair condition. 

We questioned in executive session prisoners taken at ran- 
dom from a number of the departments as to treatment, food, 
living conditions, punishment, working hours and ete., and 
found no reasonable basis for complaint, unless it be the 
sanitary condition of a few of the cells. Many of these were 
well kept, others fair. Those that were not well kept we be- 
heve to be due to a very great extent to the personality of the 
individual inmate. We found the fare of the prisoners in 
both the men’s and women’s departments abundant and 
wholesome, and considering the large amount necessary to 
prepare at once, was as well prepared as conditions would 
permit. The complaints made by some of the prisoners 
against this department we think were ill founded. 

We found no evidences of any unjust or excessive punish- 
ment, and are inclined to believe that the Warden is perhaps 
too liberal, and that if a more strict policy was maintained 
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better discipline would result. We commend the warden, 
deputy warden, chaplain and those associated with them in 
the religious and recreational work at the prison. The hos-. . 
pital we found to be in first class shape, and this department 
measures up to the standard. 

We saw practically the entire population and found the 
grade system being used, the same being designated by their 
clothing, and there is no doubt but that this system reduces 
punishment to some extent. 

We also commend the night school which is being conducted 
under the supervision of the chaplain. This seems to be well 
attended, and while attendance is not mandatory, it 1s en- 
couraged. No doubt many of the inmates are deriving a great 
deal of benefit from this school. | 

We found that the prisoners are being paid one-third of. 
their net earnings, the same being deposited and subject to. 
their check in small amounts as needed, or sent to their 
families. During the past two years approximately $50,000.00 
has been paid out in this manner. 

We found from the report of the Commissioner of Institu- 
tions that the total receipts of the main prison at Nashville 
for the one year period from July Ist, 1922, to July Ist, 1923, 
were $346,309.20. The total arashats turned into the State 
Treasury from the same source for the year period beginning 
July 1st, 1923, and ending July Ist, 1924, was $387,851.69. 
This was an increase during the latter year of $41,542.49. 
This increase was brought about largely by increased popula-. 
tion at the institution. 

The total amount of vouchers issued and paid hare the 
maintenance fund to which the above receipts were credited 
in the Comptroller’s office for the same two year period, that 
is, from July Ist, 1922, to July 1st, 1923, was $327,061.48. The 
total vouchers issued and paid during the year beginning 
July Ist, 1923, and ending July Ist, 1924, was $355,938.25, 
showing a total net profit of $19,247.72 for the period begin- 
ning July Ist, 1922, and ending July 1st, 1923, while the total 
net profit for the year beginning July Ist, 1923, and ending 
July 1st, 1924, is $31,913.44. Z

The Brushy Mountain Prison. 


We visited the Brushy Mountain Prison near Petros and 
made a careful investigation of every department, including 
the main office, sleeping quarters, dining room, kitchen, hos- 
pital, coal mines, coke ovens, logging department, camp and 
etc. 

We found practically the same system here in effect as in 


the main prison, and here too the institution seemed to be in 


charge of capable officials, and the business of the institution 
is being carried on in an orderly and efficient way. The food 
here is wholesome and is served in sufficient quantities. The 
general appearance of the inmates indicates that they are 
well cared for, healthy and comfortably clothed. The sleep- 
ing quarters were in good condition and a nice hospital is 
maintained, which is presided over by a resident physician 
who is ably assisted in caring for the sick by prison atten- 
dants. There are approximately five hundred and _ thirty 
prisoners at this branch of the main prison. The mine here 
is not, at the present time, as profitably mined as formerly, 
on account of the coal now mined not being of as high quality. 
This of course reduces the selling volume as well as the price. 
The management is however, anticipating opening up the 
Dean seam, which is of much better quality and thicker strata, 
and which les on the other side of the mountain. As soon as 
this is done we predict that the mine will again become a big 
paying proposition. The reason why this coal has not been 
worked before is on account of the poor railroad facilities 
that have always existed on that side of the mountain, but 
which are gradually improving. 

We also visited the logging camp on the eastern side of the 
mountain and there we found the operations moving along 
in good order and netting a profit to the State. 

The gross receipts for the period from July Ist 1922 to 
July 1st, 1923, at the Brushy Mountain Prison were $540,- 
526.65, while the gross receipts for the next year period be- 
ginning July Ist, 1923, and ending July Ist, 1924, were $406,- 
903.78. This shows a difference of $133,622.87 or decrease of 
this amount in the last year. The difference is explained, 

being due to the fact that during the years 1922 and 1923 there 
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was collected and turned into the State Treasury the sum of 
$160,671.59, which represented amount paid by the Emory | 
River Lumber Company for timber sold them on this tract 
of land in 1920. There was also collected during this period 
$32,852.89 on an old claim due from the Dayton Coal and 
Iron Company, which account was made during the admin- 
istration of Governor Hooper. 

The total amount of vouchers issted and paid by this 
branch from July 1st, 1922, to July 1st, 1923, was $239,593.24, 
and for the next year period of July Ist, 1923, to July Ist, 
1924, was $272,301.67, showing a total net profit at this branch 
for the year period beginning July 1st, 1922, to July Ist, 
1923, of $310,933.41, and a total net profit for the year period 
beginning July 1st, 1923, to July Ist, 1924, of $134,602.11. 

State Training and Agricultural School for White Boys. 

We made a thorough investigation of this institution. This 
school is located on a farm seven miles northwest of Nashville 
near the Hydes Ferry Pike and the Tennessee Central Rail- 
road. Mr. Jack Graves is in active charge of this school, and 
we were impressed with the efficiency, cleanliness and healthy 
living conditions which prevail there. The farm is in a high 
state of cultivation, the dairy well managed and profitable, 
the stock well cared for and in first class condition. ‘The 
school department under the direction of Mrs. Graves is do- 
ing a splendid work. The boys are required to attend school 
one-half of each day and work the other half in the various 
departments of the school. The same grades are taught here 
as are taught in the public schools of the state. This institu- 
tion needs an auditorium and gymnasium. The dormitories 
are entirely too small, it being necessary to use double deck 
beds in the main building! on account of a lack of floor space, 
and three boys have to sleep on double beds in the small boys 
dormitory. The ventilation in the sleeping quarters is good 
however. The inmates of this institution are growing boys 
and they cannot be properly developed so long as such con- 
ditions exist. There is no one room at this institution large 
enough to permit the seating of all of the boys at one time, 
therefore entertainments, religious exercises, and any other 
form of assembly cannot be successfully had. We are mak- 
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ing certain recommendations for this institution in the sum- 
mary of this report, to which we call your careful attention. 
We are favorably impressed with the whole institution which 
seems to be in perfect accord and order. The boys are well 
fed and comfortably clothed. A good hospital is maintained 
and on the whole we have only commendation for this school 
and its management. We consider it one of the most import- 
ant in the State. It is a noble work to arrest the tendency 
to crime of the youths of the State. We have no doubt but 
that the majority of the boys on leaving this institution will 
have their minds made up to live law abiding and religious 
lives. The training they receive will fit them to become useful 
citizens. 

We were impressed with the enthusiastic love of the work 
manifested by Mr. and Mrs. Graves. 

Colored Division of the State Training and Agricultural 


School. 


We visited the Herbert Domain where is located the colored 
branch of the State Training and Agricultural School. This 
school is located about sixteen miles from Pikeville, Tennes- 
see, on the Cumberland Plateau. The Herbert Domain at the 
time of its purchase was supposed to consist of 11,500 acres 
or more, but a subsequent survey shows less than 10,000 
acres. It is reached by railway by way of Bridgeport, Ala- 
bama, to Pikeville, and from Pikeville via horseback or auto- 
mobile, whenever the roads wilt permit. We made a thor- 
ough investigation of this school, inspecting the sleeping 
quarters, dining room, kitchen, hospital, laundry, baths, barns, 
schoolrooms, live stock, mine, and farm land. In the main 
the buildings were well kept, the kitchen and dining room 
only fair. 

The school is conducted by three white teachers, and has 
the same course of study prescribed for all state schools. The 
hospital was in good condition, bathing arrangements ade- 
quate to all needs. About six hundred acres of this land has 
been cleared and is now under cultivation. It is however very 
non-productive. It is best adapted to growing vegetables, 
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such as potatoes, beans, tomatoes, and cabbage, but requires 
high fertilization and good cultivation. We found that the 
average production of corn to be only six or seven bushels to 
the acre, and there is not enough grain grown on this farm 
to support the live stock necessary to cultivate it. 

A coal mine within one hundred yards of the power house 
has been abandoned. Another which has been opened on 
Glade Creek has been only shghtly mined. The coal seems to 
be in pockets, squeezed, contorted and irregular. Our in- 
vestigations convinces us that the coal under this property is 
of very little importance and would not be profitable to mine 
even under the most favorable transportation facilities; fur 
thermore, we find that not over one hundred acres could be 
relied upon to produce coal. We were not very favorably im- 
pressed with the timber that was on this land. The three 
main basic principles for the location of an institution of this 
character are water, sewerage and accessibility. This in- 
stitution has neither of the three. On account of the inac- 
eessibility of location, sterility of soil, and unpromising coal. 
we, your committee earnestly recommend: 


Recommendation. 


We Recommend, The removal of this institution from the 
Herbert Domain to some location more accessible, where the 
soil is more productive. We think that action to bring about 
this removal should be commenced at as early a time as possi- 
ble. At present this institution is a vast expense to the State. 

We Recommend, The re-enactment of the indeterminate 
sentence law. First class discipline cannot be maintained 
without it. | 

We Recommend, The appropriation of $10,000.00 for the 
woman’s building and small tuberculosis hospital at the main 
prison. . ) 

We Recommend, That the sum of $5,000.00 be appropriated 
to be used for repairs and replacements at the Brushy Moun- 
tain prison. | 

We Recommend, An appropriation of $100,000.00 or such 
part thereof as may be necessary for the building and im- 
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provement at the State Training and Agricultural School for 
White Boys, and for building an additional dormitory, gym- 
nasium ,auditorium and living quarters for guards. 

We Recommend, That the present law be so amended that 
the Commissioner of Institutions can, without resort to the 
Courts, remove any inmate from either one of the Agricul- 
tural and Training Schools to the penitentiary, after he be- 
comes, according to the available records, over twenty-one 
years of age, provided he has a long term sentence. 

We Recommend, To the Commissioner of Institutions that 
we have constructed by using convict labor, substantial pike 
roads to traverse the State farm at various points, this being 
the property of the people of the State and a very valuable 
one, should therefore be made of easy access to them under 
proper restriction. 

We Recommend, The extension of water and electric lights 
to the farm prison buildings, dairy, barn, old Baxter home 
and cottages. 

We Recommend, That the Commissioner of Institutions re- 
organize the dairy on the state farm and have a more efficient 
and competent man to take charge of the same. 

We Recommend, That in as much as there is now a statute 
authorizing the use of convicts upon public road construction, 
that the Commissioner of Institutions and the Highway Com- 
missioner together take up the feasibility of using some of 
the convict labor at some of the points in the State where 
heavy road building will be constructed, and that they be 
authorized to make such arrangements for the use of such 
convicts as may appear to them advantageous to the State. 

We Recommend, That a copy of the rules and regulations 
be given to each prisoner upon his arrival at the penitentiary 
to begin his sentence; and 

We Recommend, That the farm mansion on the Baxter 
farm be repaired and kept in a good state of preservation, 
the cost of which as well as the cost of any machinery neces- 
sary to construct a hard surface road, Shall be charged to the 
maintenance account. 

In Conclusion, We take pleasure in commending Commis- 
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sioner Louis S. Pope for his splendid executive ability, td 
which we attribute in a very large measure the business-like 
management prevailing in the State Institutions as a whole. 
Commissioner Pope is frank, fair, energetic, honest and hu- 
mane, and assisted the Committee in every way possible dur- 
ing our investigation.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee, That the charter of the City of Chatta- 
nooga, T’ennessee, and all acts amendatory thereof be and 
they are hereby amended so as to authorize and empower the 
City of Chattanooga, Tennessee, to condemn by the exercise 
of the power of eminent domain, any property whatever al- 
ready devoted to a public use or not, or by whomsoever owned, 
which the Board of Commissioners of said city may deem 
necessary for the extension of Broad Street in said city to 
connect with Cowart Street at its intersection with 13th 
Street in said city. Such power shall be exercised in the man- 
ner and on the terms and conditions now provided by law 
or as may be provided by law at the time any such proceed- 
ings may be begun. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, That the Board of Com- 
missioners of said city shall have the right and power to issue 
the negotiable bonds of the City to an amount in par value 
not to exceed the cost of the extension or widening or connec- 
tion or opening of any such street or streets, provided, how- 
ever, that before such bonds shall be issued, the question 
of whether or not they shall be issued shall be submitted to a 
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vote of the qualified voters of the city in a special election 
called for that purpose, and that a majority of those voting 
shall vote in favor of their issue. Upon passage of an ordi- 
nance by the Board of Commissioners of said City providing 
for the issuance of said bonds, it shall be the duty of the Board 
of Election Commissioners of Hamilton County, Tennesseee, 
to call such election, to be held not more than sixty days after 
the final passage uh such ordinance. 

Said Board of Commissioners shall enon election officers 
to hold said election and shall furnish them with a regular 
set of blanks upon which to record the votes, and make their 
returns, and shall furnish the Commissioners with the bal- 
lots, which shall be as follows:

Against Bonds 


The voters shall indicate their choice by making a X mark 
on either side of the line ‘‘For Bonds,’’ if they desire to vote 
in favor of issuance of the bonds, and on either side of the 
line ‘‘Against Bonds,’’ if they desire to vote against the is- 
suance of the bonds. 

Said election officers shall certify the returns to the Board 
of Election Commissioners in the regular way, the result of 
which shall be certified by the Board of Klection Commis- 
sioners to the Mayor of the City of Chattanooga. The ex- 
pense of holding such election shall be borne by said city. 
Such bonds shall be payable to bearer in lawful money of the 
United States at such place or places as may be designated 
in the bonds and be in such form and signed by such officers 
as may be provided in the ordinance directing their issue. 


Coupons may bear a facsimile signature or signatures, andin 


case any of such officers whose signatures appear on said 
- bond or coupons shall cease to be such officer before the de- 
livery of such bonds to the purchaser, such signatures shall, 
nevertheless, be valid and sufficient for all purposes, the same 
as if they had remained in office until delivery of the bonds. 

The bonds shall mature at such time as the Board of Com- 
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missioners may fix in the ordinance authorizing their issue 
and bear interest at a rate not exceeding six per cent per an- 
num, as may be designated in the bonds, payable, semi-annual- 
ly; and such bonds shall be of such denomination as the 
Board of Commissioners may direct. Said bonds shall be 
sold at public or private sale, at not less than par and accrued 
interest, and shall be the absolute and general obligation of 
the municipality. 

It shall be the duty of said Board of Commissioners to levy, 
in addition to all other taxes which said city is authorized 
to levy, and ad valorem tax to pay the interest on said bonds 
and to provide for a sinking fund sufficient to retire said 
bonds at maturity. 

No proceedings on the part of said municipality in any 
respect to the issuance of said bonds shall be necessary, ex- 
cept such proceedings as are required by this Act.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Mr. Speaker: I am directed by the Governor to transmit 
herewith a message in writing. 

J. D. Tatntey, Secretary. 

On motion the Governor’s message was received and or- 
dered spread upon the Journal, and is as follows: 

To the Honorable Members of the Sraty-fourth General 
Assembly: 

Pending before your bodies and set for consideration in the 
Senate today is a bill repealing the Act of 1919, known as the 
Public Utilities Act. The majority party in the General As- 
sembly is responsible for all general legislation. The people 
voted it into power and will hold it to strict accountability. 
Its control was conferred on plain and definite pledges which 
admit of no misunderstanding. ‘There were expressed in the 
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platform on which the Democratic party went to the country 
in the election of 1924. That platform contains a declaration 
directly bearing on the pending bill. It reads: ‘‘Our party 
is thoroughly committed to the principle of home rule and 
local control over public utilities. We reaffirm the provision 
in the platform of 1920, on this subject and endorse the posi- 
tion of the present administration as expressed in the two 
messages of the Governor to the last General Assembly on 
the subject. 

The provision in the platform of 1920 was the following: 
‘‘The passage by the Legislature in 1919 of what is known 
as the Public Utilities Bill was thought to be justified by the 
argument that it was necessary by reason of conditions grow- 
ing out of the war revolutionizing the prices of material and 
labor required to operate and maintain the utilities affected. 
However this may have been and without undertaking to de- 
termine that such position was sound, we believe that such 
exigency has passed and that there is again a decided trend 
of such conditions toward normal and we accordingly demand 
that said utilities bill be repealed by the Legislature which 
shall assemble in 1921.’’ 

The two messages of mine referred to in the last pro- 
nouncement of 1924, delivered to the General Assembly of 
1923, on January 17th, and March 20th, of that year are 
public documents appearing in the journals of both Senate 
and House and printed in pamphlet form. Copies are avail- 
able from this office. Those messages were a direct appeal 
to the Sixty-third General Assembly for the repeal of the 
Utilities Act and a literal redemption of the pledges embraced 
in the platform provision of 1920 and for the restoration of 
home rule over their utilities to our local communities. The 
platform of 1924 is a reiteration of that position and a new 
pledge to the same effect. 

These utterances constitute a solemn contract with the 
people, to which I subscribed and to which every Democratic 
member of this Assembly subscribed when we asked and 
accepted their suffrages on _that platform. 

Whence comes any present right to repudiate this pledge? 

Faith with the people to the last letter should be kept. 
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Whenever it is not done, representative government suffers 
a staggering blow. Our government is builded on the con- 
fidence of the people, in their elected officials. These officials 
should keep their promises without deviating a_ hair’s 
breadth, that such confidence shall always be deserved and 
retained. Thus our course in this matter is unmistably plain. 
It may be an economic and governmental error to abolish this 
commission. The subject has many angles and grave com- 
plexities. There is much misunderstanding about it. Per- 
haps the people will be disappointed in the relief which they 
are expecting from the repeal of this act. It may prove to be 
a mistake. Other legislation of remedial character may be 
necessary. These phases I am not discussing. 

The people have an undoubted right to any constitutional 
legislation which they want. Certainly they are entitled to 
what they have been’ promised. 

Therefore, in the ight of our common pledges on this sub- 
ject that no broken faith may reproach us hereafter, I invite 
your favorable consideration of the pending bill, which has 
for its effect the repeal of the present Utilities Commission 
in this State.

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“That the proceeds of the bonds herein authorized shall be 
issued for the building and maintaining and repairing of 
the following roads in Dyer County, Tennessee, and the 
bridges, culverts and levees necessary thereon, to-wit: 

First. To the building of hard surface road from the cor- 
porate limits of the town of Dyersburg, Tennessee, running 
westerly and with or near the upper Finley public road to 
the west boundary line of the Fourth Civil District. 

Second. <A road running from the first above designated 
starting at the forks of the upper and. lower Lenox road, 
running thence northerly to the foot of what is known as 
MeKnight Hill. 

Third. A road running from the village of Tatumville in 
the Kighth Civil District of Dyer County easterly along the 
route of the Dyersburg and Trenton road to the Gibson 
County line. _ 

Fourth. A road running from the village of Tatumville 
southerly to the Gibson County line. 

The Commissioners in locating said roads may disregard 
entirely the existing roads, if they can thereby straighten 
them and avoid curves, grades and overflowed sections. The 
said Commissioners or other authorities in charge of the 
construction of said roads shall not be required to build the 
roads in the order designated above, but the Commissioners 
shall be required to build or provide for the building of the 
roads above designated first from the funds created under 
this Act before repairing other roads in the county from said 
funds. 

The said Commissioners, after providing for the construc- 
tion of the road above designated, out of the remaining funds 
created under this Act, shall use as follows: 

First. To the repairing and hard surfacing the roads here- . 
tofore built of gravel in Dyer County. 

Second. To the building of any other roads proper and 
necessary, which the Commissioners may decide upon.”’

HOUSE BILLS ON THIRD READING. 


House Bill No. 240—To create a Highway Commission for 
Dyer County. 

Mr. Warren moved to amend as follows: 

Senate amendment to House Bill No. 240, being Dyer 
County Road Bill. | 

Amend Section 2 as it states here: 

‘‘Commissioner shall_be elected at the regular January 
term of County, Court in 1927 for the purpose of filling the 
vacancy created by the expiration of the term of office of 
the said Rube Rawles, and he shall be elected for a period 
of six yars, and at the January term of the quarterly court 
every two years thereafter there shall be elected a member 
of the said Board of Highway Commissioners for a term of 
six years, who shall take and assume the duties of his office 
immediately, to take the place of member of said Board 
whose term of office shall expire on that date.’’ 

‘‘The Commissioners herein named, and any and all Com- 
misioners who may be hereafter elected according to the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall serve until their successors shall 
have been elected and qualified.’’ 

Amend Section 3 as follows: By adding the word ‘‘is”’ 
after the word ‘‘person’’ and before the word ‘‘eligible,’’ 
and by adding after the word ‘‘county’’ and before the word 
Brand, + “oa trecholder.’’ 

Amend Section 5 as follows: By adding at the end of said 
section the following: 

‘‘Provided, however, that the then County Judge shall at- 
tend all the meetings on said Board and act with them in an 
advisory capacity, and he shall be given notice of the meet- 
ings of said Board.’’ 

Amend Section 7 as follows: By adding at the end of the 
paragraph the following: 
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‘Provided said Board shall not receive compensation ex- 
ceeding three days each month.”’ 

Amend second paragraph of Section 8 by striking out all 
the first paragraph down to and including the words Jan- 
uary 1, 1927, and insert in lieu thereof the following: ‘‘And 
L. O. Brayton, of Dyersburg, Tennessee, is hereby nominated 
and appointed as the first County Road Supervisor under this 
Act, and who shall serve in said capacity until his successor 
is elected and qualified.’’ 

Amend Section 10 by striking out the following language: 
‘“To levy ~ ‘1x on all taxable property in the county of not 
I-ss than fifteen cents, nor more than twenty-five cents on each 
100.00 worth of taxable property for highway purposes, and 
also a tax of not less than fifteen cents and not more than 
twenty-five cents on each $100.00 worth of taxable property 
for bridge and levee purposes; and shall also levy a privi- 
lege and merchants ad valorem tax not in excess of the State 
‘sx for highway purposes,’’ and insert in leu thereof the 
following language: ‘‘To levy a tay on all taxable property 
— in the county of not less than five cents, nor more than fifteen 
cents on each $100.00 worth of taxable property for highway, 
bridge and levee purposes; and shall also levy a privilege and 
merchants ad valorem tax not in excess’ of th State tax for 
highway, bridge and levee purposes.”’ 

‘“Provided, this tax shall not apply to such wagons, unless 
they are used for hauling purposes on public roads or high- 
ways.”’ 

Amend the fourth paragraph of Section 8 by striking out 
the words ‘‘It is hereby fixed at’’ immediately after the word 
‘‘Supervisor,’’ and before the word ‘‘the,’’ and insert in lien 
thereof the following language, ‘‘shall not exceed.’ 

Add at the end of Section 10 the following: ‘‘Provided, 
however, that the above taxes, when so levied, shall be in lieu 
of all other taxes on such property for highway and bridge 
and levee purposes.’’ ‘‘And said funds so derived from said 
tax levies shall not be expended by the Commissioners upon 
- any hard surface or graveled parts of roads already im- 
proved or provided for under bond issue during the first two 
years following the passage of this Act.’’ 
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Amend first paragraph of Section 11 by striking out the 
same and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

‘‘Section 11. Be it further enacted, That from and after 
the passage of this Act, any person, firm, association or cor- 
poration or resident maintaining any office or agency in this 
county, owning or using any automobile, or automobile 
truck, used for hauling or conveying freight or conveying 
persons or any other purposes, whether for hire or personal 
use, any log wagon, or other wagons used wholly or partially 
for hauling logs, who shall operate the same or permit the 
same to be used or operated over or upon any public road, 
street, highway or thoroughfare in this county; such owner 
or user thereof shall cause each and every such vehicle to 
be registered with the Clerk of the County Court of said 
county, giving the kind and make or other sufficient descrip- 
tion of such vehicle, together with the name and address of 
the owner. or user, and shall pay therefor into the hands of 
the County Court Clerk, which shall be by the Clerk paid into 
the hands of the County Trustee, and credited to the road 
funds, the following fees, to-wit: 

For each automobile (except truck or vehicle propelled by 
gasoline, steam or electricity or mechanical power) not 
weighing exceeding 1,600 pounds, $3.00 per year. 

For each of such automobile or vehicle weighing more than 
1,600 pounds and not exceeding 2,500 pounds, $4.00 per year. 

For each of such automobile or vehicle weighing more than 
2,000 pounds and not exceeding 3,500 pounds, $5.00 per year. 

For each of such automobile or vehicle weighing more than 
3,000 pounds and not exceeding 4,500 pounds, $6.00 per year. 

For each of such automobile or vehicle weighing more than 
4,500 pounds, $7.00 per year. i 

For each truck not over one ton capacity, $4.00 per year. 

For each truck over one ton capacity an addition of $2.50 
for each additional ton rated capacity per year. 

For each automobile bus of one ton capacity, $4.00 per 
year. 

For each such bus over one ton capacity an addition of 
$2.50 for each additional ton rated capacity per year. 
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For each two-horse log wagon, $15.00 per year. 

For each log wagon pulled by more than two horses, $35.00 
per year.

Senate Joint Resolution No. 32—Relative to amendment — 
to the Constitution. 
Passed first reading and is as follows: , 
Senate Joint Resolution No. 32—A resolution to propose 
amendments of Article 2, Section 28, of the Constitution, 
tpon the subject of taxation. (By Simonton and Fuller.) 
Whereas, Section 28 of Article 2 of the Constitution of 
Tennessee requires property of every kind to be taxed on 
the basis of its value and at the same rate; and 
Whereas, The practical effect of such an ad valorem tax — 


on stocks, bonds, choses in action and other intangible prop- 
erty, the income from which does not on the average exceed 
five or six per cent, would be to subject about one-half of 
such income and to leave to the owner a manifestly inade- 
quate return on his investment; and 

Whereas, There has existed for many years a feeling 
throughout the State that this was unfair and unjust, in 
consequence of which such property has to a large extent 
not been returned for assessment and is thus escaping taxa- 
tion altogether; and 

Whereas, It is confidently believed that a reasonable tax 
on the income of property of this kind would be recognized 
by the owners thereof as just and fair, and would enable 
such property to be made contributory to the public reve- 
nues; and 

Wher eas, While real property has a generally stable value, 
the value of intangible personal property, on the other hand, 
such as household furniture, livestock and farming arity 
ments, diminishes rapidly, so that for this and other reasons 
it may be to the advantage of the State to tax personalty 
at a different rate from real property and to fix a different 
rate for different classes of personal property; and 

Whereas, It is necessary for these purposes to amend the 
Constitution in the manner hereinafter proposed: 

Section 1. Be it therefore resolved, by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Tennessee, a ma-— 
jority of all of the members of each House concurring as 
shown by the yeas and nays entered on their journals, (a) 
that it is herewith proposed that the first part of Section 
28, of Article 2 of the Constitution of Tennessee, being that 
part ending with the words ‘‘in the hands of the producer 
and his immediate vendee,’’ be amended so as to read as 
follows: | 

“Sec. 28. All property, real, personal or mixed, shall be 
taxed, but the Legislature may except such as may be held 
by the State, by counties, cities or towns, and used exclusively 
for public or corporation purposes, and such as may be held 
and used for purposes purely religious, charitable, scientific, 
literary or educational, and shall except one thousand dol-

lars’ worth of personal property in the hands of each tax- 
payer, and the direct product of the soil in the hands of the 
producer, and his immediate vendee; provided, however, that 
with respect to stocks, bonds, choses in action and other in- 
tangible property, the Legislature may, in heu of imposing 
a direct tax, tax the income thereof ;’’ and 

(b) That it is hereby further and separately proposed 
that the immediately following language of Section 28 of 
Article 2 of the Constituion, beginning with ‘‘all property 
shall be taxed,’’ and ending with ‘‘in such manner as they 
may from time to time direct,’’ and amended so as to read 
as follows: 

‘‘All property upon which a direct tax is levied shall be 
taxed according to its value, that value to be ascertained 
in such manner as the Legislature shall direct. All real prop- 
erty shall be taxed at the same rate, but the Legislature 
shall have the right to classify personal property and to fix 
a different rate for such property and for the different 
classes thereof, provided that such classification shall be rea- 
sontable and that all personal property of the same class shall 
be taxed alike. The Legislature shall have the right to tax 
merchants, peddlers and privileges in such manner as they 
may from time to time direct.’’ 

Sec. 2. Be it further resolved, That the foregoing amend- 
ments, if adopted, shall become effective on January first fol- 
lowing their adoption, and that the taking effect of either 
amendment shall not in any wise depend upon the taking 
effect of the other. 

Sec. 3. Be it further resolved, That the foregoing amend- 
ments be referred to the next General Assembly, and that 
these resolutions proposing such amendments be published 
six mouths before the time of choosing such General Assem- 
bly. Such publication shall be made by the Secretary of 
State in one daily newspaper of Memphis, Jackson, Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and Knoxville, and he shall make report 
thereof to such next General Assembly, and sufficient moneys 
are hereby appropriated from the treasury to pay the ex- 
penses thereof.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Mr. Speaker: I am directed by the Governor to transmit 
herewith a message in writing. 
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To the Honorable Senate and House of Repre of 
the Sixty-fourth General Assembly: 

Reforestation must be undertaken by our states and by 
the nation as well. The lives of men are too short and the 
investment is too long deferred for the people to reforest 
the country. Our timber reserves are disappearing with 
distressing rapidity. In a few years there will be no stand- 
ing timber of any consequence. Trees are an economic and 
social necessity. Land values are low at the present time. 
There is little or no market for land outside the cities. I am 
tremendously impressed that Tennessee should not delay the 
inauguration of a broad and comprehensive policy of re- 
forestation. We have disregarded valuable opportunities in 
the past. We have let our water power be taken over by 
private interests. We could have used our convicts in the 
drainage of West Tennessee lands and saved a great deal of - 
money for the people and made _ splendid returns for the 
State. 

The present great opportunity confronting this State is the 
acquisition of properly distributed and well selected cut-over 
lands. They can be bought very low now. In a few years 
the annual take-off of timber will serve an indispensable 
social and economic need and practically relieve the people 
of all State taxes. The recent disaster in Sumner County 
is a frightful example of what may be expected with increas- 
ing violence and frequency as the country is denuded of its 
timber. It is going to cost us a good sum of money to save 
Reelfoot Lake because the timber about it has been cut and 
the loam and soil are filling its bed. We must be thinking 
on this problem and something must be done to restore our 
forests. This State should be growing timber on a million 
acres of cut-over land. It can be bought cheaply now and we 
should lose no time in acquiring it. Another generation will 
call us blessed, if we do. 

With this policy in mind, I took an option last year on a 
large tract in the Smoky Mountains. Our rivers are born in 
the mountains. It is vitally necessary to preserve the timber 
on those water sheds. In a few years, unless we save the 
timber on the mountains and on the banks of our streams, 
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the water supply will be dangerously imperiled. Our rivers 
and streams will soon be a slow movement of mud and silt 
unless we afford some protection from the soil erosions. 
How can we begin this policy of reforestation? The people 
would not be willing to issue bonds nor to increase the tax 
rate. After much consideration, I hit upon the plan of find- 
ing the cash value of the cut-over land and splitting the price 
into twenty installments without interest. This, in effect, is 
no more than finding the cash value and paying interest 
thereon for twenty years. The owners of our timber lands 
know when the timber is taken off, that its chief value to 
them is realized. Much of the land is not suited to agricul- 
tural purposes, and at the present time there is little or no 
market for farming lands. The owners of this valuable area 
in the Smoky Mountains were induced to option the tract 
on this basis. It was an excellent opportunity to present the 
idea to our people and to get them to thinking of reforesta- 
tion, and it is the only feasible plan under which we can 
possibly afford to acquire extensive areas. We cannot afford, 
in my judgment, not to buy that property. It is some eighty 
thousand acres. Its purchase has been heralded to the State 
as a park project. Always, in my mind was the big idea of 
reforestation and a beginning on the headwaters of our 
streams and under this simple and feasible plan of payment, 
and the property is admirably suited because of its fertility 
to quick and valuable reforestation. This property borders 
on the North Carolina line. We will soon be extending our 
connecting roads into that State. Here was an opportunity 
to use this property for its timber-growing values, and at the 
same time to constitute it with little or no extra expense, 
into a State park. These parks are not fads. They have a 
distinct recreational purpose and value. All of the states 
are undertaking their establishment with few exceptions. 
They are great inducements to tourist travel. Nowhere in 
the world, certainly not in the United States, is there < 
more beautiful and majestic mountain area than this tract in 
the Great Smokies, now under option to the State. The prop- 
erty was adapted admirably to the combined purpose of re- 
forestation and recreational uses. 
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I have-given much thought and investigation to this mat- — 
ter, that for myself, I am perfectly indifferent if this area is 
bought, whether the Federal Government ever takes it. In 
twenty years, when these payments will have been coin- 
pleted, it is as certain that this property will be worth many 
millions of dollars and many times its proposed cost as that 
my name will appear to this message. The people do not 
see it now because they have been misinformed about the 
whole project, but in time, if this property is bought, it will 
be seen what a great investment was made. It will return 
is cost many fold. 

However, a commission has been appointed for the loca- 
tion of a Hy era park in the Blue Ridge Mountains in Vir- 
ginia and in the Smoky Mountains in North Carolina and 
Tennessee. It is almost certain that the park will be recom- 
mended for location in the Smokies, embracing this area, and 
is 1s equally as certain that its location there will depend on 
the purchase of the property by the State or our people azc 
its donation to the Government. Do we want the national 
park there? If we do, it is suicide to refuse this option. Vir- 
ginia is proposing to expend a million dollars or more to 
secure the location of the park in her State. Under this. 
option we would secure a like park in our mountains at a cost 
between $150,000 and $200,000, for under the terms of this. 
option the ammortized payments can be cashed on a basis of 
six per cent interest compounded. It is reasonable to assume,. 
if the Government located the park there and we donated 
this property, that the Government would construct roads. 
through it, connecting our system with the North Carolina 
roads, and such construction would probably relieve us of .an 
expenditure which we are going to make eventually whether 
we do or do not buy this property, and exceeding its cost. If 
we do not wish to pay cash, we have only to pay $15,000 a 
year for the next twenty years, and our increased sale of 
gasoline to tourists and visitors through the State tax there- 
on will soon exceed these annual payments. The people of 
Knoxville have agreed to assume one-third of the entire 
cost of the property, at least a number of private citizens. 
have extended such assurance and the pending bill is con- 
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ditioned that the property shall not be bought unless Knox- 
ville does pay one-third of its price. 

Never again, in all probability, will this State have the 
same opportunity which is now presented for a nominal ex- 
pense, to begin and illustrate a great, invaluable and far- 
reaching reforestation policy to our people as through the 
acquisition of this property and at the same time to probably 
locate within our borders a great national park which will 
annually bring thousands of visitors to Tennessee. I am 
perfectly aware that this project is unpopular in the State at 
this time. That is, because it is not understood and has been 
wilfully misrepresented in some quarters. The fact of the 
business is, we have no right to think of personal popularity. 
Our duty is to find the great needs for making Tennessee a 
ereater State and bringing her resources into action and pre- 
senting her wonderful opportunities to the world. I know 
that no mistake has been made in taking this option and in 
the steps looking to the purchase of this land, but that a great 
and lasting mistake will be made if the property is not 
bought. In time the people will see its wonderful value. This 
State can easily carry a million acres of cut-over land on the 
basis of this option without any inconvenience. 

KMarnestly and sincerely do I ask the whole-hearted and 
patriotic consideration of this matter by your Honorable 
Bodies. The results will soon vindicate your judgment, if 
you accept the option which is before you, and the people 
in a short time will realize their mistaken views and their 
inevitable endorsement of your action will certainly follow.

RESOLUTIONS LYING OVER. 


Senate Joint Resolution No. 32—Relative to amendment 
to the Constitution. 
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Passed second reading and is as follows: 

Senate Joint Resolution No. 32—A resolution to propose 
amendments of Article 2, Section 28, of the Constitution upon 
the subject of taxation. (By Simonton and Fuller.) 

Whereas, Section 28 of Article 2 of the Constitution of 
Tennessee requires property of every kind to be taxed on 
the basis of its value and at the same rate; and 

Whereas, The practical effect of such an ad valorem tax 
on stocks, bonds, choses in action and other intangible prop- 
erty, the income from which ‘oes not on the average exceed 
five or six per cent, would be to subject about one-half of 
such income and to leave to the owner a manifestly inade- 
quate return on his investment; and 

Whereas, There has existed for many years a feeling 
throughout the State that this was unfair and unjust, in con- 
sequence of which such prorerty has to a large extent not 
been returned for assessment and is thus escaping taxation 
altogether; and 

Whereas, It is confidently beleved that a reasonable tax 
on the income of property of this kind would be recog- 
nized by the owners therest as just and fair, and would 
enable such property to be made contributory to the public 
revenues; and 
_ Whereas, While real prorerty has a generally stable value, 
the value of tangible persenal property, on the other hand, 
such as household furniture, livestock and farming imple- 
ments, diminishes rapidly, so that for this and other reasons 
it may be to the advantage of the State to tax personalty at 
a different rate from real property and to fix a different 
rate for different classes of personal property; and 

Whereas, It is necessary for these purposes to amend the 
Constitution in the manner hereinafter proposed: 

Section 1. Be it, therefore, resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Tennessee, a ma- 
jority of all of the members of each house coneurring as 
Shown by the veas and nays entered on their journals, (a) 
that it is herewith proposed that the first part of Section 28 
of Article 2 of the Constitution of Tennessee, being that part 
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ending with the words, ‘‘in the hands of the producer and 
his immediate vendee,’’ be amended so as to read as follows: 

‘‘Sec. 28. All property, real, personal or mixed, shall be 
taxed, but the Legislature may except such as may be held 
by the State, by counties, cities or towns, and used exclusive- 
ly for public or corporation purposes, and such as may be 
held and used for purposes purely religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary or educational, and shall except. one thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of personal property in the hands of 
each taxpayer ,and the direct product of the soil in the hands 
of the producer and his immediate vendee; provided, how- 
ever, that with respect to stocks, bonds, choses in action and 
other intangible property, the Legislature may, in lieu of im- 
posing a direct tax,-tax the income thereof ;’’ and 

(b) that it is hereby further and separately proposed that 
the immediately following language of Section 28 of Article 
2 of the Constitution beginning with ‘‘all property shall be 
taxed,’’ and ending with ‘‘in such manner as they may from 
time to time direct,’’ be amended so as to read as follows: 

‘All property upon which a direct tax is levied shall be 
taxed according to its value, that value to be ascertained in 
such manner as the Legislature shall direct. All real prop- 
erty shall be taxed at the same rate, but the Legislature 


shall have the right to classify personal property and to fix: 


a different rate for such property and for the different classes 
thereof, provided that such classification shall be reasonable 
and that all personal property of the same class shall be 
taxed alike. The Legislature shall have the right to tax mer- 
chants, peddlers and privileges in such manner as they may 
from time to time direct.’’ 


Sec. 2. Be it further resolved, That the foregoing amend- — 


ments, if adopted, shall become effective on January 1 follow- 
ing their adoption, and that the taking effect of either amend- 
ment shall not in any wise depend upon the taking effect of 
the other. 


Sec. 3. Be it further resolved, That the foregoing amend- — 


ments be referred to the next General Assmbly, and that 
these resolutions proposing such amendments be published 
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six months before the time of choosing such General Assem- 
bly. Such publication shall be made by the Secretary of State 
in one daily newspaper of Memphis, Jackson, Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and Knoxville, and he shall make report thereof to 
such next General Assembly, and sufficient moneys are hereby 
appropriated from the treasury to pay the expenses thereof.

AMENDMENT NO. 2. 


Whereas, The State of Tennessee is now and for some 
years past has been engaged in an extensive road building 
program involving the expenditure of several million dollars 
annually; and 

Whereas, It is necessary in carrying on this extensive work 
for the Departmnt of Highways and Public Work to have 
business dealings with the various counties of the State, and 
to make contracts with them concerning many matters in con- 
nection with the construction of State highways; and 

Whereas, The building of such roads under the supervision 
of the Department of Highways and Public Works, and the 
business dealings of said department with the various coun- 
ties, persons, firms and corporations, is necessarily done by 
contract with such counties, persons, firms or corporations, 
in which all such contracting parties are financially inter- 
ested, and by reason of which many questions may and do 
arise affecting their rights, which questions or controversies 
all such contracting parties are entitled to have passed upon 
and settled by some impartial board or tribunal, which is not 
subject alone to the decision of the Department of Highways 
and Public Works, or any officer thereof, without other or 
further redress; and 

Whereas, Doubt has been expressed as to the right of any 
county, person, firm or corporation to resort to the courts 
of the State for redress of just grievances against said De- 
partment of Highways and Public Works, without legislative 
permission and sanction; therefore: 

Section 1. Be it shaded by the General eer ye. of the 
State of Tennessee, That the Secretary of State, Comptroller, 
and Treasurer of the State of Tennessee be and are hereby 
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constituted a board of arbitrators, whose duty it shall be, in 


addition to the duties now imposed by law upon said body, to 
hear and determine all questions of dispute heretofore or 
hereafter arising between the Department of Highways and 
Public Works on the one side, and any county of said State 
or any person, firm or corporation, growing out of contracts 
made in connection with the building of State highways in the 
State of Tennessee, when properly brought before it under 
this Act. 

See. 2. Be it further enacted, That when any county, per- 
son, firm or corporation coming within the provisions of this 
Act shall feel aggrieved by any action, decision or ruling of 
the Department of Highways and Public Works in any man- 
ner pertaining to their contracts or dealings with said de- 
partment, it or they shall have the right to file a petition 
addressed to said Board of Arbitrators, setting out fully and 
in detail the question or questions involved and complained 
of, and shall file therewith a certified check in the sum of 
Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($250.00) or cash to that 
amount, as a bond for cost, said fund to be held by said 
Board of Arbitrators subject to its orders until the final 
determination of any such suit so brought before said Board 
of Arbitrators. During the progress of any such case so 
brought by petition, should it appear to said Board of Arbi- 
trators that an additional sum is necessary to be filed with it 
for the purpose of defraying the costs and expenses incident 
to the preparation and trial of such case, then said Board 
of Arbitrators shall have the power to require the petitioner 
to increase the amount within reasonable limits so as to pro- 
tect the Department of Highways and Public Works against 
loss and damage on account of the bringing of frivolous or 
malicious suits against it. No petition shall be endorsed filed 
without it is accompanied by the payment of the sum of 
$250.00 in cash, or a duly certified check in that amount. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That on the filing of such 
petition against the Department of Highways and Public 
Works by any county, person, firm or corporation, as above 
provided, a copy thereof shall forthwith issue and be served 
upon the Commissioner of Highways and Public Works, and 
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for this purpose it shall be sufficient if a copy is left on his 
desk in his office in the City of Nashville, or that actual notice 
be given to some subordinate official in the Highway Depart- 
ment of the filing of such petition, in the event the Com- 
missioner should not be found by the officer serving the 
process. 3 

The Department of Highways and Puble Works shall then 
have twenty (20) days in which to prepare and file its answer. 
No demurrer, plea in abatement, or dilatory defense shall be 
allowed, but the defense shall be by answer to the merits of 
the claim presented by and set forth in the petition, and if it 
shall appear that the claim is without merit, the petition shall 
be dismissed, but if a meritorious claim is presented and sup- 
ported by the evidence, the award, or judgment, shall be in 
favor of the petitioner; it being the purpose of this Act to 
take away technical defenses and to have the awards or 
judgments based upon the justness and merit of such claim. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That said Board of Arbitra- 
tors shall have power to require defense to be made within 
less time than that above given, for satisfactory reasons made 
to appear to it, or it may extend the time for the making 
of defense, for satisfactory reasons made to appear. And 
when defense is made it shall be the duty of said Board of 
Arbitrators to fix a date for the hearing on said petition and 
to require all proper and necessary steps to be taken to bring 
the case to final hearing on the merits, and may prescribe the 
time and manner of taking proof in the case, appoint com.

RESOLUTIONS LYING OVER. 


Senate Joint Resolution No. 32—Relative to an amendment 
to the Constitution which is as follows: 

Senate Joint Resolution No. 32—A resolution to propose 
amendments of Article 2, Section 28, of the Constitution upon 
the subject of taxation. (By Simonton and Fuller.) 

Whereas, Section 28 of Article 2 of the Constitution of 
Tennessee requires property of every kind to be taxed on the 
basis of its value and at the same rate; and 

Whereas ,The practical effect of such an advalorem tax on 
stocks, bonds, choses in action and other intangible property, 
the income from which does not on the average exceed five or 
six per cent, would be subject to about one-half of such in- 
come and to leave to the owner a manifestly inadequate re- 
turn on his investment; and 

Whereas, There has existed for many years a feeling 
throughout the State that this was unfair and unjust, in con- 
Sequence of which such property has to a large extent not 
been returned for assessment, and is thus escaping taxation 
altogether; and 

Whereas, It is confidently believed that a reasonable tax on 
the income of property of this kind would be recognized by 
the owner thereof as just and fair, and would enable such 
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property to be made contributory to the public revenues; and — 

Whereas, While real property has a genera!ly stable value, 
the value of tangible personal property, on the other hand, © 
such as household furniture, livestock and farming imple- 
ments, diminishes rapidly, so that for this and other reasons 
it may be to the advantage of the State to tax personalty 
at a different rate from real property and to fix a different 
rate for different classes of personal property; and. . 

Whereas, It is necessary for these purposes to amend the 
Constitution in the manner hereinafter proposed: 

Section 1. Be it therefore resolved, by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Tennessee, a ma- 
jority of all of the members of each house concurring, as 
shown by the yeas and nays entered on the journals, (a) that 
it is herewith proposed:that the first part of Section 28, of 
Article 2, of the Constitution of Tennessee, being that part 
ending wih the words ‘‘in the hands of the producer and his. 
immediate vendee,’’ be amended so as to read as follows: 

‘‘Sec. 28. All property, real, personal or mixed, shall be 
taxed, but the Legislature may except such as may be held 
by the State, by counties, cities or towns, and used exclusively 
for public or corporation purposes, and such as may be held 
and used for purposes purely religious, charitable, scientific, 
literary or education, and shall except one thousand dollars’ 
worth of personal property in the hands of each taxpayer, 
and the direct product of the soil in the hands of the pro- 
ducer, and his immediate vendee; provided, however, that 
with respect to stocks, bouds, choses in action and other in- 
tangible property, the Legislature may, in lieu of imposing 
a direct tax, tax the income thereof ;’’ and | 

(b) that it is hereby further and separately proposed 
that the immediately following language of Section 28 of 
Article 2 of the Constitution beginning with ‘‘a!l property 
shall be taxed,’’ and ending with ‘‘in such manner as they 
may from time to time direct,’’ and amended so as to read 
as follows: : 

‘*All property upon which a direct tax is levied shall be 
taxed according to its value, that value to be ascertained in 
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such manner as the Legislature shall direct. All real prop- 
erty shall be taxed at the same rate, but the Legislature 
shall have the right to classify personal property and to fix a 
different rate for such property and for the different classes 
thereof, provided that such classification shall be reasonable 
and that al personal property of the same class shall be 
taxed alike. The Legislature shall have the right to tax 
merchants, peddlers and privileges in such manner as they 
may from time to time direct.’’ 

Sec. 2. Be it further resolved, That the foregoing amend- 
ments, if adopted, shall become effective on January 1 fol- 
lowing their adoption, and that the taking effect of either 
amendment shall not in any wise depend upon the taking 
effect of the other. 

Sec. 3. Be it further resolved, That the foregoing amend- 
ments be referred to the next General Assembly, and that 
these resolutions proposing such amendments be. published 
six months before the time of choosing such General Assem- 
bly. Such publication shall be made by the Secretary of 
State in one daily newspaper of Memphis, Jackson, Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and Knoxville, and he shall make report 
thereof to such next General Assembly, and sufficient moneys 
are hereby appropriated from the treasury to pay the ex- 
penses thereof. 

Mr. Simonton moved to amend as follows: 

‘‘A resolution to propose amendments of Article 2, Sec- 
tion 28, of the Constitution upon the subject of taxation,’’ so 
as to add at the end of the preamble and immediately preced- 
ing Section 1 the following: 

‘‘Whereas, farming property as a class is less productive 
than other classes of property, so that it may be to the interest 
of the State, in order to encourage farming, to lighten the 
direct taxes on that class of property.’’ 

And so as to substitute in the second proposed amendment 
set out in Section 1 of said resolution after the words ‘‘as the 
Legislature shall direct,’’ a semiculon in the place of a period, 
and to add the following language: 
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‘‘Provided, however, that the Legislature shall have the 
right in its discretion to fix the tax on farming property at 
less than its value, but at not less than 60 per cent thereof.’’

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Mr. Speaker: I am directed by the Governor fo return 
herewith the following Senate Bill without his approval and 
a message in writing: Senate Bill No. 355.

On motion the message was received, ordered read by the 
Clerk and spread on the Journal, hick is as follows; = @ 
To the Honorable Senate of the Sixty-fourth General Assem- 

bly: 

I have held Senate Bill No. 355 to the last moment in @ 
careful examination of everything which has been brought 
to my attention favorable to its approval. I am obliged to 
return this bill without my approval. It is designed to miti- 
gate the ‘‘loan-shark evil’’ in this State. Probably to some 
extent the law would have that effect. But I cannot give 
my approval to the proposition of making valid an interest 
charge of 42 per cent. Of course, it is written into the bill 
that 3 per cent per month shall be taken as expenses, but the 
transaction being validated is a loan of money and what is 

paid by the borrower is interest in the last analysis. 
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My mind does not give its consent to curing a larger evil 
through a lesser evil. Such process is inconsistent with pub- 
lic policy and our laws against usury. We repealed the 8 per 
cent interest law at the last session, and to now deliberately 
authorize an interest of 42 per cent on loans under $300.00 
is irreconcilable to my mind with our former action. This bill 
was undoubtedly passed in a laudable effort to improve the 
oppressive conditions affecting our industrial classes, and to 
enable them to obtain their accommodations at lower rates. 
lf this bill provided the sole relief, it might be advisable 
to tolerate its provisions, but it seems to me, in view of the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court in the case of State vs. 
Tennessee Finance Company, decided February 8, 1925, that 
a simple amendment to the existing statute of 1917 is the 
preferable course. Chapter 62 of the Acts of that year is a 
eomprehensive statute which was intended to relieve this sit- 
uation. It has heretofore proven ineffective because it was 
not considered to apply to persons engaged in purchasing 
earned or unearned wages. However, our court held in this 
last case that those individuals and corporations which are 
making loans to wage earners and charging excessive interest 
are lenders of money and amenable to our privilege taxc: 
and therefore they come within the provisions of this Act of 
1917. That Act seems to me to authorize as much interest 
as any law should properly do and perhaps more, and cer- 
tainly there will be those to engage in the business under its 
terms if it is simply amended as to make it apply unmistaka- 
bly to those concerned and individuals who are loaning on 
salaries, and bringing those engaged in such business under 
the direct control and supervision of the Insurance and Bank- 
ing Department of the State. Such a bill is pending, and if 
enacted, its provision will absolutely suffice in my judgment 
to compel the ‘‘loan sharks,’’ so-called, to observe and com- 
ply with the law or be driven from business. There is time 
to pass such an Act and it can be readily supplied if I am 
mistaken in my information that the Act in mind is now 
pending. I have gone into this question very carefully with 
the Attorney-General and able counsel and it is agreed that 
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it is very easy to do amend the existing law of 1917 as to com- 
pel those doing the character of business intended to be regu- 
lated to come under and within its provisions. My very dis- 
tinct objection to this proposed bill is the ease with which it 
can be extended to all classes of small borrowers. There is a 
large class making crops in our cotton and tobacco districts 
to whom the provisions of this bill could be readily applied 
and they should not, under any circumstances, be forced to 
pay such costs for their necessary accommodations. 

It is agreed that the chief victims of the present extortion 
are our wage earners. Their organizations are not agreed 
on the necessity of this law, and in view of their disagree- 
~ent and the obvious disadvantages which may result to our 
other classes of small borrowers, I am unable, after mature 
reflection, to give my approval of this bill.

Senate Joint Resolution No. 32—Relative to amendment 
to the Constitution which is as follows: 


SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 32. 


(Simonton and Fuller) 


A resolution to propose amendments of Article 2, Section 
28, of the Constitution upon the subject of taxation. 

Wuereas, Section 28 of Article 2 of the Constitution of 
‘T'enessee requires property of every kind to be taxed on the 
basis of its value and at the same rate; and 


Whereas, the practical effect of such an ad valorem tax on. 


stocks, bonds, choses in action and other intangible property, 
the income from which does not on the average exceed five or 
six per cent, would be to subject about one-half of such in- 
come and to leave to the owner a manifestly inadequate re- 
turn on his investment; and 

Whereas, there has existed for many years a feeling 
throughout the State that this was unfair and unjust, in con- 
sequence of which such property has to a large extent not 
been returned for assessment and is thus escaping taxation 
altogether; and 

Whereras, it is confidently believed that a reasonable tax 
on the income of property of this kind would be recognized 
by the owners thereof as just and fair, and would enable such 
property to be made contributory to the public revenues; and 

Whereas, while real property has a generally stable value,. 
the value of tangible personal property, on the other hand, 


such as household furniture, live stock and farming imple- — 
ments, diminishes rapidly, so that for this and other reasons. — 


it may be to the advantage of the State to tax personalty at a 
different rate from real property and to fix a different rate 
for different classes of personal property; and 


Whereas, it is necessary for these purposes to amend the 


Constitution in the manner hereinafter proposed; 
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Whereas, farming property as a class is less productive 
- than other ec’asses of property, so that it may be to the inter- 
est of the State, in order to encourage farming, to lighten the 
direct tax on that class of property ; 

Section 1. Be it therefore, Resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Tennessee, a ma- 
jority of all of the members of each house concurring as 
shown by the yeas and nays entered on their journals, (a) that 
it is herewith proposed that the first part of Section 28 of 
Article 2 of the Constitution of Tennessee, being that part. 
ending with the words ‘‘in the hands of the producer and his 
immediate vendee,’’ be amended so as to read as follows: _ 

‘Sec. 28. All property, real, personal and mixed, shall be 
taxed, but the legislature may except such as may be held by 
the State, by counties, cities or towns, and used exclusively 
for public or corporation purposes, and such as may be held 
and used for purposes purely religious, charitable, scientifie, 
literary or educational, and shall except one thousand dollars’ 
worth of personal property in the hands of each taxpayer, and 
the direct product of the soil in the hands of the producer, 
and his immediate vendees, provided, however, that with re- 
spect to stocks, bonds, choses in action and other Intangible

General Assembly: 


In returning Senate Bil! No. 967 without my approval, pk 


respectfully state my objections thereto. 


‘The Legislature shall have no power to suspend any gen- a 
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eral law for the benefit of any particular individual, nor to 
pass any law for the benefit of individuals inconsistent with 
the general laws of the land. . . —Article 2, Section 8 of 
the Constitution.. This Act unmistakably suspends a general 
law for the benefit of those cities, towns and taxing districts 
having a population of 160,000 or more. A general law was 
enacted in 1923, providing ‘‘that hereafter it shall be unlaw- 
ful and a misdemeanor foi any person, firm or corporation 
to conduct or operate on Sunday any theatrical or motion pic- 
ture entertainment, for which tickets are sold, a fixed charge 
is made, or an offering is received, as compensation for the 
entertainment, or to cause cr permit the same to be done by 
others in his or its behalf, the exercise of religious worship 
excepted.’’ Chapter 16, Acts of 1923. 

Section 1 of this bill authorizes those cities having the 
requisite population of 160,000 or more to regulate by mu- 
nicipal ordinance, the conduct of all theatrical and motion 
shows, ‘‘including the right, power and authority to pro- 
vide by municipal ordinance whether or not theaters and 
motion picture houses and other places of amusement shall 
be permitted to operate on Sunday, regardless of whether 
or not a fixed charge is made or an offering received as com- 
pensation for the entertainment offered or in connection 
with such entertainments.”’ . 
‘Section 2 expressly provides ‘‘that all laws and parts of 
laws in conflict with the provisions of this Act, be and the 
same are hereby repealed, and in particular such portions of 
Chapter 16 of the Public Acts of 1923, entitled ‘An Act to 
make it unlawful and to prchibit any person, firm or corpora- 
tion from conducting or operating on Sunday any theatrical 
or a motion picture entertainment for which tickets are sold, 
a fixed charge is made or an offering is received as a com- 
pensation for the entertainment afforded, or in connecticn 
with such entertainment, or to cause or permit to be done 
by others on his or its behalf, the exercise of religious wor- 
ship excepted, and to provide penalties for the violation here- 
of,’ as are in conflict with the provisions of this Act, are, to 
that extent, but no further or otherwise modified and re- 
peated.’’ 
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Thus, it must be seen that the plain purpose of this Act 
is to modify and repeal the general law of 1923, making it 
unlawful throughout the State in every city and community — 
to operate on Sunday any theatrical or motion picture en- 
tertainment. It must be admitted that the object and effect 
of this Act is to suspend and modify the general law on this: 
subject for the benefit of those cities now, or hereafter hay- 
ing a population of 160,000. 

IT eannot eonceive that such can be done contrary to the © 
plain mandate of our Constitution hereinbefore recited. 

Having my own certainty that this Act was unconstitu- 
ional, I asked an opinion of the State’s Attorney General 
on it, and I have the honor to submit his writing thereon for 
your consideration: | 
‘Nashville, Tenn., March 10, 1925. 
Governor Austin Peay, Executive Chamber, Nashville, Tenn.: 

Dear Sir: You have submitted to me for my opinion as to 
its constitutionality, Senate Bill No. 968, which is an Act to 
authorize cities, towns and taxing districts having a popula- 
tion of 160,000 or more, to regulate theatrical and motion 
picture entertainments and other amusements. The first sec- 
tion of this Act provides that all such cities, towns and tax- 
ing districts be and are vested with full and complete power 
and authority to regulate by municipal ordinance the ec9n- 
duct of all theatrical and motion picture shows or entertain- 
ments or other public amusement, conducted within the cor- 
porate limits of such cities, towns or taxing districts, includ- 
ing the right to provide by municipal ordinance whether or 
not theaters and motion picture houses and other places of 
amusement shall be permitted to operate on Sunday, re- 
gardless of whether or not a fixed charge is made or an offer- 
ing received as compensation for an entertainment offered, 
or in connection with such entertainment. The second sec- — 
tion repeals all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
said Act and expressly so much of Chapter 16 of the Public 
Acts of 1923 as is in conflict with the provisions thereof, but 
not further or otherwise. | 

Now, the first section of said Chapter 16 of the Acts of © 
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1923 provides that hereafter it shall be unlawful and a mis- 
demeanor for any person, firm or corporation to conduct or 
operate on Sunday any theatrical or a motion picture enter- 
tainment for which tickets are sold, a fixed charge is made, 
or an offering is received as compensation for the enter- 
tainment, or to cause or permit the same to be done by others 
on his or its behalf, the exercise of religious worship ex- 
cepted. 

The second section of this Act prescribes a penalty for vio- 
lation. 

The question here is (1) whether the State itself could give 
to the citizens in cities, towns and taxing districts with a 
population of 160,000, immunities and privileges with respect 
to the moving picture business and theatrical business, it had 
withheld from the citizens ofetowns, cities and taxing districts 
with a less population, and (2) could it delegate to such muni- 
cipalities the power to do this. 

This question is determined by Article 1, Section 8, and 
Article 2, Section 8 of the Constitution of the State, which 
I need not quote to you. 

In a case where an Act had rendered it an offense for a 
Justice of the Peace to collect fees earned outside of the 
civil district from which he was elected, when the Constitu- 
tion and statutes both provided that his jurisdiction should 
be co-extensive with the county, the Supreme Court said: 

‘{t has never been understood that the Legislature could 
select a certain territory of the State upon a population, 
classification and make laws in such territory which would 
affect the people in their property rights or their private 
relations with each other.’’. State vs. Kirby, 1386 Tenn., 389. 

In another case where, under the Acts of 1905, turnpikes 
in counties of certain population were required to put addi- 
tional metaling on the pikes, that is, metaling which was 
not required by the general law of Code, Section 1764, the 
Supreme Court said, that same was a violation of the Con- 
stitution, Article 1, Section 8, declaring that no one shall be 
deprived of life, liberty or property, but by the law of the 
land, since while legislative acts may be special by the use 
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of the population standard for classification, may be re- 
stricted to certain counties in their political capacities, it 
deprives the county of its property rights without affecting 
others in like condition elsewhere in the State, and since the 
duty imposed in such county upon a margin of fifty of pop- 
ulation, had no substantial or just relation to the county 
apart from other counties in which the turnpike roads were 
operating. State vs. Turnpike Co., 133 Tenn., 445. 

It would seem therefore to me that the State could not, 
without violating this article and section of the Constitution, 
give to the citizens of the cities of 160,000 population immu- 
nities and privileges which it had withheld from the citizens 
of other communities with a different population. | 

In another case an Act provided that certain tax dis- 
tricts and certain counties, on aepopulation basis, should not 
be hable for damages or injuries to persons and property 
by reason of defect in the streets or alleys or other property 
under the control of or within the said taxing district, or for 
the conduct of those managing the affairs of such taxing: dis- 
trict. This Act applied alone to Memphis and its consti- 
tutionality was assailed under this Section 8 of Article 2. 
The Supreme Court said: i 

‘We think it too clear for argument at this late day that the 
exemption or special dispensation, as counsel denominate it, 
in favor of the City of Memphis 1n the foregoing provisigaa 
of its charter, is violative of the section of the Constitution 
just quoted.’ 

In the latest case, which was an act on the population basis” 
applicable to Shelby County, to deprive the officers thereof 
of the fees prescribed by law and place them upon salaries” 
and require them to pay the surplus fees into the treasury, 
the Supreme Court said: : 

‘Following the spirit of our Constitution, of justice and 
of equity, and adhering to the former advudtea pans of this 
court, we feel constrained to hold the act in question invalid 
as being arbitrary and partial.’ State vs. Stewart, 147 
Tenn., 378. 2 

Now, under Chapter 16 of the Acts of 1923, it is unlawful 
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and a misdemeanor, punishable by fine, to give any entertain- 
ment or operate any theatrical amusement where tickets are 
sold or a fixed charge is made on Sunday. This is a general 
law applicable to the entire State. 

Now, the first section of Senate Bill No. 968 gives to the 
cities of 160,000 population the right to regulate the theatri- 
eal business by ordinance, as well as picture shows and other 
places of amusement, and to operate the same on Sunday, 
regardless of whether tickets are sold or fixed charges are 
made, and then in its second section repeals so much of the . 
general Act, to-wit: Chapter 16 of the Acts of 1923, as is in 
conflict with it. 

It is my opinion, therefore, after this hasty investigation 


that this Act is in ecinflict with the Constitution of this State 


as construed by the Supreme Court in the foregoing cited 
cases. Yours very respectfully, 
Frank M. THompson, Attorney General.’’ 


- Not only is this Act in direct conflict with the general law 
forbidding Sunday amusements and theatrical entertain- 
ments, but it is also in opposition to the general law regu- 
lating Sunday observance in this State. 

“Tf any merchant, artificer, tradesman, farmer or other 
person shall be guilty of doing or exercising any of the com- 
mon avocations of life, or of causing or permitting the same

or charity excepted on Sunday, he shall, on due conviction, 
before any Justice of the Peace of the county, forfeit and 


_ pay $3.00, one-half to the person who will sue for the same,

In view of this general policy, clearly pronounced in this 
statute regulating the observance of Sunday, it is difficult 
to understand how the business of Sunday theatricals can 
be authorized through any special statute in such plain dero- 
gation of this general law. But let us be candid in all things. 
And candor obliges me to say that I am not content to rest 
my objections to this Act alone on its constitutionality. It 
has another phase. 
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We are commanded in the sacred law to remember the Sab- 
bath day and to keep it holy. This command in modern times 
may weigh lightly on the civic conscience, but its violation 
should not be written into the statute law of an American 
State. Our institutions rest on our morals and religion. 
When the time comes that the Sunday in this country is no 
longer a day of rest and worship, but has become instead 
a day of sport and amusements, our country is headed for 
decay and early dissolution. Nothing can be said, in my 
judgment, in defense of theatrical entertainments on Sunday 
as a Sabbath diversion. ‘They do not make for the health or 
good morals of any community. Many motion pictures that 
are being daily shown should be forbidden on week days 
instead of being authorized on Sundays. May I tell you that 
our feet are surely shipping as a nation and people when we 
lose our hold on the holy Sabbath. 


Therefore, while this Act could not be approved because 
of its constitutional infirmity, I must say, after full reflection, 
that it would not have my approval because of this deep and 
fundamental objection. 


Let me say that it is distinctly embarrassing to return 
this bill disapproved in view of its unanimous support by the 
Shelby delegation. I concede to the distinguished Senators 
and Representatives from that county the highest integrity 
of purpose and their conscientious convictions. They were 
animated by a sincere sense and belief as to the best interests 
of their constituency and they are probably supported in 
their action by the majority sentiment of the community. 
Their views and mine honestly differ on this subject, and 
while I accord to them my profound respect, yet I am forced 
by my own conscience and individual views to register these 
objections to this bill. 


Another cause of embarrassment is the splendid and un- 
swerving support of the Shelby delegation of the policies and 
measures submitted by the present administration to this 
General Assembly and which could not have been enacted into 
law without their aid. I must record a debt of lasting grati- 
tude and obligation to them for such fine devotion to the pub- 
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lic welfare in these larger matters. When all is said, this 
statement is finally true. 

The criminal statutes of the State should be general and 
not local in their scope and application. Otherwise, the law 
will certainly lack respect and enforcement. ‘This proposed 
Act offends a public policy on the vital subject of Sunday: 
observance which has been long established in our State and 
is deeply rooted in good morals. 

Having these views as to the impropriety of this legisla- 
tion and touching the validity of this bill, | am obliged to re- 
turn it without Executive approval.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Mr. Speaker: I am directed by the Governor to transmit 
a message in writing.

On motion the message was received, read by the Clerk 
and ordered spread on the Journal, and which is as follows: 
To the Honorable Senate of the Rete fourth General Assem- 

bly: 

Written into the Democratic platform is this ringing dae 
laration for the improvement of the elementary schools of 
this State: 

‘‘The elementary school is the university of the masses. 
In providing elementary schools for the children of the State, 
Tennessee serves the double purpose of promoting content- 
ment and independence of the great masses of her future 
citizens and protecting her own institutions and enriching her 
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own resources. The elementary school is the foundation of 
the whole educational structure and it must be adequately 
supported. Both heart and head dictate a policy of liberal- 
ity to elementary education. The Democratic party heartily 
pledges itself to the greatest effort to find what the elementary 
schools need and to provide generously for their support. 

We believe that under a continuation of the wise and eco- 
nomical administration of the affairs of the State of Ten- 
nessee, the rural schools of the State can be extended to 
eight months. Realizing the importance of rural schools in 
the general scheme of education, and that these schools should 
run for a term of eight months in the year, and realizing 
that teachers in rural schools are not being compensated as 
they should be, we pledge the Democratic party to a rural 
school policy by which provision shall be made for extend- 
ing the rural school terms to eight months in the year, and 
increased pay to rural school teachers, and to provide the 
money without increasing the property 172 Ba 

In every campaign address, in every part of this State 
as the Democratic nominee for Governor, I pledged an eight- 
month term for rural schools, cheaper text books, if possible 
to obtain them, and a decent compensation for the teachers. 
It now devolves on your honorable body to redeem these 
pledges to the people of this State. They largely electéd 
the present Governor and the majority members of this Gen- 
eral Assembly on our distinct and unequivocal pledges for 
longer and better rural schools. 

After the November election we set about the preparation 
of a school law insuring these reforms. It was prepared with 
the greatest care and attention to every detail. It was in- 
troduced before the legislative recess and carefully consid- 
ered by a special committee during the recess, and was then 
reported with a favorable recommendation. It has passed 
the House with many amendments. Some of these are frivo- 
lous and irrelevant. ‘Some of them are useful and helpful to 
the bill. These have been carefully assorted and clearly ex- 
plained to members of your body, so that your consideration 
of them can be facilitated. 
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it would be little short of a moral crime for this Legisla- 
ture to adjourn without the enactment of this school legisla-— 
tion. The bill to be considered by you is a compendium of 
the best educational thought of the State, and unquestion- 
ably is the outstanding piece of educational legislation which 
has been, introduced in the: South. With our revenues to 
provide a uniform term throughout the State, to equalize the 
educational opportunity of our children, to put the poorer 
communities on even basis with those of sufficient wealth and 
property, is no easy matter. It has required the most careful 
and searching examination. The provisions of this bill guar- 
antee an eight months’ school term and provide the funds 
without increasing the State property tax, and requiring no 
more than a fair and just levy in the several counties for 
school purposes. It is not mandatory of the county to in- 
crease their taxes and avail the benefits of this bill. It is 
optional with the counties, but its great object and virtue is 
that it puts an adequate school term and competent teaching 
talent within the reach of every community. 

I know the people of Tennessee. They want this bill to be 
passed. They are tired of the hue and ery about our illiter- 
acy. They are willing to forego some school money from 
the State in the wealthier communities in order that the chil- 
dren living in the poorer communities, where there is in- 
sufficient taxable property to provide necessary school funds 
without oppression, may have a fair and decent chance in life 
and receive that educational equipment which belongs by 
right of nature and inheritance to every child of a Tennes- 
sean. 

No substitute can be provided in lieu of the bill which has 
been carefully worked out and is now pending before you 
as an administration measure. The details are so perplexing 
and infinite that no brief substitute can be availed. 

It is idle and a waste of time to adopt any substitutes pro- 
viding’ a continuation of the present and. inequitable distribu- 
tion of school funds, and making a blanket appropriation 
from the treasury of the necessady funds for an eight months’ 
term. Those funds are not in the treasury and this General 
Assembly has not provided the additional revenues. | 
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Not only is this true, but our people are demanding cheaper 
text books. They have no patience with the efforts of the 
present depositories to destroy and defeat the pending bill 
in order to preserve for themselves the high and exorbitant 
profits which they are now receiving. This pending bill 
will save the parents a large sum in cheaper text books which 
is now going into the pockets of these depositories. 

Not only so, but the great weakness and drawback to our 
present rural schools is the lack of well paid and highly 
trained teachers. This bill makes it possible for the child 
in every community to be taught by a teacher of good equip- 
ment. You will never have good schools in the country until 
you provide a decent and living wage for the country school 
teacher. This bill realizes a dream which will remain a dream 
unless you enact it into law. It is the dream of good teach- 
ers, decently paid, teaching our rural children in an eight 
months’ school. The opposition to this bill has been the most 
remarkable exhibition of small politics and blind prejudice 
which ever disgraced the legislative halls of our State. 

To defeat this bill is to set T'ennessee backward for a gen- 
eration in her educational system. 

During the last two years we have distributed to the ele- 
mentary schools in excess of a million and eight hundred 
thousand dollars more than in the two previous years, yet 
the school term was barely lengthened two days. The school 
term in this State on the average is little longer than it was 
ten years ago. What is the matter? It is no trouble to 
answer this question. The local administration is lacking. 
The money is being diverted What is the remedy? That is 
equally easy to answer. The State must be given more super- 
visory control of the school funds being distributed to the 
various counties. This bill provides relief in that vital par- 
ticular. 

I beg the Senate of Tennessee not to adjourn without pass- 
ing this bill, to rally to this high responsibility and meet the 
demands of the hour. The people are looking to you with 
anxious concern. I beg you not to fail them in this crisis. 
Pass this educational bill. Throw out the amendments in- 
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tended to impede and destroy. Adopt those that are worthy. 
This bill has been so discussed that all of you and the State 
as well are familiar with its provisions. Let it go to a con- 
ference. Invite our educators, who are deeply anxious for 
this law, knowing its far-reaching meaning to our children, 
into your conference. They can aid you to understand what- 
ever may be in doubt, and to reach an agreement on any mat- 
ters of disagreement. Shame on this irresponsible talk about 
a school lobby in this State. There is no lobby of that kind. 
Those being referred to are men and women who are giving 
their lives to the children of Tennessee. Whatever educa- 
tional system we have is the product of their minds, labor 
and conscience. We owe them an everlasting debt of grati- 
tude, and to disparage them is merely to reflect on the in- 
Peon and sincerity of their accusers. 

Those who represent the people exercise a sacred keine We 
asked the people to elect us. We extended our solemn pledges 
in these matters. These p'edges are binding on our honor. 
No pledge given the people for their suffrages was more pro- 
nounced, state-wide and vociferous than an eight months’ 
school term. It was heralded to every community by your 
representatives and mine, who asked the people for their 
votes. Is it possible that this Legislature will adjourn with- — 
out redeeming that pledge? I cannot believe it. I beg you 
not to do it. Won’t you proceed to the consideration of this 
school bill and enact it into law without another moment’s 
delay? It will win for us the everlasting gratitude of the 
children born and unborn in this State for all the generaia 
to come.

The hour having arrived the time set by Special Order for — 
the consideration of House Bill No. 780—To establish a uni- — 
form system of public schools.

Amend the body of the Act by striking out all words after 
the enacting clause, in the first section, and all sections there- 
after, and substituting therefor the following: 

‘““That there shall be provided by the State of Tennessee a 
‘Supplemental Rural Elementary School Fund,’ for aid to 
Counties in the State, that under existing laws, do not main- 
tain an eight months’ rural elementary school term. 

‘‘Section 2. Be it further enacted, (a) That the words 
“rural elementary schools, as used in this Act, shall be con- 
strued to mean EHlementary Schools in the Counties of the 
State, excluding elementary schools in incorporated cities, 
and towns of the counties. (b) That the words ‘Supple- 
mental Rural Elementary School Fund’ as used in this Act, 
shall be construed to mean a fund created by this Act as an 
aid to rural elementary schools, as contra distinguished from 
the EKlementary School Fund, now so denominated by law, 
which Supplemental Elementary Rural School Fund shall be 
provided, and established in the manner hereinafter set out. 

‘Section 3. Be it further enacted, That each County in 
the State of Tennessee that levies and collects (1) a tax for 
elementary schools of not less than forty-five (45) cents, on 
each hundred ($100.00) dollars of taxable property in the 
County, including any tax for elementary schools levied by 
the Legislature and retained in the County, and excluding 
the State tax of eight (8) cents for schools as now provided 
by law and two ($2.00) dollars poll tax and (3) all privilege 
taxes allowed by law, shall be entitled to the benefits of this 
‘Act. | 

‘‘Section 4. Be it further enacted, That the County Super- 
intendents of Public Instruction of all counties in Tennessee, 
which counties maintain less than an eight months’ rural ele- 
mentary school term and that have otherwise complied with 
the provisions of this Act, shall on or before July 1, 1925, and 
annually thereafter, certify to the State Commissioner of 
Education the average daily attendance of pupils, in rural 
elementary schools for the preceding scholastic year in the 
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respective County, and also the amount expended for sala- 
ries of teachers in said schools for said period, regardless 
of the source of revenue, whether from State or County. 
‘‘Section 5. Be it further enacted, That upon the receipt 
of the certification, aforesaid, the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion shall compute the number of teachers, on a basis of thirty 
pupils to the teacher, based on the average daily attendance: 
aforesaid necessary for the operation of the rural elementary.

ing with the provisions of this Act, and the Commissioner 
shall then calculate the cost of rural elementary teaching, in 
each of said counties on the basis of $80.00 per month per 
teacher for eight months, which basis computing calary may 
be inereased, but not decreased, by the State Board of Edu- 
eation, for any ensuing scholastic year if necessary but in no 
event to more than $90.00 per month. From the total cost 
thus ecaleulated shall be subtracted the amount certified by

1. Six ($6.00) dollars per capita based on the average daily 
attendance in the county and city public elementary schools 
of the State shall be distributed annually to each county; and 
the State Comptroller is hereby directed to make this per 
capita distribution each year on the basis of average daily 
attendance in the previous year, as certified by the State 
Commissioner of Education, the said distribution to be made 
in semiannual installments, as of the first day of July and 
the first day of January. 

2. The remainder of the elementary school fund, after 
making the per capita distribution as herein provided, shall 
be distributed equally among the ninety-five (95) counties 
of the State, subject to the conditions hereinafter provided; 
provided, however, that if said remainder of the elementary 
school fund, after making said per capita distribution is not 
sufficient to guarantee to each county in the State twelve 
thousand ($12,000) dollars per annum out of the said equali- 
zation fund, then there shall be annually appropriated out 
of the general State Treasury an amount sufficient, when 
added to the remainder of the elementary school fund after 
making the per capita distribution, to guarantee an equaliza- 
tion fund of twelve thousand ($12,000) dollars for each coun- ~ 
ty. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby authorized — 
to draw his warrants on the general State Treasury in favor 
of the trustees of the various counties of the State for such 
amounts as may be necessary to guarantee a minimum equali- 
zation fund of twelve thousand ($12,000) dollars for each 
county. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, That the State equaliza- 
tion fund herein created shall be disteibutad to the various 
counties of the State on the following basis:

First, any county which (1) levies a tax for elementary 
schools of not less than thirty-five (35) cents on each one 
hundred dollars’ worth of taxable property in the county, 
including any tax for elementary schools levied by the State 
and retained in the county, and excluding the State tax of 
eight (8) cents for elementary schools, (2) a poll tax of two 
($2.00) dollars, (3) and all privilege taxes and fines allowed 
by law, shall receive from the State one-third of the mini- 
mum equalization fund of $12,000 herein provided. 

Second, any county which levies a tax of forty (40) cents 
on each one hundred dollars’ worth of taxable property in the 
county for elementary school purposes and levies the polls 
and privileges provided by law shall receive two-thirds of the 
minimum equalization fund of $12,000 herein provided.

Be it further provided, That the minimum sal- 
aries of elementary school teachers of the State shall be 
seventy ($70.00) dollars per month, but the county boards 
of education may provide a higher salary than seventy 
($70.00) dollars per monht if they so desire.

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To the Honorable Senate of the Siaty-Fourth General As- 
semblys 

Since the passage of Senate Bill 831, I have made some 
effort to find what has been the policy and course of other 
states in the matter of disputed contracts and settlements 
arising from highway construction. 

The Federal Bureau reports that Minnesota has a law pro- 
viding for settlement of road contracts by arbitration and 
that New York permits contractors to sue in a court of claims; 
that Louisiana has a commission which operates under a char- 
ter permitting suits and that Georgia and Arkansas use a 
form of contract providing for arbitration under contractu-al 
provisions. 

Knowing that North Carolina has been engaged on a large 
seale in highway building, I wired Hon. Frank Page, who is 
the Highway Commissioner in direct charge of their con- 
struction and well-known as an authority in this country on 
the subject, and who has done a great and outstanding work 
in that State. He has wired me as follows: 

‘‘Answering your wire 13th. Do not think advisable to 
create Arbitration Board or allow contractors to sue State 
or highway contracts. State Highway Commission should 
have authority to settle with contractors and authority full 
interpretation of specifications. Any other course will lead 
to continuous claims and expense to state.’’ 

Highway building in this State was in an unsettled and 
ehaotic condition when the present Highway Commission in 
Tennessee was appointed. In the last two years our depart- 
ment has been put on a firm basis and magnificent progress 
has been made. The people now have confidence in the de- 
partment and are highly satisfied with the headway on our 
system. The present commissioner is working in fine har- 


“mony with the various counties and the present Assembly has 


provided sufficient funds for us to know that the present or- 


_ ganization in the next two years will practically complete 
our through lines, besides a system of maintenance is bring- 
ing the other highways into good and usable condition. It 
would be most unfortunate for the harmony and efficiency of 


the present organization to be interrupted. 
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In disposing of this bill I have solely and earnestly sought 
to find the public interest. There is no real need, in my judg- 
ment, for this legislation. My belief is that the State should 
deal with and contract under its sovereignty always. The 
Commissioner, at my request, has submitted his views in 
writing to me, which I am pleased to transmit to you, being 
as follows: 

April 14,1925. 
To the Governor: | 

You have asked that I submit my views in writing on Sen- 
ate Bill No. 831, the so-called ‘‘Board of Claims’’ os ‘‘Sue 
the State Bull.’’ 

I wish to state as positively as I know how, that I am not 
now, and never have been, in favor of any legislation grant- 
ing permission to sue the State. | 

One of the fundamentals of our own and most other gov- 
ernments is that the State cannot be sued when acting in its 
sovereign capacity. It has stood the test of centuries. Should 
it be changed because a few contractors desire it? I deny 
that there is any reason, or justification, for doing so now. 

When advised to appear before the Joint Committee of the- 
Judiciary Committee on March 19th, I was given less than — 
one hour’s notice. There was no public notice of a public: 
hearing and the State was given only twenty minutes within 
which to oppose the two bills under consideration. I denied 
then the necessity for the legislation and opposed letting the 
bars down at all. I did state that if anything was done, that — 
the State should be safeguarded. I was not proposing the 
Board of Claims; I was opposing any legislation at all. IJ 
urged that very serious consideration be given the subject,. 
and yet they say that this is my bill and pretend that I have 
broken faith with somebody because I have not lobbied for 
it. I deny absolutely that I have broken faith with the people 
of Tennessee in this, or in any other proposition during my 
eight years of public service. , 

Back of this proposition to sue the state is one of the best 
organized, most active, strongest and, I believe, most danger- 
ous lobbies that I have ever known. Is this lobby represent- 
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ing the people of Tennessee? Is it working for the State? 
Suppose it was my bill; suppose I did break with this lobby 
after I had my eyes opened; and I deny both charges—would 
the people of Tennessee condemn me for doing my best to 
serve them? 

They said high class contractors are not bidding on Ten- 
nessee work but repudiated the statement almost as soon as 
they made it. 

They say Tennessee highway work is costing more than it 
should because contractors feel that they will not get a square 
deal and pad their bids. Have they taken the trouble to study 
this to ascertain the truth of this statement? I deny that 
Tennessee prices are higher by comparison. State Highway 
Department exchange data on this subject regularly; we knew 
what other states are paying. I do admit that we are not 
breaking dozens of contractors, as an adjoining state has done! 
Are we supposed to be operating a contractors’ graveyard, 
or building roads? Tennessee has awarded over thirty mil- 
lion dollars in road contracts and yet there are only threc 
major claims and five small claims behind this movement. 
_ All of these are old contracts, awarded before 1923. 

They say that I am an Englishman. I wonder just what 
that has to do with the question? This statement is an exact 
and truthful as many others they have made. My people, for 
four or five generations at least, were born in America. 

You have insisted that all bond issues authorized by the 
Legislature be referred to the people. Was this issue ever 
discussed in the last campaign? Wouldn’t it be well to hear 
from the people on such an important subject as this before 
letting the bars down? 

They say that I have threatened to resign if the Legisla- 
ture does not do so and so. I deny this charge. I have re- 
_ trained absolutely from lobbying or trying to influence the 
Legislature. You have asked me to keep the Department out 
of politics. I have done so to the best of my ability, and in- 
_ tend to continue doing so as long as I am in office. 

I have given all of my time to my county, State and Nation, 
during the past eight years. I did not seek this office and you 
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know I declined it repeatedly, and also that I wanted to 
withdraw at the end of your first term. During all of this 
time I have tried to do what was right and I am doing what 
I believe to be right now in opposing this very dangerous leg- 
islation. 

I regret exceedingly the worry this has caused yon. I know 
you have much else to worry about. I have sweat blood my- 
self over it. 

The Department is in excellent condition to render the — 
State a great service. All of the engineers in charge are try- 
ing their best to deserve the respect and confidence of the 
people of Tennessee. Do you think that anything should be 
done to handicap the Department and divert the thought and 
time and energy of these young men from road building to 
htigating.? 

- What happens to me personally is of small concern; others 
more competent will take up the work if and when I leave it. 

In closing, I wish to say that I am for Tennessee first, last 
and all the time.

I have absolute and unqualified confidence in the capacity 
and integrity of Mr. Creveling. He is as fit and competent,. 
in my judgment, to find and determine the merits and equi- 
ties of all disputed issues and matters pertaining to highway 
contracts as any board of commission which might be set 
up by this bill or other enactment. He is perfectly honest. 
My mind and hands are filled with many and varied respon- 
sibilities, and it is very comfortable, indeed, to know that the, 
vast sums being expended on our state highway system are 
in honest hands and that the public interests are being con- 
stantly protected at every point. Nor have I the slightest 
misgiving that the rights and interests of those contracting 
with the State in building these roads will be neglected or — 
disregarded by him. He holds the scales as justly and fairly 
as any man could do in my honest judgment. I am entirely 
content to accept his views and conclusions on this legisla- 
tion, especially as I have a definite opinion that the State

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should not relax its sovereignty and be subjected to the de- 
lay, vexation and expense of court proceedings. If it should 
appear as our larger program may progress, that there is a 


real and substantial need of such legislation, it can be pro- 


vided by the next General Assembly without harm being done 
in any direction or quarter in the meantime. 

Therefore, this bill, No. 831, creating a Board, of Highway 
Claims, is respectfully returned without my approval.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Mr. Speaker: I am directed by the Governor to return 
herewith the following Senate Bill without his approval and 
a message in writing. Senate Bill No. 1028. : 

J. D. Hunt, Acting Secretary. - 
To the Honorable Senate of the Sixty-fourth General Assem- 
bly: 

Senate Bill No. 1028, being the Miscellaneous Appropria- 
tion Bill, is herewith returned without approval. 

These are my reasons: 

Section 23, Article 2 of our Constitution, constrains this 
veto. It provides as follows: 
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‘‘The sum of four dollars per head and four dollars for 
every twenty-five miles traveling to and from the seat of 
gvovernment, shall be allowed to the members of each General 
Assembly elected after the ratification of this Constitution, 
as a compensation for their services. But no member shall 
be paid for more than seventy-five days of a regular session, 


or for more than twenty days of any extra or called session, — 


or for any day when absent from his seat in the Legislature, 
unless physically unable to attend.- The Senators, when sit- 
ting as a court of impeachment, shall each receive four dol- 
lars per day of actual attendance.’’ : 

In the face of this Constitutional provision, there is in- 
eluded in this bill the following allowance to each member, 
to-wit : 

‘“‘There shall be appropriated and paid out of any money 
in the treasury, four hundred and fifty dollars for postage, 
stenographic hire and other necessary expenses to each mem- 


ber of the General Assmbly, and the treasurer is hereby au- — 


thorized and directed to pay said sum of money as above 
set out.’’ Which is additional to the per diem and mileage 
provided in the Constitution. 

This item would amount to $59,400.00. 

It is safe to say that no member has expended $450.00 for 
postage or stenographic hire. Other expenses must have 
reference to the living expenses of the several members while 
in attendance on the sessions. If not so, some account of the 
actual amounts expended on official services would be re- 
quired. 

It does not matter that the legality of this item has been 
sustained. Such does not affect the moral aspects of the 
question. The members of this Legislature were elected, 
knowing their constitutional compensation. It is true that 
the amount fixed in the Constitution was adopted when living 
eonditions were different, yet it remains in the Constitution 
that the compensation shall be the said four dollars per day, 
and mileage. Until the people have changed this Constitu- 
tion they intend that the compensation of the General Assem- 
bly shall be as fixed therein, and if the Legislature shall in-

directly increase it in this manner and in the amount now 
provided in this bill, there is no limitation and it can be fixed 
at any amount which the pleasure of the membership may 
suggest. It is my profound conviction that the spirit of th« 
Constitution should be preserved in its every provision. 

My own action is constrained by my record. The Legisla- 
ture of 1921 voted this same amount over the veto of Gov- 
ernor Taylor. Thereafter, such action was an issue in the 
primary campaign of 1922, and throughout the State as a 
eandidate for Governor, I criticized that bonus, and the peo- 
ple nominated me. During the session of 1923 I urged the in- 
dividual members to refrain from voting to themselves this 
extra compensation, and they did so. Therefore, in good con- 
science, I cannot approve of this bill with this provision 
therein. | 

The general legislative expenses authorized are too heavy 
and should be carefully revised and reduced. The appro- 
priations to the normal schools are too high and some other 
items are subject to grave exceptions, but these might be 
justified and the bill might be approved, except for this 
bonus. 

Uuqualified respect for the several branches of the Gov- 
ernment should prevail in the public mind. Our people have 
never failed in their rebuke of similar action by previous 
legislatures, and, in my judgment, the small amount which 
your membership would individually receive through this 
provision does not compensate for the inevitable reproach 
which will follow its adoption. 

The administration of the State Government will not suffer 
in the ensuing two years through the failure to pass this 
miscellaneous appropriation bill, and no extra session will 
be necessary. While much inconvenience may result to the 
legislative employees and to some creditors holding claims 
covered in this bill, yet these features do not sufficiently 
weigh to justify my approval of this objectionable provision. 
It is most unfortunate that the passage of this bill was de- 
layed until such late day in your session. I earnestly urged 
a contrary course and its consideration in the beginning of 
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your deliberations. 

I must meet my responsibility iu this situation which you 
have created, and my views are so well known and so thor- 
oughly matured that I am justified in the veto of this bill and 
can pursue no other course. 

Hence the bill is respectfully returned without approval 
for vour further consideration.

Such has 
been the custom for many years, and to permit the Gov- 
ernor’s veto to be sustained would be manifestly an injus- 
tice to Mr. McAlister, whom we all esteem and love. While 
TI voted against the bill originally, the Senate passed it, and 
I believe the judgment of the Senate should be sustained. For 
all these reasons I am supporting the passage of the bill over 
the Governor’s veto and ask that this explanation be placed 
on the Journal.

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EXPLANATION. 


Notwithstanding the fact that I voted against the reso- 
lution, providing for defraying the personal and incidental 
expenses, etc., incurred by the members of the Sixty-fourth 
General Assembly during the seventy-five days of the session 
of that General Assembly, commonly known as the ‘‘bonus,”’ 
and have not voted for and would not vote for any resolution 
or for the adoption of any motion to include a ‘‘bonus”’ ap- 
propriation in the Miscellaneous Appropriation Bill or in 
any other appropriation bill, or for any bill carrying only a 
. ‘*honus’’ appropriation, yet I feel it my duty to vote for the 
adoption of the Miscellaneous Appropriation Bull, the veto 
of the Governor to the contrary notwithstanding, for the 
reason that it carries appropriations for the necessary and 
orderly conduct of the business of the State, including among 
many other appropriations, appropriations for the enforce- 
ment of the laws of the State, salaries of the judiciary appro- 
priations for Normal Schools, ete., ete., and I believe the re- 
jection of the bill would result in great and unnecessary con- 
fusion and be detrimental to the interest of the people of 
the State.

right or motives of those members of the General Assembly 
who have voted for and will vote for a ‘‘bonus’’ appropria- 
tion. After all, it is a matter of individual judgment. 

I desire to state further that, holding the views that I en- 
tertain, I shall in no event become the beneficiary of the so- 
called ‘‘bonus’’ appropriation carried in the Miscellaneous 
Appropriation Bill, for I will not accept it and devote it to 
the purposes for which it was appropriated.
